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Exclusion Of Chicago 'Debatable? 
Elk Grove Village Favors 
A Mass Transit District 


Mass Transit Planning Meet 
Saturday In Towers Hotel 


Though the interest of 270 suburban 


communities in six counties will be rep- 
resented, only six or seven .municipalities 
wilt send representatives to a Saturday 
meeting to discuss formation of a single 
mass transit district that would exclude 
the City of Chicago. 


The meeting at the Arlington Park 


Towers Hotel is being organized by Ar- 
lington Heights Village Pres. Jack Walsh 
to test support for the formation of a 
single transit district that Walsh hopes 
would put suburban communities on a 
more equal footing with Chicago in se- 
curing funds for mass transit. 


Results of the meetijg among top offi- 


cials from key communities in Cook, 
Lake, DuPage. Kane, MeHenry and Will 
counties will be communicated to the of- 
ficers of other municipalities in the six- 
county region. 


It was not known which communities 


would attend. 


THE ARLINGTON Heights Village 


Board Feb. 21 adopted a resolution in 


support of a single suburban mass tran- 
sit district with a stipulation that repre- 
sentation on the governing board of any 
such district should be on a one-man-one- 
vote basis. 


The Chicago Metropolitan Area Trans- 


portation System (CMATS) bill would 
create a single metropolitan mass transit 
district including the Chicago Transit Au- 
thority. 


The bill, which has had the strong 


backing of the Chicago and North West- 
ern Ry., proposes a three-member gov- 
erning panel. One member would be ap- 
pointed by the governor, a second named 
by the mayor of Chicago, and a third by 
the governor from a list of nominees sug- 
gested by the county boards of the six 
counties. 


Walsh has said the mayors Saturday 


may decide to do nothing about creating 
the new transit district or may agree to 
pursue sub-regional mass transit author- 
ities if they do not think a single, six- 
county district is feasible. 


Community Service Eyes 
Hiring Of A Psychiatrist 


Elk Grove Village residents will be as- 


sured of having local services available 
from a psychiatrist next year if the vil- 
lage board of trustees approves a budget 
proposal made this week by Elk Grove 
Village Community Service. 


However, if Community Service receiv- 


es a state grant to provide service for 
Elk Grove and Schaumburg townships, 
residents will have the service and will 
not have to pay all the costs through lo- 
cal tax funds. 


Jordan Rosen, executive director of 


Project Fair At 
Clearmont School 


The annual Clearmont School Project

The fair will also include a photog-

Community Service, said the budget 
request of $7,000 for a contract with a 
psychiatrist was made "under the as- 
sumption that we would not get the state 
grant." The state grant application also 
includes a request for funds for the same 
kind of psychiatric service. 


Since the village's 1972-73 fiscal year 


begins in May and the state's fiscal year 
does not begin until July, Rosen said if 
the village approves the requested funds, 
"We will probably put someone in on 
May. And then, if the grant comes 
through, we will continue to pay for the 
person using money from the state. That 
still has to be worked out." 


He said that in that case, Community 


Service would not need to spend the full 
village allocation. 


Community Service, which provides 


family and youth counseling and runs a 
summer Youth Employment Service, is 
asking for $53,000 in state funds to' ex- 
pand its services to Elk Grove and 
Schaumburg townships. The state grant 
application is competing with the North- 
west Mental Health Association in Ar- 
lington Heights to provide service to the 
area. 


The budget request for next year from 


the village board is $83,440. This year, 
Community 
Service 
received 
$53,000 


from the village. 


Elk Grove Village favors formation of 
a mass transit district, but whether the 
City of Chicago should be excluded from 
such a district is debatable at this point. 


That is the position taken by Village 


Pres. Charles Zettek in a letter sent this 
week to the Northwest Municipal Confer- 
ence and Arlington Heights Village Pres. 
Jack Walsh. 


Zettek was responding to a request 


from the conference asking for the vil- 
lage's stand on the mass transit issue; 
Walsh was sent a copy because of a 
meeting he is sponsoring Saturday on the 
issue. 


Walsh has proposed formation of a 


single mass transit district that would 
exclude Chicago. Such a district would 
include representatives from 270 commu- 
nities in the six-county suburban area, 
Walsh said. 


ZETTEK, however, said further study 


of the proposal is needed before a deci- 
sion on excluding Chicago is made. 


"I'm not sure at this point if we should 


exclude the City of Chicago," he said. 
"I'm not saying we should, but I'm not 
saying we shouldn't either." 


Zettek agreed there is a definite need 


for establishment of a transit agency to 
enable the suburbs to get funds for trans- 
portation facilities. 


"Most certainly I'm in favor of a mass 


transit district — it's the only way the 
suburbs are going to get any representa- 
tion. I don't think there's any doubt that 
there ought to be an agency to enable us 
to get funds." 


The village president expressed agree- 


ment with Walsh's statement that the 
proposed 
Chicago Metropolitan 
Area 


Transportation Study (CMATS) is a step 
in the right direction, but questioned one 
aspect of it. 


"I wouldn't be diametrically opposed 


to CMATS," Zettek said of the poropsal 
that has been introduced in the Illinois 
Legislature. 


But he criticized plans for governing of 


the agency that would give major control 
of the agency to non-suburban officials. 
As presently proposed, CMATS would 
be governed by a three-man ^panel — 
one member appointed by the governor, 
one by the mayor of Chicago and one 
selected by the governor from a list of 
nominees suggested by the county boards 
from the six participating counties.

But Signs Of Upswing Seen 
School Building Use Down 


Community groups have been using 


school buildings in Elk Grove Township 
Dist. 59 less during this school year than 
in the past. 


The number of groups applying for 


permits to use the buildings declined 
sharply from September until January, 
compared to the 1970-71 school year, but 
has shown signs of returning to normal 
since January, according to district offi- 
cials. 


Last summer, 'the board of education 


voted to prohibit after-school and eve- 
ning use of the buildings by community 
groups as part of a budget cut, but re- 
versed the action after more funds be- 
came available to the district. 


Adolph Danta, director of building and 


grounds for the district, said the building 
closings might have been one reason for 
the decline in use. "The only thing I can 


think of is that people went out and found 
other facilities, and now, since the first 
of the year, they have been coming back 
to us." 


The decrease in the amount of building 


use is reflected in marked differences be- 
tween amounts budgeted as revenue 
from building use fees and as expenses 
due to custodial overtime, and the dis- 
trict's actual revenue and expense this 
year. 


In this year's budget, the district an- 


ticipated $28,000 in fees from building 
use. A projection by Arthur Perry, as- 
s i s t a n t superintendent for adminis- 
tration, on what actual fees will be col- 
lected is $7,800. 


ALSO, THE district budgeted $23,000 


for custodial overtime and the salary of 
the secretary who schedules the build- 
ings. A projection of actual expenditures 
for this year is $14,000. 


Perry said he is budgeting for next 


year on the same basis as he budgeted 
this year, on the assumption building use 
will return to its former level. "We have 
no way of really accounting for the rea- 
son for the drop-off," he said. "We also 
don't know what will happen between 
now and the end of school." 


When the school board decided to re- 


open the buildings last summer, it also 
wanted to develop a new policy on who 
would use the buildings free and who 
would be charged, and implement a new 
fee schedule. The policy change was sty- 
mied, however, by the President's wage- 
prize freeze and the rates used in past 
years remain in effect. 


Last year when the school board was 


considering closing the schools, district 
officials said more than 4,500 permits 
had been applied for during the first five 
months of the 1970-71 school year

Mr. Rupert, a resident of Prospect 


Heights, for 18 years, was founder and 
president of the Rupert Parachute Co., 
Wheeling. A subsidiary, Rupert Safety 
Belts, specializes in belts used in racing 
cars. 


For many years, Mr. Rupert was a 


parachute stuntman, performing at fairs 
and other public exhibitions. A family 
member said he claimed the low altitude 
record for indoor parachute jumping. 
This resulted from a 65-foot descent by 
parachute after he had jumped girders 
at the 92-foot level in the International 
Amphitheater in St. Louis in 1942. 


During World War II, Mr. Rupert man- 


ufactured and tested parachutes for the 
Army. He was also a pilot and, at one 
time, a racing sponsor. He made his last 
parachute jump in 1952 and thereafter 
concentrated on his business ventures.

U.S. Rep. Abner Mikva (D-2nd) has in- 


troduced legislation in Congress aimed at 
reducing O'Hare Airport jet noise pollu- 
tion. 


Rep. Mikva, who is waging a primary 


fight against Niles Mayor Nicholas Blase 
for the North Suburban 10th District con- 
gressional nomination, introduced four 
amendments to the proposed Noise Con- 
trol Act of 1972. 


The amendments would outlaw sonic 


booms, create a commission to study a 
night flight ban, allow the U.S Environ- 
mental Protection Agency to set noise 
standards, and end the federal monopoly 
on control of flights, to allow local com- 
munities to impose noise regulations. 


Most recent efforts by suburbs near 


O'Hare to control its noise pollution have 
failed, because courts have ruled that 
powers to regulate airplane procedures 
are restricted to the federal government 
and can't be preempted by other govern- 
mental units. 


A Cook County Circuit Court judge Oct 


30 dismissed a suit from five suburbs 
against Chicago and 23 airlines to block 
further pollution and noise, which the 
plaintiffs said result from airport ex- 
pansion. 


The judge noted that no court has 


granted an injunction against operation 
of a public airport and that the proper 
authority over airports is Congress and 
the state legislature, not the courts. This 
decision will be appealed. 


Des Plaines aldermen are now study- 


ing a city noise ordinance aimed at noise 
from airplanes flying above the city. The 
ordinance would also make illegal the 
noise from jets awaiting take-offs. Fra- 
mers of the ordinance anticipate a court 
test of the city's power to pass such a 
law. 


ANOTHER COURT test for noise regu- 


lations is expected by the Illinois In- 
stitute for Environmental Quality, a 
state agency, according to its director, 
Michael Schneiderman 


Within three weeks, the institute will 


present the Illinois Pollution Control 
Board with proposed jet noise standards 
and a procedure to establish maximum 
noise allowable over set periods of time, 
Schneiderman told the Herald. 


The proposed "noise-bank" plan would 


allot to various airports the amount of 
noise they can legally generate within a 
day, week or month When this allotment 
is exceeded the airport operator, in 
O'Harc's case - the City of Chicago, will 
be fined, he said 


Under state Inw, the Illinois pollution 


board, if it decides to adopt the in- 
stitute's plan lifter ti series of public 
hearings would be empowered lo require 
enforcement, aUhough a federal court 
challenge of this power could be ex- 
pected, he suid 


The real intent of the institute's plan, 


which has already drawn criticism from 
Chicago aviation department officials, 
would be to force them to the negotiation

Methods which could be used, he said, 


include steeper take-offs and landings, 
different landing patterns, and curtailing 
flights at night. 


The Mikva amendments, which may 


face a House vote this week, would 
create a special commission to study 
curtailment of night flights, a move 
urged for several years by several subur- 
ban municipalities, according to a Mikva 
aide. 


At present, O'Hare has 1,646 flights 


daily. Of these 677 are night flights, be- 
tween 10 p m and 7 a m. Of the night 
flights 491 are cargo flights, Mikva's aide 
said 


CURRENT O'HARE plans include con- 


struction of a new aircraft cargo building 
and a parallel northwest runway for car- 
go traffic, according to Des Plaines Aid 
Alan Abrams (8th), who helped write the 
proposed city noise ordinance.

many as the day flights, or about one 
flight every 40 seconds

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Teachers Initiate Action 
Silence Broken 
On Salary Talks 


Teachers' salary and benefit proposals 


for the 1972-73 school year have been re- 
leased by both the High School Dist. 211 
School Board and the teachers, three 
weeks after their first negotiations meet- 
ing. 


This is the first time the negotiating 


teams have publicized the salary-benefit 
proposals in the district's three-year bar- 
gaining history. In the past, information 
on negotiations has been released only at 
the time of settlement. 


The board has proposed holding the 


salary increases at five per cent because 
of "deficit financing." However, the 
teachers want higher and broader salary 
increases along with more voice in dis- 
trict affairs. 


During the coming months the two 


teams will negotiate to bring their pro- 
posals closer together until they reach a 
settlement, If they reach an impasse, 
outside help, such as a mediator or a 
fact finder, will be called in to recom- 
mend solutions. 


IN THEIR FIRST three bargaining 


sessions the two teams have debated 
whether to break their "closed" tradition 
and issue news releases during the nego- 
tiations process. This week the teachers, 
who favor open sessions, presented their 
preliminary negotiations package to the 
Herald. The board's team followed suit 
after they learned of the teachers' ac- 
tion. 


The teachers want to open the sessions 


because they "want the public to know 
we aren't just interested in money," ac- 
cording to Jerry Petersen, head of the 
Dist. 211 Education Association. "Most of 
our demands are designed to improve 
education." 


Board Pres. Robert Creek argues that 


the board's team has agreed to open the 
sessions after April 15. 


Plan Task 
Force On 
The Aged

Nearly 80 churches, civic and social 


agencies have been invited to send repre- 
sentatives to a March 14 meeting to dis- 
cuss the formation of a broadly based 
task force on problems of the elderly. 


Included are village managers from 


Palatine. Buffalo Grove, and Rolling 
Meadows; school board presidents from 
Dist. 25. 23. 21, 59 and 214; supervisors 
from Wheeling. Palatine and Elk Grove 
townships: the executive vice president 
of Northwest Community Hospital and 
the director of the Lutheran Home for 
the Aged. 


The organizational meeting will be led 


by Arlington Heights Trustee Dwight 
Walton who is chairman of the Village 
Board's public relations committee. 


In a cover letter to prospective task 


force members, Walton explained the 
March 14 meeting would explore how the 
task force should be organized and what 
role it might play in dealing with prob- 
lems of the elderly. 


ALSO ASKED TO attend the meeting 


were the president of the board of 
trustees of Harper College; senior citizen 
clubs in Arlington Heights. Palatine and 
Northbrook: Countryside XMCA; the Ar- 
lington Heights Board of Health, Cham- 
ber of Commerce. Park District and Li- 
brary and the Northwest Opportunity 
Center. 


Nineteen Arlington Heights churches 


have also been invited. 


In his letter. Walton noted the Arling- 


ton Heights Village Board of Trustees 
"and many others feel a more directed 
effort can. and should be expended in or- 
der to make life more viable for this el- 
derly segment of our population. 


Arlington Heights now offers senior 


citizens, BS years of age or older, re- 
duced rates on the purchase of village 
vehicle stickers and reduced garbage 
collection rates. 


The Arlington Heights Park District 


also offers what it calls a "Gold Key" to 
elderly residents which allows them to 
use alt park facilities and programs in 
the district without charge. 


"This would have given us 60 days to 


negotiate in good faith. And it gives the 
teachers plenty of time to talk about the 
issues before the school year ends." 


Whether the two teams will publicize 


the negotiation proceedings again before 
April 15 will be discussed at a closed 
meeting Monday night. Creek termed the 
teachers' release of their negotiations 
proposal "totally unethical." 


THE 
OPEN 
SESSION 
issue 
was 


brought up as a "ground rules" proposal. 
The negotiators will discuss neither sala- 
ries nor benefits until the ground rules 
are set. 


The teachers' salary-benefit proposal is 


the product of questionnaires, opinion 
polls and meetings of the teachers. The 
survey process was conducted by the 
Education Association, which represents 
80 per cent of the district's teachers. 


The teachers' package includes more 


than 30 separate proposals. These pro- 
posals call for a greater voice in policy 
decisions, better salary and insurance 
benefits, more leeway for association ac- 
tivities, broader negotiations and im- 
proved teaching conditions. 


The board's package, on the other 


hand, deals primarily with salary issues. 
The teachers have charged that the 
board has refused to negotiate "working 
conditions" in the past. However, accord- 
ing to Creek the board has tried to limit 
the negotiations to working condition 
items that involve money. Other working 
condition items are reserved for com- 
mittee study and subsequent board ac- 
tion. 


IN ORDER TO meet a tight budget, 


the board has proposed keeping the pre- 
sent salary 
schedule. The teachers' 


added year of experience would move 
them up one step or up five per cent. In 
addition, .the board proposes holding 20 
per cent of the teachers at their present 
level so the top 10 per cent of the teach- 
ers can get an extra merit raise. For the 
sake of stability, the board also proposes 
the new salary contract be effective for 
three years, with an option to negotiate 
the schedule's base salary. 


The board has also called for paid 


workshops but no reimbursement for tui- 
tion expenses. The board team contends 
the teachers should not be given flat 
credit for all teaching experience and 
that extra experience should be in a 
teacher's specific subject area. 


The teachers, on the other hand, want 


higher salaries with a cost of living in- 
crement, credit for related non-teaching 
experience and fewer steps before a 
maximum salary is reached. They also 
want to be paid for personal leave, extra 
duty assignments and workshops. A sala- 
ry boost has been proposed for summer 
employes and special positions. And the 
teachers have asked for district paid 
medical and dental insurance coverage. 


APART FROM the salary issues, the 


teachers have asked the board and the 
administration to develop a clearer defi- 
nition of their duties, their work day and 
evaluation procedures. In order to im- 
prove education, they feel it is important 
to reduce the number of students in each 
classroom and to release teachers for 
training workshops. 


The teachers also feel that as an in- 


tegral part of the school operation they 
should have more of a voice in policy 
decisions — on curriculum revisions, in- 
struction restraints, 
building changes 


and other areas of mutual concern. 


At the bargaining table the teachers 


want to be able to negotiate more items, 
and if no agreement is reached they 
want to be able to call in an arbitrator 
who may issue a binding settlement. 


Although Arlington Heights is one of 


few Northwest suburbs now making spe- 
cial efforts to meet the needs of its elder- 
ly, the village board has gone on record 
in support of extending special village, 
and when feasible, private services to its 
senior citizens. 


According to the 1970 U.S. Census, 


3.236 people over the age of 65 live in 
Arlington Heights. 


THE IDEA OF a task force on prob- 


lems of the elderly was proposed in a 
r e s o l u t i o n presented by Arlington 
Heights Trustee James T. Ryan at a 
Nov. 15 meeting of the Village Board. 


At that time, the village board referred 


the matter to its public relations com- 
mittee. 


"I don't think for a moment that such 


a task force is going to solve or even 
isolate all of the local problems con- 
fronting the elderly. I do think that it 
could be a step forward and most Im- 
portantly, a local step," Ryan said. 


Cite Fire Dist. 
Aid Responses 


The Hoffman Estates Fire Protection 


District has been cited for "excellent re- 
sponse" in a mutual aid fire call by Elk 
Grove Village, which pledged its assis- 
tance in any situation where help is 
needed in return. 


Hoffman Estates Mayor Frederick 


Downey, Fire Chief Carl Selke and Civil 
Defense Director Richard Monaghen 
Grove officials thanking the fire district 
each received copies of letters from Elk 
Grove officials thanking the fire district 
for its response. 


A fire Jan. 16 at the Terrace Apart- 


ments in Elk Grove Village "had all the 
potential of destroying a three-story, 56 
unit apartment building. High winds and 
extreme cold weather could have further 
involved other buildings in the complex," 
according to the letter signed by Fire 
Chief Allen Hulett, Village Manager 
Charles Willis and Village President 
Charles Zettek. 


"However, due to an excellent re- 


sponse in immediate action from the 
Hoffman Estates Fire Protection District 
along with 13 of our good neighbors 
through the mutual aid box alarm sys- 
tem, the fire was brought under control 
with damage limited to less than one- 
third of the building," said the letter. 


"We of course hope you never need our 


service in return," commented the Elk 
Grove officials. "However, let us assure 
you that we stand ready to assist you at 
any time and in any way we can to the 
best of our ability," they pledged.

kisser with a grapefruit in "Public Ene- 
my." 


They heard Clark Gable's sensationally 


shocking (for that time) put clown of Vi- 
vian Leigh, about whom he, frankly, 
didn't give a damn in "Gone With the 
Wind." 


While the movies provided the escape, 


a promotional gimmick run by theaters 
across £he country was giving the pa- 
trons a chance to get something for al- 
most nothing, an irresistible idea at a 
time when nothing was what plenty of 
people had. 


Two bits bought not only an evening 


with Jim and Mae and Clark and Vivian, 
it bought a chance to win prizes ranging 
from a free hairdo to a new automobile 
to an eight place setting of not-so'fine 
china straight from the Sears, Roebuck 
catalogue. 


OLD PROMOTIONAL schemes like 


that don't really die. They just fade

away into abscessed corners of a public 
relations man's brain, along with master 
plots to put an Edsel in Everyman's 
driveway and bring back hula hoops. 


And, what do you know, the movie 


house giveaway gimmick is experiencing 
a second coming in Rolling Meadows, al- 
beit in a considerably transfigured form. 


Picture this: dozens of the city's ladies 


in waiting (waiting to pick the kids up at 
noon; waiting for a beauty shop appoint- 
ment later in the day; are sitting in the 
Meadows Theater at 9:30 a.m. 


They are there to see a free movie and 


because they are there will have a 
chance to win prizes being given away 
across the street at the Rolling Meadows 
Shopping Center. 


A man welcomes the ladies on behalf 


of the Rolling Meadows Shopping Center 
Association which, he points out, is spon- 
soring the free presentation of "The 
Loves of Isadora," and, oh yes, which 


would like them to come on over and 
shop a while after the film. 


The ladies all have received lucky 


numbers along with a list of bargains, 
special movie day bargains, that the cen- 
ter merchants have provided. They can 
see if their lucky numbers will win them 
a cake or a $10 gift certificate or some- 
thing like that merely by looking in the 
store windows, where winning numbers 
have been pasted. 


So much for the scenario. It's being 


repeated every month by the' shopping 
center. Promotional gimmickry is here 
to stay, so the idea is to out-gimmick the 
other guy. 


THE MOVIE idea came to Rolling 


Meadows from the same source that 
dreamed up last February's Hawaiian 
Luau, the summertime West Fest, a 
glamor clinic that attracted four women, 
and a kid-kicking Santa Glaus. That 
source is Marty Nash and Aides Inc., 


Miami, Fla,-, and not all his ideas have 
been "socko." 


Nash's services are covered by a 


promotional budget that runs to $35,000 
annually. He makes monthly visits to the 
shopping center to confer with Gwen 
Murray, resident promo lady who puts 
Nash's ideas into action. 


The reason for all this razzle-dazzle, 


Mrs, Murray says, is "that you can't sell 
a shopping center on the stores alone." 
Nash was hired 18 months ago to put 
some "hop'' in the shopping center, 
faced with an intruder to the south. 


"The main object in bringing in promor 


tional people was to fight Woodfield," 
Mrs. Murray said, adding she doesn't 
feel now that Woodfield is as threatening 
as it was originally feared. 


For every rotten Santa Claus or dis- 


astrous glamor clinic there are success- 
ful West Fests and Luaus. The movie, 
after a stuttering start, seems to be 
headed for success. 


In February, the show attracted nearly 


200 women, the most in three tries. Mrs. 
Murray said she figures if 250 to 300 
show up it's worth the $400 it costs for 
theater, film and advertising. 


The problem with a giveaway, accord- 


ing to Mrs. Murray, is tftat it's success is 
directly related to what you're giving 
away and to what you're including in 
your "giveaway" sale. 


MRS. MURRAY closed her catering 


shop in the center a year and a half ago 
to take the promotion job and has 
learned since then that you can't lure 


customers by discounting just junk, or 
m e r c h a n d i s e that doesn't normally 
move. 


"It's up to the merchants to offer 


something attractive enough to get them 
over here. There's a lot more that could 
be done. It seems that the same stores 
are always participating in our promo- 
tions," she said. 


All the merchants in the center are 


''taxed'' to provide the promotional 
budget, but Mrs. Murray says $35,000 
isn't enough to properly promote the cen- 
ter. 


What would she do if she had twice 


that amount? 


"I'd go out and get Zippy the Mon- 


key," she said. 


Now that would be socko.

You're Of ten 'Boss*

The typical Inverness breadwinner 


gets up just as early in the morning as 
the rest of us. He showers and shaves 
and gulps down some coffee and maybe 
a roll. He glances at the morning paper 
then kisses the wife good-bye and pats 
the kids on the head on his way out the

door. He drives to work or takes a train, 
just like the rest of us. 


So what tnakes him so special? 
Well, if the man is driving to work, you 


can be sure it's a late-model car. It may 
be a big ear; it may be the small sporty 
type. Either way, it's probably not an 
economy or second-hand car. And chan- 
ces are good that when he gets to the 
office, he'll leave the car in a parking 
space designated just for him. 


If he takes the train, it's probably be- 


cause he'd rather relax than fight the 
traffic or bad driving conditions; it's not 
because his wife needs the car for shop- 
ping and the kids' ballet lessons, because 
she probably has her own car for that. 
While on the train, he'll read the morn- 
ing paper or a business publication of 
some sort — perhaps The Wail Street 
Journal. 


Once in the office, the typical In- 


verness man is boss. Maybe not "the" 
boss, although there's a good chance of 
it. Either way, there are more people 
working under him than over htm. 


INVERNESS residents, clearly, are not 


your working class people or even your 
junior executive types. They're at the top 
of the heap, for the most part, or very 
close to it. 


Just glance at the roster; The presi- 


dent of Abbott Laboratories lives in In- 
verness. as do the presidents of Fern- 
strom Trucking, Masonite, Motorola Inc., 
Ski! Corp., Dak Electronics, Dominick's 
Finer Foods and Hammoml Organ, plus 
& handful of bank presidents, doctors and 
lawyers, and even a couple of judges. 


That's a stiff lineup for communities 


many times the size of Inverness to 
match. And these people aren't the ex- 


ception — there are many more ranking 
equally high in their fields. 


But, for better or for worse, Inverness 


residents do not live up to the myths 
built up about them by residents of other 
suburbs. 


According to these accounts, Inverness 


residents are all rich snobs, with full- 
time maid service, Olympic-sized swim- 
ming pools and half a dozen cars. 


Inverness attracts more than its share 


of executives and professional men be- 
cause, clearly, those positions produce 
the type of income required to live in the 
village. The median home value is close 
to $72,000, and many are more than 
$100,000. 


As to the average income, it's any- 


body's guess, and no one interviewed 
would even venture an estimate. No offi- 
cial figures are available. 


What money there is is earned, for the. 


most part. "There's not much in the way 
of inheritance or family business or that 
type of thing," one resident observed. 
"The people in Inverness are basically 
self-made men." 


They've made enough that their wives 


and kids work only if they want to. Some 
of the women do volunteer work and a 
few hold paying jobs. The children al-

most always go on to college — usually 
to a private or out-of-state school — at 
their parents' expense. 


INVERNESS is considered a social 


community where most people know or 
have heard of most other people. Socia- 
lizing is generally among themselves. 


One 'woman explained; "It's not in- 


tended to be snobby — we just don't 
come into contact with people from other 
suburbs." 
Another 
shrugged, 
"Sure, 


there are some snobby people out here, 
but there are snobby people every- 
where." 


A few residents, in fact, complained of 


a "reverse snpbbism" on the part of non- 
residents of Inverness, and said In- 
verness children are regularly called "ri- 
chy" by their Palatine classmates. 


"That's the one thing I don't like about 


living here," said one high school soph-

AS FAR as the "and everything" is 


concerned: 


—Maid service is not uncommon in In- 


verness, but is not as widespread as 
might be expected. Many families main- 
tain full-time maids, but most others 
have help just once every week or two, 
and some housewives don't have any out- 
side help at all. One woman who lives on 
Banbury Road referred to her neighbor- 
hood as "the poor side of town" because 
so few families there have maids. 


—Swimming pools are 
neither as 


plentiful nor as big as the myth-makers 


mm? 


would have them. Many Inverness homes 
are equipped with pools, often enclosed, 
but other families use their neighbors' 
pools, join the Inverness Golf Club or 
simply do without. 


—Automobiles abound, but usually at 


the ratio of two cars per family. Most 
teen-agers over 16 have access to the 
family car, but few have their own. 


Nonresidents who find these observa- 


tions disappointing can take heart in 
knowing that most Inverness homes have 
at least one color television set, most 
women have at least one mink coat and 
most teen-agers have allowances of at 
least $10 a week (up to $25 for those who 
buy their own clothes). 


The village itself offers residents ac- 


tive women's garden and book review 
clubs, horse stables, and, for club mem- 
bers, golf 
and swimming facilities. 


Among themselves, residents set up 
regular bridge foursomes and other ac- 
tivities. 


There are no organized activities for 


teen-agers, but there are tennis courts 
and an ice skating rink for the young- 
sters, in addition to a summer day camp 
and a small library collection. 


EXCEPT for some of the children, few 


residents were born and raised in In- 
verness. There are virtually no young 
couples living in the village, assumedly 
because at that stage of their lives, they 
can't afford Inverness. Some couples, 
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For some, a week isn't complete without bridge and a cocktail at 'the dub.1

however, purchase lots with the ex- 
pectation of later building a home there. 


Most residents are from other Chicago 


suburbs and many from out of state, usu- 
ally the New England area, where one- 
acre lots are common and not readily 
forgotten. 


It's easy to see why residents settled to 


Inverness — its spaciousness and beauty, 
coupled with a quiet, countrylike atmos- 
phere, are difficult to top. 


Compatibility with neighbors, too, is a 


favor cited by many residents; Inverness 
residents are in the same approximate 
economic and social class and have 
somewhat similar values and interests. 


They're a well-educated, well-traveled 


lot, with, for the most part, conservative 
political leanings typical of well-to-do 
people. 


Those who move from the village gen- 


erally do so reluctantly. Most often, it 
results from job transfers, though occa- 
sionally a retired couple will move else- 
where in the Inverness area after their 
children are grown. 


But a commonly accepted attitude 


among Inverness residents, as expressed 
by one housewife with two kids and three 
dogs, is: "People live here because they 
can afford it. And if you can afford it, 
you live here because it's a better place 
to raise kids and dogs than anyplace 
else."

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Nuclear Plants Design Revision Asked 


F 
Cutback In Energy Output? 
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by LEA TONKIN 


The spokesman for a Chicago-based 


businessmen's organization has called 
for a revision in the design criteria used 
in the nation's nuclear energy stations. 


If his request is taken seriously, it 


could mean a major reduction in the out- 
put of Illinois nuclear energy plants oper* 
ated by Commonwealth Edison Co, 


David Comey, a physicist and director 


of environmental research for the Busi- 
nessmen for the Public Interest, said 
present plants have serious safety de- 
fects. 


Stating that the safety programs for 


nuclear power stations are recognized as 
inefficient by the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission's own Advisory Committee on 
Safety Standards, Comey called for a 
public investigation of the issue by a 
group other than the Joint Committee on 
Atomic Energy. 


"We are asking for a revision of the 


criteria in the design of nuclear plants 
across the country/' said Comey. "-Last 
week I called for an investigation be- 
cause the public is simply not being 
made aware of the findings presented to 
the A£C. We feel the Congress should be 


s More Aid 


To Education 


Gov. Richard B. Ogilvie has urged 


Congress to consider state planning ef- 
forts in distributing additional federal as- 
sistance to state higher education sys- 
tems', 


Ogilvie led a delegation of governors to 


Capitol Hill last week to argue the case 
for increased aid before five congression- 
al leaders from House and Senate com- 
mittees on education. 


Accompanying Ogilvie were chief exec- 


utives of two other large states, Nelson 
Rockefeller of New York, and Preston 
Smith of Texas. 


The governors presented a report on 


behalf of a special National Governors 
Conference committee on higher educa- 
tion* which Ogilvie heads. 


Ogilvie said "Every college adminis- 


trator, naturally enough wants a com- 
plete, self-contained university with ev- 
ery possible program. But the simple 
fact is we can't afford it any more. 


"It's important that you look at the 


higher education system as a totality. 
You should give some appraisal of what 
the state is doing as a whole, and we 
should move in the same direction. Don't 
create the monster you did with wel- 
fare/' 


aware of this and we are talking to a 
couple of Senators now on the possibility 
of conducting hearings." 


COMEY APPEARED at a press con- 


ference in Washington on behalf of the 
National Intervenors, a coalition of pub- 
lic-interest groups. The controversy re- 
volves around the possibility of a melt- 
down of nuclear material in a reactor 
core. 


"The way this would affect Com- 


monwealth Edison is that if the evidence 
we think will come out of the hearings is 
taken seriously, the nuclear energy 
plants across the country would have to 
be run at half power. Commonwealth 
Edison already has three nuclear plants 
on line and has others planned." 


Commonwealth Edison in its annual re- 


port issued last week said the two new 
Quad Cities nuclear-power stations near 
Cordova, ML, should be in service by this 
summer to maintain an advisable power 
reserve. Serious power outages could re- 
sult in partial curbs of electrical service 
or voltage reduction ("brownout"), a 
company spokesman said. An additional 
nuclear generating station at Zion is 
slated to go into service later in the year. 


Comey, commenting on the warnings 


of power shortages by the utility, said 
the reports are "largely fiction" since 
the Dresden 
station and other new 


sources of power have been added to the 


Commonwealth Edison service. 


OTHER ACTIVITIES of this group of 


businessmen is the BPI suit to force the 
AEC to divest itself of its "promotional 
role" in the development of nuclear ener- 
gy, because the commission also *"*« as 
the governmental regulating agtnc> in 
this field. BPI is awaiting a reply from 
the AEC on this charge. 


BPI also is questioning the safety stan- 


dards set for the development and con- 
struction of breeder reactor stations in- 
cluding a new station proposed for the 
Tennessee Valley Authority. "We have 
asked for an environmental statement to 
be prepared on this station and for re- 
ports on all safety documents relating to 
the project," said Comey. 


The BPI membership extends its con- 


cern to urban problems such as the study 
of scattered public housing sites in the 
Chicago area, the cleanup effort for Lake 
Michigan and other environmental is- 
sues. Donations from Chicago area busi- 
•n e s s m e n support these campaigns.

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Dear Dr. Lamb — In a recent issue of 


a medical magazine, which was read to 
a group of Stud&nt nurses, was an article 
describing two children who were af- 
flicted with a disease that caused them 
to age prematurely. They had all of the 
symptoms of old age including break- 
down of skin and body processes, deep- 
ening of the voice and matured sexual 
organs. tMortunately. none of us can re- 
member the name of it. We would appre- 
ciate any help you might give. 


Dear Reader — I have no way of know- 


ing what medical journal you may have 
read but you are probably referring to 
the disease progeria. This is a very rare 
disease that turns infants into old people. 
Aging starts in infancy and suddenly you 
have a little old man. Usually these 
patients die in their early teens. Their 
skin will become wrinkled and sagging, 
they will be bald or their hair will be 
gray. Many of them die of heart disease. 


There are only about 50 cases of this 


problem recorded in the medical liter- 
ature and they are of particular interest 
because they may serve as a model for 
aging. That is. they may give us come 
new clues as to what goes wrong in the 
body's chemistry or the chemistry re- 
lated to heredity that causes aging. After 
all, with the more advanced knowledge 
that 
has 
developed 
concerning 
the 


chromosomes and inheritance, it is pos- 
sible that chemical corrections can be 
made. 


The only other problem that you 


might have read about which is in any 
way similar is Werner's syndrome. This 
disease usually appears for the first time 
in late adolescence and then there is ra- 
pid aging with most of these individuals 
dying at about 40, already with the 
changes we attribute to age. 


THESE TWO rare abnormalities sug- 


gest that there may be a lot more to the 
aging process than we have always 
thought. Aging may not be inevitable. If 
a lot of the characteristics of the cells, 
organs and body that we attribute to age 
are truly chemical changes which can be 
altered then one might suppose that a 
state of perpetual youth or early matur- * 
ity could be realized. 


A lot of the things we now call aging 


may simply be disease. We have come to 
accept in our society that it is all right 
for older persons to be sick, "it is just 
part of being old," while in fact it may 
be just as much an illness as leukemia in 
young people or rheumatic fever. 


The body cells are very complex and 


function by chemical process that appear 
to go awry resulting in the changes we 
call agmg, but which in point of fact may 
occur decades before true aging really 
should occur.

Aside from a few moments of hokey

,have taken over, and was thus a broad- 
cast with a pleasant aura of wistful 
charm. Square? Mostly. Old-fashioned? 
Generally. But very professional and 
knowing and, above all, likable. 


THE CHOICE of performers gave the 


likability factor a big boost. Ford himself 
was just pretty much a host, doing his 
numbers straight and simple, so the 
show was really the guests, and they de- 
livered under the guidance of producers 
Digby Wolfe and Bob Wynn. Wolfe was 
the writer and Wynn the director. 


Miss Grable not only is a longtime na- 


tional favorite, but at one time was vir- 
tually a show business institution, and to 
this day she seems to symbolize and 
epitomize an era — a simpler era — in 
American life. Her legs still look great, 
and she was most attractive. 


Haymes, the veteran romantic crooner 


was making his first American television 
appearance in more than a decade, and 
he was as fluid as ever with a medley of

well-known old tunes. His performance is 
sure to give a new boost to his career. 


Miss O'Hara is one of the great beau- 


ties of our time, and Tuesday night she 
seemed even more glittering than in past 
years, if that is possible. In addition, she 
reminded us again that she has a delight- 
ful singing voice. 


GORSHIN gets more remarkable all 


the time. He is certainly one of the great 
impressionists ever produced by show 
business, but, more than that, he has 
enough singing and dancing talent to 
widen his scope considerably when it 
comes to impersonating famous stars. 


He was excruciatingly funny imperso- 


nating John, Wayne as a World War II 
serviceman reciting "I can always find a 
little sunshine at the YMCA" before go- 
ing out to take another hill. 


As for Miss Grable, Miss O'Hara and 


Haymes — well, camp is fine on occa- 
sion, but you can't beat the original. And 
moviegoers will remember them long af- 
ter the satirists who sp'oof the 1940s are 
gone.

"That's because the talent has 
gravitated to Hollywood. 


"I love New York. I find it exciting 


and stimulating. But it's difficult for us 
to find people we want on the show back 
there." 


Carson on camera is smooth, sure and 


jaunty. Sitting in the Burbank sun sip- 
ping a cup of coffee outside his office on 
the network lot, he was — as always — a 
bit self-conscious, self-effacing and defe- 
rential. 


He went on; "Working here is better 


because of facilities. Rockefeller Center 
was built for radio. These studios are 
strictly for television with a prop shop, 
scenery, larger stages, everything.

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Many Seniors Complete Requirements Early—Most Stay On

;* There are 1.533 "super seniors" in 
'High School Dist. 214 who have com- 
pleted their high school credits but are 
staying on for a June graduation. 


Altogether there are 1.800 "super se- 


niors" in the district — making up al- 
most half of the senior population — but 
only 7 per cent have chosen an early 
graduation, 


A combination of extended school days 


and an expanded summer school pro- 
gram have allowed ambitious students to 
pile up the required 16 credits in only 3*2 
years. The modern trend toward a 12- 
month school year ultimately may cut 
back the high school program even 
more. 


-Early graduation is not a new devel- 


opment, but the large number of eligible 
students is. Dist. 21*1 has organized a spe- 
cial committee to study the situation and 


decide whether it should be encouraged 
or discouraged. 


"No one is saying the students 


shouldn't graduate early/1 said Donald 
Ring, district director of research. "But 
we want to know why some are staying 
and some are leaving." 


Ring and other committee members 


have developed a questionnaire that will 
be distributed to the "super seniors" and 
their parents. The district officials want 
to find out how the early graduates are 
taking advantage of their head start on 
college. And they want to know if there 
are any curriculum revisions they can 
make to hold these students for a full 
four years. 


Currently no special arrangements 


have been made for the early graduates. 
Forest View High School was the only 
one of the district's seven schools to hold 
a mid-year graduation ceremony. The 


other graduates either had to take their 
diplomas over the counter or come back 
for a June ceremony. 


A BREAKDOWN of each school shows 


that 32 out of 246 eligible seniors at Ar- 
lington High School graduated early; 41 
out of 253 at Prospect High School; 66 
out of 303 at Forest View High School; 62 
out of 421 at Wheeling High School; 35 
out of 237 at Elk Grove High School; and 
62 out of 340 at Hersey High School. Roll- 
ing Meadows High School does not have 
a senior class. 


What many of these students have 


done is add an extra course or half credit 
to their semester load. Normally, they 
would only need to take four classes plus 
physical education and study hall in each 
semester to graduate on time. But recent 
schedule changes — such as independent 
study and a eight period day — have 
allowed them to take on extra classes. In 
addition they can pick up from one to 


two credits in summer school. 


The schedule changes were made to 


give the students a chance to supplement 
traditional courses, according to Robert 
Haskell, Elk Grove High School princi- 
pal. The school officials say they wanted 
to give the students more freedom and 
more course variety — not an early out. 


Most of the '"super seniors" are taking 


advantage of their new freedom by 
broadening their studies. School officials 
speculate that many are staying on be- 
cause they don't want to leave their 
friends or they aren't able to get into 
college in February. 


The early graduates, on the other 


hand, apparently are leaving because 
they want to make money before their 
college term or in some cases simply 
want to break bonds with home. The ma- 
jority of the early graduates, report ad- 
ministrators, are "highly motivated with 
career plans." 


YET, SOME school officials worry that 


these students aren't ready to leave high 
school and haven't received the full bene- 
fits of a high school education. John 
Rowe, assistant principal at Arlington 
High School, said he would rather see 
"students stay five years in high school, 
taking junior college subjects, then three 
years in college." 


District officials feel obligated to study 


the present program to see if there is 


any way they can better meet the special 
needs of the early graduates'. According 
to Roderick McLennan, assistant super- 
intendent, this may mean allowing stu- 
dents to take college credits in high 
school. Or it may mean combining job 
experience with high school courses. 


"We want to offer these students what 


they need and make the program more 
relevant," said McLennan. "We are not 
playing games."

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Your State Tax Questions Answered 
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. 1 receive a railroad retirement pen- 


sion. Will this be subject to Illinois in- 
come tax? 


A. No. amounts received on railroad 


retirement benefits are not subject to Il- 
linois income tax. It is particularly im- 
portant to note that supplemental bene- 
fits which are subject to federal income 
tax are not subject to Illinois income tax. 


Q, What is the rule on the filing of joint 


returns for Illinois income tax purposes? 


A. Generally, if a husband and wife file 


a joint federal income tax return, they 
must file a joint Illinois return, or, if the 
federal tax liability of either is deter- 
mined on a separate return, separate Illi- 
nois returns are required. If neither 
spouse is required to file a federal return 
and either or both must file an Illinois 
return, they may elect to file separately 
or jointly. If one spouse is a resident and 
the other a nonresident, they may file 
separate returns, or they may file jointly 
as if both were residents.

have several employes. How do I regis- 
ter with the State of Illinois for withhold- 
ing tax purposes? 


A. As an employer you need a Federal 


Employer's Identification Number. If 
you haven't applied for it, file Form S S 
4 with the Internal Revenue Service Cen- 
ter at Kansas City, Mo. After you are 
assigned the Employer's Identification 
Number or if you already have one you 


file Form IL-701 for the.Illinois Employ- 
er's Identification Number. Form IL-701 
is available at any of the Department of 
Revenue tax offices. 


Q. If a student earns income but is sup- 


ported by his parents, is he considered a 
taxpayer or a dependent? 


A. He is considered both. If a student 


earns more than $1,000 or more he is re- 
quired to file an Illinois tax return. If he 


owes no tax but had tax withheld by the 
employer he should file a return in order 
to claim the amount withheld as a re- 
fund. A student can also be a dependent 
of his parents if they provided over half 
of his support for the year and he was a 
full time student for at least five calen- 
dar months of the year. The amount of 
income earned is not the determining 
factor.

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The first issue of the 1972 Canada 


Stamp Program is a special 8 cent 
stamp commemorating the World Figure 
Skating Championships which are being 
held in Canada this year from March 6 to 


Twenty-five million of the stamps went 


on sale yesterday, five days before the 
week-long championships open in Calga- 
ry, Alberta. 


the first international skating com- 


petition was held in 1890 in St. Peters- 
burg. Bussia and won by Louis Rubens- 
tein. a Canadian. 


In 1903 the first Canadian National 


Championships were held and in 1924 
Canada was represented for the first 
time in the World and Olympic cham- 
pionships. 


Calgary is the third Canadian city to 


hosE the skating championships. In 1932, 
they were held in Montreal, Quebec and 
in 19GO in Vancouver, British Columbia. 


The purple skating stamp was de- 


signed by the Design Workshop of To- 
ronto, Ontario and will be printed in one 
color lithography by the Canadian Bank 
Note Company of Ottawa. 


ON MARCH 17, the Canada Post Office 


will issue two new. high value definitives 
in denominations of $1 and $2. The theme 
of their designs is the urbanization of 
Canada, illustrated by modern and his- 
toric skylines. 


Because of the delayed launch of 


Apollo 16. the deadline date for submis- 
sion of commemorative Apollo covers 
has been extended to March 25,1972. The 
launch is now scheduled for April ts, 
1072. 


The U.S. Navy's Manned Spacecraft

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A recent study of free world silver con- 


sumption by Handy and Harman of New 
York City shows that in 1971 the United 
States increased its coinage production 
by 1,8 million ounces over the previous 
year but reduced its industrial uses of 
the precious metal by 5 million ounces 
during the same period. 


Of eight major silver users other than 


the government, five used less silver in 
1971 than in 1070. and three actually used 
more, one of these three being listed as 
"Commemorative and Collector Art," or 
producers and private mints issuing me- 
dallions, plaques and commemorative 
coin^medals of silver content for public 
consumption. 


While coin and art medals are still

STERLING SILVER 


Sterling silver contains only .025 more 


silver than coin silver, which makes it 
highly desirable for such things as jew- 
elry, table service and commemorative 
pieces but prohibitive as currency. 


It is usually 925 parts silver and 75 


parts copper. In accordance with stan- 
dards set for the British pound sterling, 
coinage in that classification is held at 
500 parts silver joined with 500 parts of a 
base alloy. This formula should not be 
confused with that of Sterling silver fab- 
ricated into commemorative coin-medals 
or ingots. 


Sterling silver products should be

inferior in quality to 3) .990 fine or pure 
silver. 


COIN SILVER 


Coin silver is DOO parts silver alloyed 


with loo parts copper. When silver was 
abandoned by most world currencies as 
the major value ingredient in circulating 
mediums. i£ made coins of that com- 
position available for induction into pri- 
vate use. 


Collectors' objects of coin silver are 


rarely identified as being of a particular 
alloy. More often than not no reference is 
made to the composition but merely 
tagged as "silver . .."

EVALUATION 


To determine the intrinsic value of any

1) Reduce the grain weight to ounces 


and multiply by the purity to ascertain 
the amount of pure silver content. Multi- 
ply this figure by the price per ounce as 
reflected in the daily market. 
t Example: A 4800 grain .999 silver ingot 
would weigh 10 ounces at 480 grains per 
troy ounce. Multiplied by .999 would re- 
sult in 9.D9 ounces of pure silver. This 
figure multiplied by the value will show 
the true amount of intrinsic value in sil- 
ver.

Let's Build 


Center Soon 


Among the most welcome news 


to come from officials of the State 
of Illinois in some time was the an- 
nouncement last week that a site 
for a much-needed driver testing 
facility had been selected in the 
Northwest suburbs. 


After more than two years of de- 


lay — including some justifiable 
pauses for site selection — the 
state announced it plans to build a 
driver testing station on Quentin 
Road between Northwest Highway 
and Dundee Road, north of Pala- 
tine. 


Announcement of the site and the 


decision to erect the station here 
came from Illinois Secretary of 
State John W. Lewis. Prime mover 
in the state action and deserving 
commendation for his efforts is 
State Representative Gene Schhck- 
man of Arlington Heights. 


Schlickman encouraged the of- 


fice of Secretary of State to pursue 
the idea of a local driver testing 
facility in the Northwest suburbs 
for the same reason the Herald has 
repeatedy asked that a station be 
built: the numbers of residents, 
cars and drivers now in the North- 
west suburbs clearly show a need 
for a local station. 


Assuming this new driver station 


is speedily built and equipped and 
that no further delays are in- 
curred, it will soon be possible for 
residents of the Northwest suburbs 


to obtain proper driving creden- 
tials near their homes. 


Instead of journeying to such dis- 


tant driver testing stations as El- 
gin. Libertyville and Chicago, sub- 
urban residents hopefully will be 
able to meet their state driver 
qualifications near at hand. 


It is an excellent benefit to the 


residents of the Northwest sub- 
urbs, and a welcome acknowledg- 
ment of suburban residents' need 
for state services near the places 
where they live and work. 


As welcome as this news is, how- 


ever, it is important to point out 
that funds have not yet been allo- 
cated for the $359,000 facility and 
will not be until the Illinois legisla- 
ture authorizes the expenditure. 


Rep. Schlickman says he fore- 


sees no difficulty in seeing appro- 
priate legislation passed financing 
the station. Governor Ogilvie re- 
portedly has been apprised of this 
new facility and will sign the nec- 
essary legislation into law. 


We can only hope now that the 


Illinois General Assembly and the 
governor will indeed act swiftly on 
this matter. 


The driver testing station is 


needed and deserving conclusive 
action by state officials, just as the 
drivers of the Northwest suburbs 
deserve a testing facility near 
home. 


Folk Wisdom Returns 


W h a t American middle-class 


women need to help cut their ma- 
ternal anxieties is more folk wis- 
dom and less to do with specialists, 
according to a Harvard University 
researcher. 


When pediatricians, for example, 


are consulted about problems not 
strictly medical, they can only 
make educated guesses — actually 
passing along their own folk wis- 
dom, says Mrs. Beatrice B. Whit- 
ing, a lecturer on education at Har- 
vard's Graduate School of Educa- 
tion. 


"Since we are in essence depend- 


ing on folk wisdom in many situ- 
ations, why not transmit it in an 
efficient way? Perhaps the one uni- 
versal bit of folk wisdom which we 
have forgotten in our period of ra- 
pid change is the importance of 
teaching individuals when they are 
preadolescent how to care for 
babies and toddlers," she says. 


Mrs. Whiting, who has worked 


with Kenyan students at the Child 
Development Research Unit in 
Nairobi, notes that those young- 
sters have grown up m large fami- 
lies and in homesteads where they 
served their turns as child nurses. 
"Their 
experience," she 
says, 


"seems to protect them from the 
guilt and anxiety which prevails 
a m o n g middle-class American 
mothers." 


Middle-class American mothers 


are doubly handicapped because 
most of them are far away from 
their own parents and they prob- 
ably did not have any early experi- 
ence in caring for young children. 


Mrs. Whiting says that the in- 


creased use of young people as 
helpers in day-care centers is an 
encouraging sign, for these young- 
sters will gain experience with 
children. Women's lib is another 
hopeful trend because young worri- 
er will get advice and reasurance 
from each other. 


Flying Smudgepot 


Yet another use has been found 


for that workhorse of the sky, the 
helicopter — as a "flying smudge- 
pot," no less. 


Using helicopters to blow warm 


air down on trees to protect them 
from frost would save money for 
growers and at the same time re- 
duce air pollution from orchard 
heaters, says Marvin Miller, an 
Agriculture Extension citrus ex- 


pert at the University of California 
in Riverside. 


"For $100 an hour, a helicopter 


can economically protect about 100 
acres," he says, 


That may not sound very cheap, 


but without a helicopter, Miller 
points out, a grower has to invest 
perhaps $60,000 in wind machines 
and pay about $150 in operating 
costs for the same period on the 
same number of acres.

disabilities, when, in truth a basic rede- 
sign of the system is called for, as Ab-

But worst of all are the inefficient 


methods some rail lines use in keeping 
track of cars on their runs and in getting 
shipments to destinations. Here again, 
inefficient lines slow the whole system 


But the railroads say they have an 


equally great problem in their pricing — 
what they'ie allowed to charge shippers. 
The problem heie is delay. Important 
price changes, they claim, can take as 


long as seven months to get through the 
mill at the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission 


Though many pi ice changes are grant- 


ed quickly, there are sufficient delays on 
the major shifts that railway economists 
estimate profits could be doubled if they 
were allowed to make temporary (inter- 
im) price adjustments immediately when 
recognized cost increases (such as wage 
boosts) raise their expenditures. These 
costs are almost always allowed, the 
railways say, but the bureaucratic de- 
lays in approving the higher rates (while 
expenses go up and income stays level), 
they claim, costs America's lail lines 
$250 million a year. 


What the railroads would really like is 


for the government to make a study and 
determine in what goods and in what 
areas the rails no longer have a monopo- 
ly, because of trucks 01 barge lines 
Then for these highly competitive goods, 
the rails would be allowed to move 
prices up or down without waiting Mils 
they do not expect to get

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Business

NEW YORK (UPJ) - When computers 


came along, there was much talk — 
some Jocular, some serious — about how 
they eventually would take over the job 
of making management decisions. 


It hasn't quite come to that, but some 


companies are making production and 
marketing decisions based on computer 
output. 


Monsanto was one of the pioneers in 


the field. 


And five years ago American Cyana- 


mid's Organic Chemicals Division at 
Bound Brook. N.J., set up a program 
called Computer Assisted Project Eval- 
uation (CAPE). 


"It's been most helpful in determining 


whether to put a new product on the 
market." said Dr. J. H. Fade, director of 
research and development for the divi- 
sion. "Yes, there has been some resent- 
ment. People don't want a machine tell- 
ing them what to do or threatening their 
jobs. But that attitude is waning, I think. 
After all, the computer is just another 
tool for which humans supply the input 
and don't have to slavishly follow the 
output." 


DR. WILLIAM S. Castor, director of 


product development at Cyanamid's 
Stamford, Conn., research laboratories, 
describes the CAPE program this way: 


The boys with the slide rules, the 


mathematicians, bring together all avail- 
able information from research, produc- 
tion and marketing personnel on the 
feasibility of developing and marketing a 


product. Probabilities — a key word in 
the program — are assigned to each 
stage of the proposed product's devel- 
opment and early marketing. 


If the research manager looks at prod- 


uct specifications and decides his staff 
has only a 50-50 chance of bringing it in 
successfully, he would assign a probabil- 
ity factor of 50 per cent to the project. 
Production and marketing managers 
make similar evaluations. 


Mathematical formulas then are used 


to forecast the probable chance of suc- 
cess the product would have and the 
probable return to the company. 


THE PROGRAM has had "good re- 


sults" at Cyanamid, says Dr, Fade. 
While pointing out that it is difficult to 
judge CAPE results since there is no 
base of comparison, he noted that 
frequently projects which the computer 
readout has turned down, but which hu- 
mans okay, eventually "have been 
dropped." CAPE'S decisions, he said, 
have been on target in products involving 
development of dyes, ultra violet absorb- 
ers to protect plastics against sun, high 
temperature elastomars for automotive 
use and catalysts for the refining in- 
dustry. 


"But this is only part of why we are 


enthusiastic about CAPE," said Dr. 
Fade, "Such projects might have been 
successful had only humans been in- 
volved in the final decisions. The big 
thing, as I see it, is that every facet of 
product thought is brought into line. 
They look at it from a new angle, from 
the total angle, not the narrow angles."

Eases Life 
For Operator 


A new 42-inch

graph Corp., Des Plaines. Its high-vol- 
ume performance is designed for appli- 
cation in the central reproduction depart- 
ments of large firms. 


A new Bruning 875, as it is known, fea- 


tures such as slide-out control cluster, 
lighted color-coded pushbutton controls, 
vacuum ports on the feedboard to hold 
copy paper and soft-feed roller and slow 
forward control. 


A patent has been applied for covering 


the new, soft-feed system incorporated 
into the 875, according to the company. A 
roller fabricated of foam material gently 
smooths the leading edge of the tracing 
so that it can be easily fed into the ma- 
chine. This is especially helpful when 
tracings are worn or tightly rolled. 


The soft-feed roller also provides a 


safety feature to protect both the oper- 
ator and the machine. Should fingertips 
or a foreign object raise this roller above 
a quarter of an inch, the machine feed 
automatically is set in reverse at a speed 
of about 10 feet per minute. 


Feeding of tracings also is aided by 


"slow forward" buttons located on each 
side of the feed. When tracing and copy 
paper are properly aligned and fed, a 
press of either button will immediately 
return the machine to its normal oper- 
ating speed setting. The machine can be 
operated at speeds up to 80 feet per min- 
ute. 


ONCE A TRACING has been fed into 


the machine, proper alignment will be 
maintained regardless of length of the 
tracing because of a tracking device de- 
signed for the 875. In tests, tracings as 
long as 30 feet have been run without 
slippage to either side. 


As another aid, guide stacking fingers 


on the front delivery tray will stack up to 
100 copies as large as 24 by 42 inches. 
The 875 features either front or rear de- 
livery.

holdup in 1929 was not covered by his 
insurance policy because of a technical- 
ity. The theft was by day and classified 
as a "holdup." His policy covered bur- 
glary only, specifying that the store must 
be closed when the theft occurred. The 
thieves literally drove a van up to the 
store and proceeded to load it — at mid- 
day. After six months of trying to keep 
the business going, Pedian was the vic- 
tim of double pneumonia, and was bed- 
ridden for 18 months. Sales dropped off, 
bills were unpaid, and then came the 
Depression. 


Although he was forced to close his two 


suburban stores, Pedian did everything 
possible to maintain his original store. 


HE DID keep it alive, and after World 


War II, Pedian and his three sons — 
Haig, Vahan and Ara — began empha- 
sizing wall-to-wall carpeting sales. The 
business flourished again, and in 1959 the 
Lincolnwood showroom — now the main 
store — was opened. 


Pedian himself, at age 88, still is on 


the job at the Lincolnwood store, while 
the sons keep the details of the operation 
going. 


The firm now employs more than 100 


and has become known nationally as a 
retail leader in the carpet industry — 
being the only Chicagoland carpet firm 
to win the National Carpet and Rug In- 
stitute award for retail excellence, win- 
ning it in both 1958 and 1968.

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Do-It-Yoiirself 
Time To Think About Spring Home Repairs 


No matter how beautiful spring is, you 


won't have to look very hard to find evi- 
dence of the ravages of winter. Spring 
repairs are not something you can finish 
up in a day or two. 


One job you can begin even before 


temperatures rise is getting the screens 
ready to put up. Clean them and paint 
and repair them now if they need it. 


When it does get to be time to take the 


storm windows down, check them over. 
Paint them if needed and put them away 
clean. Make certain they are numbered 
so you can put them back in the same 
windows. 


When weather permits, examine the 


trees on your property. Remove (or have 
removed) 
broken or cracked 
limbs. 


Cheek for sagging fence posts. Straight- 
ening the post and tamping the earth 
may be all that is needed, but look close- 
ly for rot at ground level. You may have 
to replace a post. 


Masonry suffers most from the alter- 


nate freezing and thawing temperatures. 
Small cracks last fall are large by now. 


Check the foundation of your house, driv- 
es, sidewalks, brick steps, chimney. 


Pick a warm day for concrete and 


mortar repairs. Don't try if tempera- 
tures are below 50 degrees. 


Clean out all loose material before fill- 


ing -the crack. Use concrete or mortar 
patch material that you mix with water 
and mix only what you can use right 
away. 


GUTTERS AND downspouts, weakened 


by the weight of ice, should be put in 
shape before heavy spring rains. 


Make certain hangers are secure. 


Clean out all the leaves, twigs and dirt 
that have accumulated. Repair holes us- 
ing asphalt cement and scraps of metal 
of the same type that the gutter is made 
of. 


Take a look at the roof before the rains 


begin. Loose shingles should be renailed, 
missing ones replaced. Have this done by 
a professional if the roof is too high or 
steep. If you can reach the shingle your- 
self, remember to put a dab of cement 
over every nail head. 


Check caulking joints all over the 


house. Recaulk where necessary. 


Paint that is peeling or blistered 


should be scraped. Prime the spots on a 


dry day. Add another coat as soon as you 
can. 


Get your power mower started now. 


Use fresh fuel and oil. Check it early so 
there is time to repair it before the grass 
starts shooting up fast.

0—1 LIMITED my 1971 earnings to 


$1680. However, my 1971 withholding 
statement shows $2000. This Is due to 
wages actually earned in 1970, but paid 
in 1971. Do I have to file an annual re- 
port with Social Security? 


A—Yes. Since your employer will be 


reporting over 81680 in wages for 1971, 
you should file an annual report and 
clarifying statement. Your social secur- 
ity office will be glad to help you with 
this. You will not be overpaid of course, 
because your actual earnings in 1971 did 
not exceed $1680. 


Q—SINCE I'M filing a Federal tax re- 


turn with the government, isn't that as 
good as filing a report with social secur- 
ity? 


A—No it isn't. If you have received so- 


cial security checks in 1971 and earned 
over $1680 in 1971, you must file an an- 
nual report of 1971 earnings with the So- 
cial Security Administration. Remember 
this report must be filed before April 17, 
1972. 


Q—I DIDN'T sign up for the part of 


Medicare that pays on doctor bills. Could 
I sign Up now? 


A—There is an open enrollment period 


each year from Jan. 1 through March 31. 
You may sign up now during this open 
enrollment period if you were born after 
OcS. 1. IVn. If you were born between 
then and Oct. 1. 1904. this is your last 
chance to sign up for the part of Medi- 
care that helps pay doctor bills.

New Lamp Designs 


Revive A Drab Room! 


New lighting effects can put a drab 


room back in focus. Lamps can add 
imagination, color and highlights to dull 
corners, but most of all they're less cost- 
ly than remodeling projects. 


The newest designs are impressive to 


the point that buyers and retailers are 
terming the new additions "lighting fur- 
niture." The importance of new modern, 
contemporary, transitional and Spanish 
stylings and the excellence of intricate 
wood craftsmanship of Modeline of Cali- 
fornia lamps are partially responsible for 
the reaction. 


Modeline's veteran lighting engineer- 


stylists. Arthur Jacobs and Jack Hay- 
wood, designed the majority of the 21 
new styles recently Introduced, 


Jacobs created a balance between 


modern, contemporary, transitional and 
Spanish with a number of impressive de- 
signs. A cylinder in the form of blocks 
separated by a series of sparkling white 
plastic shade openings offers a unique 
contemporary look. 


A SPANISH DESIGN that has a square 


wooden frame is 36 inches tall and four 
metal 
scrollwork 
panels 
covering a 


round white plastic shade measuring at 
least 34 inches of the lamp's three-foot 
height was also created by Jacobs. 


The Jacobs transitional style has an 


unusual open weave shade Covering both 
a white plastic material with a series of 
four graceful, oval cut-outs and an inner 
plastic shade holding the three-way light- 
ing. This particular design is carried out 
in a table lamp, a floor lamp and a swag 
model. 


Haywood's designs are spectacularly 


modern. A "C" shaped table lamp of 
formed wood holds a white globe that 
stands out against the four "wet-look" 
finishes available on the frame. These 
finishes are white, orange, avocado or 
yellow. 
A 
floor 
lamp-table-top com- 


bination in a gleaming white "wet" fin- 
ish also describes a "C." The table top is 
wide enough to hold magazines, trays 
and other objects. A hanging lamp with a 
circular plexiglas shade supported by a 
wooden frame is another Haywood de- 
sign that has been highly received. 


A BUTCHER BLOCK of maple as well 


as maple and cherry stripes are new 
table lamp bases for George Kovacs 1972 
lamp line. Also grained-leather 
vinyl 


sheathing gives a natural look to other 
lamp bases. 


A new two-foot track has been added in 


white vinyl or chrome to the magnetic 
lighting system Kovacs has named the 
"Zonking Place." This new home light- 
ing system made its debut last summer. 


The original "Zonking Place" tracks 
were 48 inches and 67 inches by 4'/2 
inches wide. Although the width remains 
constant, a new 24-inch length has been 
added to the line in response to store 
requests. 


Four new Zonkers (modules containing 


the bulb) that plug into the "Zonking 
Place" tracks have been added to the 
line. One is a 3 by 6-inch down cylinder 
for the ceiling track; there are two sizes 
of chrome balls that swivel within a yoke 
and have dowel-like projections that re- 
semble Martian men's ears. The fourth 
Zonker is a slender chrome tube with ex- 
posed bulb. 


A RETURN TO the natural environ- 


ment and classic forms in home furnish- 
ings is presaged in some of the new lamp 
fashions introduced by the portable lamp 
division of Thomas Industries, Inc. 


Colors such as pongee, beige, terra cot- 


ta, pewter, natural stoneware and Pom- 
peiian red; lamp shade in pleated brown 
and gray snakeskin patterns; massive 
lamp bases reflecting the ancient am- 
phora jars used for wine ami olive stor- 
age in early Greece and Rome; and 
beautifully grained wood finishes in soft 
natural tones are among the Thomas 
trends. Texture color and design 
are 


combined for fashion looks in either 


traditional or modern settings. 


Focus is on the Orient and especially 


classic Chinese shapes and glazes in the 
Decorator and Terranean Collections. 
Rich metallics, lucid white jade, crackles 
and gray stonewares are set off by grass 
weave, linen, denim and pleated vinyl 
shades. 


HAEGER POTTERIES lamps are de- 


signed for good lighting in textured or 
gloss glazes. The 1972 fashion accent 
lamps include Oriental styles in crackle 
glazes, classic and contemporary de- 
signs. 


Early American Folk Pottery has been 


introduced by the Sunset Lamp Corpo- 
ration on the lighting scene. 


The earthware crockery lamp bases 


are hand-painted, and the forms and de- 
signs originate from the Moravian and 
New England potters. The forms were 
originally used as bean pots, milk pails 
and cider jugs. 


The body color of the crockery is 


achieved by using iron oxide and other 
natural colorants (oxides). This element 
of color was in early days an important 
factor in establishing harmony between 
the pot and its surroundings. Only after 
intense research was Sunset's designer 
able to capture the feeling of the early 
era.

Paging through the seed catalogs is a 


little like shopping in a Michigan Avenue 
store. You would like everything you see, 
but usually settle for "peanuts." 


Seed browsing is half the fun of gar- 


dening, and a little looking helps you 
stumble over lots of new-to-you plants. 


Eachi year I plant at least a few things 


that I have never before tried. It keeps a 
gardener on his toes, I think. This year it 
will be edelweiss, tidy tips, horseradish, 
garlic, peanuts and luffa sponges among 
others. 


GROWING YELLOW beets, for in- 


stance, doesn't make you any better than 
the gardener who grows plain old red 
beets, but somehow it makes a differ- 
ence. Visitors will rave over a purple 
green bean while they give your limas a 
"so what" glance. 


For offbeat ideas consider: red okra*, 


yellow watermelon ** (Inside is yellow 
instead of red), husk tomato (you have 
to take off the outer covering)**, yellow 
raspberries ***, blue potatoes ***, pink, 
black beets *"'', purple kohlrabi ***, 
purple green beans***, yellow and white 
checker-board corn***. 


(The code for the above is 'available 


from Park Seed Co., Greenwood, S.C., 
21)646; ** R. H. Shumway Seedsman, 
Rockford, III. filJOl; and *'"* Gurney Seed 
Co., Yankton, S.D. 57078. As you can see, 
the Gurney people have the widest selec- 
tion of offbeat offerings.) 


W. Atlee Burpee, Philadelphia, Pa. 


19132, is still trying to give away $10,000 
for a white marigold, and if you order 
Whitemost (near white) from them, you 
just might get lucky. 


CHECK OUT SOME of the complete 


seed mixtures, such as the old-fashioned 
garden mixtures, to save money if you 
aren't too fussy about your flowers but 
want a big show. (Most companies have 
such offers.) The special vegetable 
packs which everybody carries offer 
the gardener enough seed to supply the 
family with fresh vegetables all season 
for about $3 and saves the average lar- 
der between $300 and $500 a year. 


Kids' one-cent specials are often avail- 


able when an adult sends in_an order, 
and sometimes can start a child on the 
lifetime hobby. (That's how I got started, 
thanks to my Aunt Bunny.) 


If you like Paul Bunyon-type crops, 


Gurney's Guinea beans are reported to 
reach 10 pounds apiece; Burpee's Royal 
squash is said to hit 300 pounds and Big 
Max pumpkins (Gurney) have been 
known to tip the scales at 100 pounds. 
This variety was grown by one of the 
local farm stand operators last year and 
the results were caught by the Paddock 
photographer. 


PRAYING MANTIS and lady bugs are 


available again this year from the Mont- 
gomery Ward Lawn, Garden and Farm 
catalog (not the big catalog), although 
gardeners can get them cheaper from 
other sources too (available on request). 


Best of all, I always get a laugh from 


all of the older photo cuts which haven't 
been changed since women wore snoods 
and loafers. Gurney's has a photo of a '56 
Mercury parked next to the tall hedge 
fencing. Shumway's catalog has included 
some antique etchings which probably 
date back to 1870 when the company was 
founded.

Tlaza Suite' Falls Flat

The east members currently appearing 


in the Guild Players' production of 
"Plaza Suite" need more practice to fur- 
ther characterize Neil Simon's intended 
witty dialog and shy, but loaded com- 
ments. 


The opening performance last Friday 


of the notorious comedy was less than 
satisfactory. The Guild rendition is rid- 
dled with mistakes. 


"Plaza Suite" is made up of separate 


vignettes centering around three guests 
who all stay at different times in suite 
719 of the Plaza Hotel. 


The comedy opens with a well'to-do 


middle-aged couple who are celebrating 
their 24th wedding anniversary. Only the 
scene Is not a particularly romantic one 
as the strains of living together 24 years 
begin to show, 


THE FIRST ACT could be pathetic ex- 


cept for Simon's frivolous attitude and 
ingenious dialog that makes Karen Nash, 
the wife, into a real ham. She seemingly 
takes nothing serious, not even the cold 
fact that her husband is having an affair 
with his secretary. 


Karen is resigned to her age and sta- 


tion in life and even enjoys it, But Sam, 


who has just turned 50, refuses to ac- 
knowledge his age. Karen's constant 
jocular comments to anything serious ut- 
tered by Sam are what set the whole 
scene off. 


Pat Lemcke for the most part carries 


this off quite naturally. Yet sometimes 
her interpretation of Karen's reactions 
misses and the laughter then is quickly 
replaced by pity. And pity was not in- 
tended by Simon. Pat's problem is one of 
occasionally over-reacting rather than 
not giving enough. 


AND IF PAT LEMCKE sometimes 


gets carried away, so Lee Krizka who 
plays her husband, Sam, is more at fault 
for not giving enough "oomph" to his 
performance. He too often is reading his 
role and not playing it. 


In the second act the problem is much 


more serious. Harding Stephen, who 
plays Jesse Kiplinger, a flamboyant Hol- 
lywood movie producer staying at the 
Plaza Hotel, and Iris Tompkins, who is 
Muriel Tale, his old high school sweet- 
heart, fairly mutilate the lines and jest 
in their scene. 


They trip over the dialog to such an 


extent that much of Simon's dry humor

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Watson -- He Doesn't Really Walk On Water 


THE MOVIE "In The Heat Of The 


Night" had one very unforgettable char- 
acter — the so-called typical southern 
sheriff — played by Rod Steiger. 


Don Watson resembles Steiger's cop — 


a short, stocky, bespectacled man. 
There's one major difference — Watson 
polices a swimming team instead of a 
small town. 


Hinsdale Central's coach is just as de- 


manding as that lawman, much smarter 
and, most importantly, always gets his 
man. 


Watson doesn't have to capture his 


young swimmers — they are lured by 
tradition, lie preaches an arresting phi- 
losophy of total dedication. It has paid 
off in six championships in the past 10 
years. 


This 41-year-old water wizard's athlet- 


es just don't win team titles. Many be- 
come state champs themselves, nearly 
all receive college scholarships and some 
even star In the Olympics. 


Watching and talking to this rotund 


little leader was a treat. He easily tow- 
ers over the 115 other coaches in the 
state and most of the nation as well. He's 


made Hinsdale a swimming legend. 


So when the Red Devils romped again 


at the state finals Saturday, it came as 
no surprise. In the process, they matched 
the record six straight streak of Lane 
Tech (1938-43). 


What's the reason behind this as- 


toundlngly long reign? 


It's very elementary, according to 


Watson. 


"You have to be dedicated," he says to 


no one's surprise, "You have to be will- 
ing to work as hard as you expect the 
swimmers to. If you want to coach three 
months out of the year, that's all the 
swimmers will want to put in, too. 


"I doubt if more than 10 of them 


'coaches) put in the time and the 'hours 
that I do, I've had a lot of people tell me, 
'Man, if that's what it takes to be a win- 
ner, I don't want any part of it,' 


"There are a lot of things that I've sac- 


rificed for swimming, but I love swim- 
ming. A lot of other people just can't see 
It." 


Watson was asked if he thought this 


domination has hurt swimming. 
He 


thinks it has helped in its growth because 


some schools are trying 'harder. 


"I doubt if last year you would have 


found five coaches that would have pre- 
dicted that Peoria would finish second in 
the state this year," says Watson. "And 
I'd like to see the number of coaches that 
would have predicted that La Grange 
was going to be fifth. They came along 
quick — that was the history of Hinsdale. 


"It (Hinsdale's swim program) started 


in '59 when the pool was built. We won it 
in '63. That's pretty quick." 


Watson was an assistant coach at that 


first championship. He took over 
the 


head duties in 1965 and finished third. 
His team was second in '66 and then the 
string started. 


Hinsdale's head man doesn't begin 


molding his youngsters into state champs 
as freshmen. That process begins almost 
before they can read. Potential varsity 
stars enroll in an age group AAU pro- 
gram when they are six. 


There's no support from the village for 


this community program. The kids pay 
their own way for facility rental and oth- 
er costs. This program, according to 
Watson, is the backbone of his success. 


By the time these youngsters get to 


high school, they're hungry to surpass 
prior achievements. There are other in- 
centives such as free meals and kick- 
board honor rolls. The meals have cost 
him plenty this past season and the hon- 
or roll is very prestigious, especially be- 
cause of the former greats' names on the 
list. 


"Charlie Neal was a state champion 


three years in a row in the individual 
medley," recalls Watson. "His goal was 
to get on our challenge board in the 400 
freestyle. He tried and he tried and 
missed it his senior year by a 10th of a 


Cards Picked To Replace 
Falcons As MSL Champs

Near the end of the Mid-Suburban 


League swim meet a couple of weeks 
ago, Gordon Aukerman was seen carry- 
ing an armload of little white boxes. 


Although the medals were destined for 


the top finishers in the freestyle relay 
event, it appeared that the Forest View 
coach was carrying off all the awards for 
his team. That impression was almost 
correct. 


Aukeman's fine Falcon team took most 


of the top medals — firsts, seconds and 
thirds — at the conference showdown. 
Made up of mostly seasoned seniors, 
Forest View dominated the proceedings 
from beginning to end. 


"Seniors" — that's the key word ac- 


cording to-the other half dozen aquatic 
coaches in the MSL. As much as these 
coaches 
have praised 
the Falcons, 


they're happy to see «hem graduate. 


The history of the MSL has been filled 


with Forest View's exploits. As soph- 
omores they took the first conference 
title, shared it as juniors and won it out- 
right again this year. 


Now the league leader's mantle may 


pass from Forest View to Arlington, a 
co-champion in 1970. At least that's the 
conference eoaehing consensus. 


"They've had three sophomore cham- 


pionships in the last three years." says 
Aukerman of Coach Don Anderson's Car- 
dinals. "So they're about due. He's got a 
good bunch of juniors there." 


Hersey's Herb Parsons agrees: 
"I don't see how anybody can beat Ar- 


lington next year. They'll be (and of like 
Forest View was this year. They had a 
terrific sophomore team that just killed 
everybody in the conference. 


"I think the league will finally be more 


balanaced. except for Arlington. I can 
see Forest View. Mersey and Prospect 
being tough next year." 


P r o s p e c t , according to several 


coaches, appears to be the only real 
threat to the Cards. 


"I think we'll be able to challenge Ar- 


lington." says Jerry Lovejoy. "But I 
think Arlington, do to the fact that they 
have an outstanding young team, will be 
the forerunner. They look particularly 
strong right now." 


"If we can keep everybody, I would 


say we would probably be the team to 


beat," says Anderson, always concerned 
about the transient nature of the area. "I 
would not discount Prospect.

share of ninth place. Instead, the 26 
scored by the medley relay team and 
Mike Salerno landed them llth, the best 
finish ever by a Lion team. And Coach 
John Fleck is optimistic about the fu- 
ture: 


"Next year our varsity should be 


stronger. We hope to take a place in the 
top 10 in the state next year." 


The hub of this strength lies in the tal- 


ent of Salerno, a junior who did very well 
last weekend despite being in his first 
state meet. 


Going against a seasoned Hinsdalo 


Central swimmer in Russ Meyer — the 
defending state champion — Salerno had 
a false start. However, he survived this 
additional pressure and still finished 
third. The night before he also succeeded 
in recording his season time goal — 
:55.9. 


Since Meyer, Brian Smith of Evanston 


(2nd) 
and Mark Trenor of Deerfield (4th) 


won't be around next year because of 
graduation, Salerno should be one of the 
favorites. 


When asked if Hinsdale had anyone 


coming up to replace Meyer, Coach Don 
Watson said, "I've got a boy that's done 
:59.0 as a junior." 


However, Watson did say that he was 


impressed by Salerno's showing as well 
as that of the Lions' team. 


"Who 
heard of St. Viator or LaGrange 


a few years ago," said Watson while re- 
ferring to these two new names in the 
state meet. "They're moving up." 


Joining Salerno to form the St. Viator 


nucleus are Jeff Iversen and Kevin 
Szarabajka. Iversen, a junior frcestyler, 
was slowed eight weeks this season with 
mononucleosis. 
Szarabajka,

soph- 


omore, will be groomed to take Rob- 
ertson's place in the breaststroke. 


Jim Martin, only a freshman, was a 


sparkler for Fleck in the district meet 
with a sixth place finish in the 100-yard 
freestyle (:54.2). 


"He's got all (Rich) Lynch's freshman 


records now," says Fleck. "He should be 
our big sprinter next year." 


Martin should also have future state 


meet potential for Lynch went" on to take 
a third and a fourth in the sprints at the 
state meet two years ago. 


However, Fleck won't start the big 


push right now. 


"We'll give them a month off and then, 


in the spring, we're going to work a 
weight program in," says the Lions' 
first-year coach. "And maybe we'll just 
have some easy swimming to keep them 
loose. Then, probably in the middle of 
May, 
we'll start training hard through 


the summer. I hope to start an AAU club 
to keep our boys together and to also 
give the area people a chance to get in 
some AAU competition." 


However, Fleck isn't forgetting those 


conference titles, especially since his 
team missed winning one for the first 
time in seven years. Marmion upset the 
Lions, but that shouldn't happen next 
year, as Fleck explains: 


'•Marmion's first-place winners 
are 


mostly seniors. I don't see them as a ma- 
jor threat next year. Probably the most 
improved team next year will be St. 
Pat's. Their freshman team was pretty 
decent."

Families who utilize the services of 


Realtors to buy their homes come from 
four major sources, according to a study 
of more than 2,000 home purchases 
recently completed in the Chicago sub- 
urbs. 


The four major sources, in the order of 


their Importance, according to Rich Port 
who conducted the analysis, are refer- 
rals, "walk-ins," classified advertising 
and "for sale" signs. These accounted 
for 08.67 per cent of all sources of buyers 
analyzed in the study, he said. 


fort heads up Rich Port, Realtor, a La 


Grange-based firm with IS offices and a 
sales staff of 150. He said the study was 
undertaken so as to enable the company 
to more effectively serve its expanding 
list of clients. 


"We found that nearly 60 per cent of 


all our buyers came to us through refer- 
rals," Port said. "Another surprise was 
the finding that zo per cent, or two out of 
every ten buyers, fell in the category of 
'walk-Ins,' people who walked into our of- 
fices off the street on their own initiative 
without any prior plan. They may have 
just happened to be In our neighborhood 
and deckled to take advantage of the op- 
portunity to get personally acquainted." 


The third major category developed by 


the study was classified advertising. It 
was shown to have brought in more than 
nine per cent of the home buyers, nearly 
one out of ten. Signs attracted 8.58 per 
cent of buyers. 


Port noted that the sources of buyers 


varied from office to of/ice, with some 
offices reporting greater percentages in 
some categories, and lower percentages 
in others. 


"For example," he pointed out, "one of 


our offices reported that 75 per cent of

Keep The Lid On 
Rents: Tucker 


It is imperative that property owners 


exercise restraint in raising rents, even 
though permissible under current regu- 
lations, said Fred C. Tucker Jr., In- 
dianapolis, president of the National As- 
sociation of Heal Estate Boards. 


He added that where some increase is 


unavoidable to keep the project vi.ible, 
or even in some cases solvent, careful 
explanation to the tenant is important. 


"To reduce inflation, as well as unem- 


ployment, we must succeed in the stabili- 
zation of prices, rents, wages, and sala- 
ries," Tucker, who is a member of the 
Rent Advisory Board to the Price Com- 
mission, said. "Success will depend not 
just on formal limitation and regulation, 
but on cooperation and voluntary re- 
straittt on the part of ail of us. 


"Obviously it is necessary that labor 


unions exercise restraint in seeking wage 
increases and that salaried employes 
recognize the need for moderation in 
calling for higher salaries." 


He noted that we should all recognize 


that r&nt control is, in the long-run, 
counter-productive. 
Artificially-imposed 


limitations! on rents can inhibit construc- 
tion and rehabilitation, bring about aban- 
donment, and cause misunderstanding 
between owner and tenant. Therefore, he 
said, he must strive to make this present 
rent control program as temporary as 
possible. 


"The Price Commission and Cost of 


Living Council will be looking very close- 
ly at the performance of the Consumer 
Price Index over these next few months 
hoping surely that Phase n rent controls 
can be totally lifted when the rent com- 
ponent of the Index satisfactorily re- 
sponds to the stabilization program. 
Thus, it is in our interest to exercise re- 
strain*." Tucker said. 


"In this interim period, the less rents 


are increased, the sooner controls will be 
ended and the sooner we will return to 
the soundest of all systems — a free 
American economy controlled only by 
the basic law of supply and demand op- 
erating in an unfettered arena/' Tucker 
said. 


At the time President Nixon announced 


the wage, price, and rent freeze, de- 
signed to curb inflation and preserve the 
integrity of the American economy, NA- 
REB's president at that time Bill N. 
Brown, Albuquerque, pledged the support 
of the Association.

Moratoria against additional sewer 


connections imposed by the Environmen- 
tal Protection Agency (EPA) under the 
Environmental 
Protection Act have 


forced more than 20 builders to halt the 
current construction of nearly 7,000 
homes and apartments in the metropoli- 
tan area according to a recent survey of 
the Home Builders Association of Great- 
er Chicago. Seven builders reported the 
bans are costing them an estimated 
$7,000 a day in lost sales and interest 
charges. This is an average of $1,000 per 
day per builder who has had to halt oper- 
ations. 


Sixth members of the association par- 


ticipated in the survey. Results were re- 
ported by Robert K. Widdicombe Jr., ex- 
ecutive vice president of the organiza- 
tion.- 


W i d d i c o m b e said builders from 


Schaumburg. Buffalo Grove, Bartlett, 
Geneva and Waukegan are among those 
reporting 
problems because 
of 
in- 


adequate sewage treatment facilities. "If 
builders find that the circumstances of 
doing business in a community are too 
difficult they will look elsewhere," he 
said. 


The builders surveyed anticipate that 


sewer moratoria precipitated by new pol- 
lution control laws may stop the con- 
struction of another 5.475 homes and 
f 


apartments in and around Chicago with a 
total market value of nearly $100-million. 
A large number of builders polled say 
they anticipate shutdowns because of 
past or potential problems.

uncertainty about the future, a number

of builders have decided to curtail build- 
ing and to curb land acquisition. A few 
are building their own sewage treatment 
facilities to sustain their planned oper- 
ations. Many are trying to persuade offi- 
cials to take remedial action so that bans 
against adding new homes to sewer lines 
can be lifted. 


Widdicombe said the Illinois Pollution 


Control Board recently indicated that 
over BO per cent of the sewage treatment 
plants in the state will be unable to meet 
new treatment standards slated to be ef- 
fected next July. The association execu- 
tive said unless the Environmental Pro- 
tection Act of 1970 is changed to direct 
the use of interim sewage treatment 
measures until permanent facilities can 
be built, there will be widespread viola- 
tions leading to massive construction 
shutdowns across the state. 


"Commercial and industrial construc- 


tion as well as residential construction 
would be affected," said Widdicombe. He 
said the association has several sugges- 
tions to avoid further construction shut- 
downs. 


Representatives of the home builders 


organization have spelled out their rec- 
ommendations and have submitted the 
list to state legislators. They anticipate 
that bills will be introduced in the state 
legislature in April to remedy the sewage 
treatment problems. 


*'Substantial funding is available at the 


state and local level to implement the 
plans outlined by the Illinois Pollution 
Control Board," said Widdicombe. None 
of the new funding is being made avail- 
able for interim treatment facilities, he 
said. 


The H6AGC will propose legislation 


which would force local sewage treat- 
ment authorities to start planning for a 
new plant when their present facilities 
reach 80 per cent capacity. "At 90 per 
cent capacity they would implement the 
plan," said Widdicombe, "and come for- 
ward with plans for a new plant. We 
want to assure that no plant ever reach- 
es 100 per cent capacity." 


Widdicombe said the state EPA could 


enforce bonding for improved sewage 
treatment facilities but has failed to do 
so, 


He said most Illinois municipalities 


also have ordinances prohibiting illegal 
sewer hookups such as downspouts and 
sump pumps. He said the organization is 
asking that municipalities enforce this 
regulation and impose fines for viola- 
tions. Among the treatment plants ex- 
periencing overload problems due to ille- 
gal hookups is the Hanover Park plant.

vice, the activated charcoal after-filter 
absorbs odors and gaseous vapors, such 
as those caused by cooking and smoking. 
The filter is disposable and easily re- 
placeable. The electronic filter is easily 
removed for periodic cleaning. 


Air is drawn in through the bottom of 


the air cleaners, passed through the fil- 
ters and then re-circulated. In a room of 
approximately 15 by 20 feet, the air is 
cleaned and re-circulated about seven 
times an hour. 


By trapping grease droplets, grime 


and all other forms of dirt, the air clean- 
ers cut down on household 
cleaning 


bills. Wallpaper and painted surfaces 
stay fresh looking, windows and mirrors 
retain their sparkle, draperies require 
cleaning less often and a dustcloth be- 
comes almost unnecessary. 


The cleaners are housed in attractive 


cabinets that look like, and could easily 
serve as, handy end tables. Cabinets are 
made of high impact polystyrene in 
handsome walnut finish. Controls are in- 
visible; the single control switch is lo- 
cated at the back, safe from curious 
little fingers The legs haVe nylon glider 
for ease of mobility and are adjustable 
for easy leveling.

where between the Galloping Gourmet 
and Adelle Davis, but closer to the latter, 
"Mother's in the Kitchen" is the book 
you've been waiting for. 


"Mother's in the Kitchen" is a new 


cookbook designed to help mothers plan 
and prepare nourishing meals using the 
best quality products available. 


Sponsored by the Le Leche League, the 


book contains a collection of nutritious 
recipes submitted and compiled by mem- 
bers. Some of the recipes have been al- 
tered to improve their food value, and all 
of them have been tested at least once by 
the editors. 


Recipes using prepared mixes and 


package foods have been deliberately 
eliminated from "Mother's in the Kitch- 
en." The book encourages homemakers 
to use foods in as close to their natural 
state as possible. 


Most of the entries are relatively easy 


to prepare and fall into the "good basic 
recipe" category. 


Most of the recipe ingredients can be

The general procedure to assure 
that pan-frying will result in excellent 
eating is to dip the fish in a liquid and 
then coat with a breading. Heat about 
1/8 inch of fat in the bottom of a heavy 
fry pan. If the pan has a temperature 
control, heat to 350 degrees. Place one 
layer of breaded fish in the hot fat, tak- 
ing care not to overload the pan and thus 
cool the fat. Fry until brown on one side, 
turn carefully, and brown the other side. 
Cooking time will vary with the thickness 
of the fish, approximately 8 to 10 min- 
utes. Drain on absorbent paper and serve 
while hot and crispy. 


Spicy Pan-Fried Whiting, a Bureau of 


Commercial Fisheries recipe, has a 
breading of cornmeal livened up with 
touches of dry mustard, onion powder, 
and celery salt to tickle the taste. Serve 
with lemon wedges for added zest. Spice 
up your dinner menu soon with whiting; 
it nourishes the body and will ease the 
budget.

Just Peachy News

t/Pf — For persons on a fat-controlled, 


tow cholesterol diet, what you don't know 
can hurt you. 


Perhaps no other diet in current use 


creates as much confusion, frustration 
and outright fear as this one, which is 
prescribed by many doctors for patients 
with or susceptible to heart and blood 
vessel disease 


Nutritionist Mary Winston spends a lot 


of time helping dissipate the confusion 
and frustration and alleviate the fears. 


As a community program specialist for 


the American Heart Association, her 
duties Include answering questions from 
the public about diet, meal planning and 
cooking. 


In an interview, Mrs. Winston Mid that 


the greatest area of public confusion in- 
volves identifying foods with low choles- 
teiul and saturated fat content. Satu- 
rated fats, which are mainly of animal 
oiigm. increase cholesterol levels in the 
blood 


Some cholesterol is necessary for good 


health, says the association, but too 
much of it in the blood encourages heart 
and blood vessel diseases. Cholesterol 
levels are increased by eating cholester- 
ol-neb foods or by eating saturated fat 
uhich encourages the body to make cho- 
lesterol But when potyunsaturated fats, 
which include most vegetable oils, are 
raten. the body clears excess, newly 
foi med cholesterol from the blood. 


"UB GET MANY, many questions 


about imitation non-dairy coffee crea- 
mers " Mrs,. Winston said, adding that 
the creamers, along with imitation sour 
cream and powdered and frozen dairy 
fclups are not recommended because 
their saturated fat content can be as 
great or greater than the dairy foods 
thev 're meant to replace. 


Mrs. 
Winston said laboratory tests 


have shown that about nine out of 10 
such products are made with coconut or 
palm oil. which are the only vegetable 
o\k high in saturated fats. She said most 
commercial baked goods and cake, cook- 
ie and pie crust mixes should be avoided 
because they often are made with coco- 
nut or palm oil. She said these oils are 
piefened 
by manufacturers because 


thev 'i e cheaper and less subject to ran- 
cidity than other vegetable oils. 


A pamphlet on fat-controlled, low cho- 


lestetot meal planning is available on 
request ft om local Heart Associations af- 
filiated with the national organization. 
But additional information is needed, es- 
pecially by consumers who rely heavily 
on convenience foods 


That's because manufacturer!) rarely 


identifv the source of vegetable ml or the 
amount used in many products besides 
the ones Mrs Winston mentioned. A spot 
checfc at a Mid-town Manhatten super- 
market showed this information lacking 
on a wide variety of frozen prepared 
fotxk. some nee mixes and combination 
nee and pasta mixes, breading mixes for 
meat, fish and poultry and an imitation 
crumbled bacon mix. 


Margarine is another product 
that 


hnids pitfalls for low cholesterol dieters 
tf i 
1- popularly assumed to be superior to 


butter and othe animal fats on such diets 
and in some eases, it is. But Mrs. Win- 
a'on said = and a supermarket visit con- 
firmed — that many brands and types of 
margarine contain more hydrogenatcd 
oil than liquid oil. Hydrogenation, a pro- 
cess that partially solidifies the oil, also 
raises its level of saturation. 


Mrs 
Winston said 
the association 


urges shoppers to look for "liquid" as 
the first word on margarine labels to 
make sure they're getting the best prod- 
uct for a tow cholesterol diet. She added 
that corn, cottonseed, soybean and saf(lo- 
wer oil are about equally effective. Olive 
.•yjd peanut oils are neutral and sug- 
gested only for occasional use in salad 
diessmg where their flavor may be pref- 
erable.

One and a 
half teaspoons of sauce is equal to 1 tea- 
spoon of oil in your diet.

An ulcer patient 
must cooperate with his doctor and fol- 
low an initial rigid diet plus working on a 
better emotional approach to life around 
him. Once he is on his way to recovery 
he can dabble in some more exotic dish- 
es, prepared specifically for his problem. 
Helpful to the wife or girl friend of some- 
one with ulcers is a collection of tasty 
recipes in "For Gourmets with Ulcers" 
by Ton! Marsh Bruyere and Sidney Jean 
Robey (Norton). It stemmed from the 
need of one of the authors to cook for a 
French husband who developed ulcers.

CELERY CYBELE 


1 bunch young celery 


Salt 
l vegetable bouillon cube 
1 cup boiling water 
1 tablespoon butter 


Wash celery, carefully scrape to re- 


move strings, and cut off leaves. Cut 
celery lengthwise through heart, making 
4 pieces. Cut in half, if necessasry, to fit 
into a shallow casserole that has a cover. 
Arrange celery in bottom of casserole 
and sprinkle with salt. Dissolve bouillon 
cube in boiling water, and add only 
enough bouillon to cover celery. Dot with 
butter. Cover, and bake in 375-degree 
oven for one hour. Makes 2 to 4 servings. 


SALMON SOUFFLE 


2 cans (7% ounces each) 


salmon in water pack 


V^ teaspoon salt 
2 tablespoons lemon juice 
Vi cup milk 
\3 cup breadcrumbs 
3 eggs, separated 
Drain the fish and separate into flakes, 


being sure all bones and skin are re- 
moved. Mix fish with salt and lemon 
juice. Put the milk and bread crumbs 
into the top of a double boiler, and heat 
until well*blended. Beat the egg yolks 
well, then beat the egg whites until stiff. 
Add the fish to the milk and bread 
crumb mixture, then add the egg yolks, 
but do not overheat. Fold the egg whites 
into the mixture. Now spoon the mixture 
into a buttered baking dish, Set the dish 
in a pan of hot water, and bake in a 350- 
degree oven for 30 minutes, or until firm.

A trip to the San Diego area should 


include a jaunt across the San Diego- 
Coronado Bay Bridge where you'll round 
a curve and see a white Victorian castle 
which is the Hotel Del Coronado. 


Strolling through this structure, it's dif- 


ficult to comprehend that it was con- 
structed in 1888, long before the bridge 
made access easy to Coronado Penin- 
sula. The story is that a railroad and 
ferryboat system had to be built to trans- 
port materials and craftsmen. 


But, when the hotel opened that year, 


it was an event of national significance 
and thousands crowded the area, much 
to the delight of Elisha Babcock and H. 
L. Story, a couple of Middle Westerners 
who had a dream. 


You have to see the Crown Dining 


Room to believe it. The sugar-pine ceil- 
ing fitted with pegs is beautifully arched 
and lighting fixtures, crown-shaped, are 
magnificent. 


The food is of fitting quality although 


you should bring money since Del Coro- 
nado is the watering place for million- 
naires, movie stars and world govern- 
ment leaders. 


A CLASSIC DISH at Del Coronado is 


the crown salad which is a picture and 
delicious. Crisp a head of romaine and 
cut in half. Remove skin from a ripe avo- 
cado and cut in half, removing seed. Dip 
in lemon juice to prevent avocado from 


turning dark. 


On two salad plates put the romaine 


halves cut side up and place the avocado 
on top. Cut avocado halves into slices 
about a quarter-inch thick but not quite 
through so they will stay together. 


Trim with a strip of pimiento laid ver- 


tically on the avocado. Around the ro- 
maine place 1-inch chunks of king crab 
meat, a slice of tomato topped with a 
slice of hard-cooked egg and a rolled an- 
chovy.

CHOP FINE 3 green onions, 1 clove 


Put 2 teaspoons 
olive oil in a skillet over low heat. Add 
onions, garlic, parsley, 1 teaspoon salt, 
Vz teaspoon ground white pepper, and 1 
teaspoon seasoned salt. Cook gently (do 
not brown) until oil is bubbly. Cool. 


In a blender, place 1 beaten egg yolk. 2

Thus, 
with more money in their pockets, more 
housewives will compete for the better, 
more expensive cuts of meat. 


I'm no expert or housewife, but so far, 


I've not been aware of any increase in 
my purchasing power, nor can I afford 
T-bone steak, one of those more ex- 
pensive cuts of meat that I'm supposed 
to have more money to compete for. 


I have resorted to what food retailers 


call "selective buying," a consumer 
trend that demonstrates a sporadic resis- 
tance to the high meat prices. This sim- 
ply means consumers seek the least ex- 
pensive meat cuts . . . or buy more 
ground beef instead of steak. 


CLIFFORD BOWES, a Chicago meat 


consultant, offers advice for stretching 
meat dollars in his book, "How to Save 
Money on Meats. 


Money can be saved by controling 


c o o k i n g temperature, according to 
Bowes, who recommends 275 and 300 de- 
grees for cooking roasts. 


For example, a roast cooked at 400 de- 


grees loses 29.1 per cent of its total 
weight while same size roast cooked at 
275 degrees loses only 12.1 per cent. The 
difference in percentage of weight lost is 
17 per cent (29 minus 12). This means 
that 17 cents out of every dollar spent for 
the roast was wasted by cooking it at 


high temperature. 


Meats cooked at low temperatures are 


always more tender, but there are other 
factors affecting tenderness. Meat is usu- 
ally more tender served hot than cold. 
And meat cooked to medium doneness is 
usually more tender than meat cooked to 
well done, regardless of how high the 
grade is. 


THE MORE IDEAS you have for using 


ground meat, the more money you can 
save says Bowes. Meat pies, casseroles 
and meat loaves are just basic sugges- 
tions. Don't be afraid to use your imagi- 
nation or take another look at that "hun- 
dreds of ways to cook hamburger" book 
that's been tucked away. 


For good nutrition at a low cost, 


Bowes' book suggests livers, kidneys, 
hearts and similar meats. In a recipe 
calling for beef kidneys, you can usually 
substitute pork, lamb or veal kidneys. 


Other informative chapters include de- 


tailed information on carving, meat ex- 
tenders, meat for freezing, care of meat 
and cooking hints. 


The book also suggests serving more 


poultry, particularly turkey. On a cost- 
per-serving basis, it's one of our best 
buys today. An added benefit of poultry 
is the variety of ways in which it can be 
prepared. 


HEAVIER TURKEYS are generally 


the most economical since they cost less 
per pound. You'll get more meat for your 
money and lower the cost per serving.

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Silence Broken On School, 
Teacher Salary Proposals 


Teachers' salary and benefit proposals 


for the 1972-73 school year have been re- 
leased by both the High School Dist. 211 
School Board and the teachers, three 
weeks after their first negotiations meet- 
ing. 


This Is the first time the negotiating 


teams have publicized the salary-benefit 
proposals in the district's three-year bar- 
gaining history. In the past, information 
on negotiations has been released only at 
the time of settlement. 


The board has proposed holding the 


salary increases at five per cent because 
of "deficit financing." However, the 
teachers want higher and broader salary 
increases along with more voice in dis- 
trict affairs. 


During the coming months the two 


teams will negotiate to bring their pro- 
posals closer together until they reach a 
settlement. If they reach an impasse, 
outside help, such as a mediator or a 
fact finder, trill be called in to recom- 
mend solutions. 


IN THEIR MRST three bargaining 


sessions the two teams have debated 
whether to break their "closed" tradition 
and Issue news releases during the nego- 
tiations process. This week the teachers, 
who favor open sessions, presented their 
preliminary negotiations package to the 
Herald. The board's team followed suit 
after they learned of the teachers' ac- 
tion, 


The teachers want to open the sessions 


because they "want the public to know 
we aren't just interested in money," ac- 
cording to Jerry Peterson, head of the 
Dist, 211 Education Association. "Most of 
our demands are designed to improve 
education," 


Board Pres, Robert Creek argues that 


the board's team has agreed to open the 
sessions after April 15. 


"This would have given us 60 days to 


negotiate in good faith. And it gives the 
teachers plenty of time to talk about the 
issues before the school year ends." 


Whether the two teams will publicize 


the negotiation proceedings again before 
April 15 will be discussed at a closed 
meeting Monday night. Creek termed the 
teachers' release of their negotiations 
proposal "totally unethical." 


THE 
OPEN 
SESSION issue 
was 


brought up as a "ground rules" proposal. 
The negotiators will discuss neither sala- 
ries nor benefits until the ground rules 
are set. 


The teachers' salary-benefit proposal is 


the product of questionnaires, opinion 
polls and meetings of the teachers. The 
survey process was conducted by the 
Education Association, which represents 
80 per cent of the district's teachers. 


The teachers' package includes more 


than 30 separate proposals. These pro- 
posals call for a greater voice in policy 
decisions, better salary and insurance 
benefits, more leeway for association 'ac- 
tivities, broader negotiations and im- 
proved teaching conditions. 


The board's package, on the other 


hand, deals primarily with salary issues. 
The teachers have charged that the 
board has refused to negotiate "working 
conditions" in the past. However, accord- 
ing to Creek the board has tried to limit 
the negotiations to working condition 
items that involve money. Other working 
condition items are reserved for com- 
mittee study and subsequent board ac- 
tion. 


IN ORDER TO meet a tight budget, 


the board has proposed keeping the pre- 
sent salary schedule. The teachers' 
added year of experience would move 
them up one step or up five per cent. In 
addition, the board proposes holding 20 
per cent of the teachers at their present 
level so the top 10 per cent of the teach- 
ers can get an extra merit raise. For the 
sake of stability, the board also proposes 
the new salary contract be effective for 
three years, with an option to negotiate 
the schedule's base salary. 


The board has also called for paid 


Village Panel To Decide 
On Village Hall Renovation 


A recommendation on whether Hoff- 


man Estates should spend $10,000 to 
$12,000 to renovate the village hall on Illi- 
nois Boulevard will be determined by an 
ad hoc village board committee tonight. 


The money would be required to bring 


the building into conformance with safe- 
ty code standards. Trustee Bruce Llnd, 
chairman of the committee, has said the 
building almost certainly will be closed 
by inspectors as soon as village officials 
move to the new village hall, and will 
stay closed until renovations are com- 
plete. 


"If those figures are true, the village 


might pick up the tab," said Lind yester- 
day. "At this point, my guess is that it 
will not be torn down, and will remain in 
the hands of the village government," he 
added. It has been suggested the building 
should be razed if renovating cost is pro- 
hibitive. Estimates for repairs were low- 
er than anticipated. 


If the building is remodeled, one civic 


organization in the village likely would 
be named as a sort of tenant landlord, 


said Lind. 


SEVERAL GROUPS have expressed 


interest in using the office and meeting 
space in the building. The landlord or- 
ganization would be responsible 
for 


scheduling other groups, and all of them 
would contribute to cleaning and mainte- 
nance costs. However, the village man- 
ager and administration still would re- 
tain ultimate control over the structure, 
Lind said. 


The new village hall, under construc- 


tion on Higgins Road west of Golf Road, 
is being completed at an impressive rate, 
said Lind. Workers are now doing interi- 
or tasks, installing drywall, lights and 
floor tiles. 


Officials still are anticipating a move 


to the new structure about June 1, said 
Lind. The municipal building committee 
has been developing plans for a dedica- 
tion ceremony, and details will be an- 
nounced as soon as confirmation on a 
principal speaker is received, he said. 
Lind decined to identify thehoped-for 
speaker, but said it is a state official. 


workshops but no reimbursement for tui- 
tion expenses. The board team contends 
the teachers should not be given flat 
credit for all teaching experience and 
that extra experience should be in a 
teacher's specific subject area. 


The teachers, on the other hand, want 


higher salaries with a cost of living in- 
crement, credit for related non-teaching 
experience and fewer steps before a 
maximum salary is reached. They also 
want to be paid for personal leave, extra 
duty assignments and workshops. A sala- 
ry boost has been proposed for summer 
employes and special positions. And the 
teachers have asked for district paid 
medical and dental insurance coverage. 


APART FROM the salary issues, the 


teachers have asked the board and the 
administration to develop a clearer defi- 
nition of their duties, their work day and 
evaluation procedures. In order to im- 
prove education, they feel it is important 
to reduce the number of students in each 
classroom and to release teachers for 
training workshops. 


The teachers also feel that as an in- 


tegral part of the school operation they 
should have more of a voice in policy 
decisions — on curriculum revisions, in- 
struction restraints, 
building changes 


and other areas of mutual concern. 


At the bargaining table the teachers 


want to be able to negotiate more items, 
and if no agreement is reached they 
want to be able to call in an arbitrator 
who may issue a binding settlement.

Rago Dedicates Career To Youths

Donald C. Rago didn't have a particu- 


larly difficult childhood. 


But he realizes that many other kids 


did, and that kids growing up nowadays 
face the same types of problems his gen- 
eration did but with a few added com- 
plications, 


And because of that, Rago has dedi- 


cated his late-blossoming career to work- 
ing with youth, helping them to deal 
with, and hopefullly overcome, the trials 
and tribulations of growing up. 


"It's a freaky world," he says, "What 


is the role of being a kid today? What is 
the rote of being a parent today? These 
are questions that have to be dealt 
with." 


RAGO IS IN a position to work with 


young people as executive director of the 
Palatine Township Youth Committee. 


He's in his second week in that posi- 


tion, which also involves overseeing op- 
erations of The Bridge, the youth ser- 
vices bureau which assists young people 
in Palatine, Inverness, Rolling Meadows, 
Arlington Heights, 
Hoffman 
Estates, 


Schaumburg and Barrington. 


Rago's approach to youth problems is 


simple; He doesn't tell anyone what to 
do. 


"One of my basic premises is to never 


make a decision for a kid," he said. "It's 
not legitimate to come in and say, 
'You're right, you're wrong.1 What you 
have to do is say, 'This is what's going 
on, now you'll have to decide how to deal 
with it.'" 


RACO SEES the problems involving 


youths, such as drugs, runaways and 
juvenile delinquency, as symptomatic of 
larger problems. 


"Kids sometimes feel ^they're isolated 


in a vacuum," he said. "But they're at-

tached to the family structure, the school 
structure and all sorts of institutional 
structures, whether they like it or not. 


"All of these things interact on their 


lives every day." 


Part of the solution to the problems 


can be gained through communication, 
Rago said. "You have to have a sender 
and a receiver; the message has to go 
both ways," he said, adding: "And it has 
to be meaningful." 


Rago, who lives in Oak Park, has not 


yet had much direct contact with youths 
in the Palatine Township area, but in- 
dicated he did not expect their problems 
to be much different from those faced by 
youths on the northwest side of Chicago, 
where he previously worked. 


He has been associated with a YMCA 


outreach program since 1968, when he 
was graduated from Roosevelt Univer- 
sity with a degree in youth services. 


Before that, Rago, now 32, had follow- 


ed his father into the barber business, 
and eventually had his own shop. He 
went back to school, he says, "because 
of the restraints in the business." 


AS AN OUTREACH worker, Rago han- 


dled problems ranging "from drugs to 
general family consultation and runa- 
ways — you name it," 


The counseling wasn't always success- 


ful. Rago is still in touch with a 21-year- 
old drug addict who is in Cook County 
Hospital with third degree burns after 
his third overdose. 


And he acknowledges that it will take 


time to gain the trust of Palatine Town- 
ship area youths, Rago expects it will be 
a few months before a good rapport can 


be established. 


In the meantime, he's been meeting 


with various officials and agencies within 
the area served by the youth committee 
and The Bridge to establish contacts. 
Rago believes greater involvement on 
the part of "the community" — parents, 


churches, schools, and other institutions 
— would help the teenager overcome the 
rough spots he encounters while growing 
up. 


The kids themselves? They'll come to 


him, Rago thinks. "And that's what I'm 
here for."

Want To Trade Your Old Paperbacks? 


The Wheeling Public Library has in- 


augurated a free paperback book ex- 
change that will start immediately. 


The exchange operates on a "bring 


one, take one" principle. Library patrons 
are invited to bring their used paperback 
books and exchange them for others they 
wish to read, There is no limit to the 
number of books exchanged, no check- 
out procedure, and no insistence on a 
"book-for-book" exchange. 


The shelves housing the books are lo- 


cated in the foyer of the library opposite 
the circulation desk. The collection will 
consist of light fiction and some non-fic- 
tional works. 


KENNETH SWANSON, head librarian,

Wheeling Trustee John Koeppen Mon- 


day defended the village board against 
charges made in a letter that appeared 
in the Herald's Fence Post column last 
week. 


Speaking at the village board meeting 


this week, Koeppen said his response 
would not have been necessary if the let- 
ter's author, I, V. O'Reilley, "had used 
her time getting facts instead of criti- 
cizing," 


In the letter Mrs. O'Reilley charged 


the village "family*' had been conducting 
a series of maneuvers to keep village 
government from representing the people 
since the last village election. 


Here are the responses Koeppen gave: 
MRS. O'REILLEY charged the board 


had been doing "as we want," as former 
Wheeling Township Democratic Com- 
mitteeman James Stavros had predicted 
after the election, "We're in. We'll do as 
we want." 


Koeppen answered: "With reference to 


people who were active in the past cam- 
paign — I made no effort to apologize 
for, criticize, or condone their actions. I 
am sure you feel the same way about 
your supporters. I speak for no man oth- 
er than myself." 


Mrs. O'Reilley said the board's re- 


cent promotion of former trustee Roger 
Strieker to director of public safety was 
a way of giving Strieker the village man- 
ager's powers without the title, 


Koeppen answered: "Before being crit- 


ical of anyone, including village employ- 
es, check their performance in their pre- 
sent capacities." 


MRS. O'REILLEY compared the vil- 


lage government to Mayor Daley's Chi- 
cago Machine. 


Koeppen said: "Comparing us to na- 


tional-level politicians, it is the ex- 
ception, not the rule, to put your political 
opponents in key positions on commis- 
sions. In business as in politics, this is a 
no-no and contrary to Machine proce- 
dures." The trustee was apparently re- 
ferring to the village board appointing 
Wheeling independent party candidates 
and their supporters to village volunteer 
boards and commissions. 


THE LETTER to the Herald criticized 


the appointment'of former village trustee 
Peter Egan to the village fire and police 
commission as an attempt to put a fami- 
ly member in control of the police de- 
partment. 


Koeppen responded: 
<(As to a trustee 


on a commission, the policy of the past 
boards has been to put former trustees 
on commissions or boards if they so 
request. During the last election, both 
parties stated they would put experi- 
enced people on commissions — a man 
with eight years as a village trustee has 
the experience," 


Mrs. O'Reilley questioned what the 


board planned for the police and fire de- 
partments now that Strieker and Egan 
serve in posts directing the department. 


Koeppen countered: "Our plans for the 


police and fire departments are to ex- 
pand services in both departments, reach 
our ultimate goal of a full-time fire de- 
partment — specialization on both de- 
partments — men have been going to 
school for this purpose. The police de- 
partment alone has changed in the past 
few years. Policemen now must use psy- 
chology, know all the facets of law, legal 
rights, know drugs, their uses, their ef- 
fects. 


"I would say our plans are to meet 


today's and tomorrow's needs for the 
citizens of Wheeling," the trustee said. 


MRS. O'REILLEY predicted the board 
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would juggle and shuffle police depart- 
ment personnel next September when 
Police Chief M. 0. Horcher is eligible to 
retire after 20 years of service. 


She also hinted former Trustee William 


Hart's return to Wheeling may have been 
prompted by "a recall to active 'family' 
duty." 


Koeppen responded: "As to rumors 


concerning vacancies in village depart- 
ments and comments by those who have 
served in an elected capacity, only time 
will tell if these rumors and comments 
are fact or fiction." 


4fter Koeppen's speech, Trustee Mi- 


chael Valenza asked Horcher if he had 
plans to retire next fall. Horcher said he 
didn't. 


In response to other points made in the 


letter, the trustee explained the village 
zoning board does not operate indepen- 
dently and that anyone has a right to 
request a public hearing if they have the 
necessary legal documents and a filing 
fee. Mrs. O'Reilley had said the zoning 
board would turn the village into a 
"jungle of apartment complexes.'* 


Mrs. O'Reilley questioned Douglas 


Cargill's serving on two village commis- 
sions at once and said he had reportedly 
bought up vacant land in the Strong 
Street area now proposed as an apart- 
ment development. 


Koeppen said: "It is not illegal to 


serve on two commissions. This proce- 
dure was established by a former

ments. 


Referring to a Wheeling industrial 


commission study of low-cost housing 
needs, Koeppen said Fagan would favor 
that type of spot zoning, but was opposed 
to residential apartments in an already 
residential area. 


"This amazes me. It appears that 


these people want areas rezoned to fit 
their needs but no one else can. Or are 
they playing politics with the voters in 
the Strong Street area, as one of the sup- 
porters (Fagan) has already stated he 
would run in the next election/' Koeppen 
countered, 


Mrs. O'Reilley charged the board 


would use new home rule powers to raise 
taxes when the village is forger. 


Koeppen said: "When taxes are raised 


it affects the village board members as 
well. In fact with the industrial and com- 
mercial areas being developed as fast as 
they are, it might be possible to lower 
some village revenues. The monies from 
these new developments will allow us to 
put up the new fire station, complete the 
full-time fire department, and maybe ad- 
vance our sidewalk and street program."

A vital part of entertaining and oc- 


cupying the children is understanding 
them. Mrs, Dodgion said three-year-olds 
have short attention spans and tend to be 
more selfish than magnanimous. Four- 
year-olds think "everything is funny" 
and are finduig out there are indeed oth- 
er people in the world. Five-year-olds. 
having acquired a little sophistication by 
attending kindergarten, tend to be less 
selfish and more magnanimous than the 
three-year-olds. 


Mrs, Dodgion's advice to us was to 


start

lastingly curious, preschoolers respond 
most quickly to new toys. 


Thus, the child expert said, collect a 


variety of toys and keep them in a 
"'Goody Bag."

Expert Compares Landfill 
And Incinerator Problems 


Buffalo Grove residents threw a bar- 


rage of questions at land pollution expert 
Charles Clark Tuesday but he was 
unable to answer many of them since 
they dealt with ah* pollution. 


Most of the questions came from the 


six-member Buffalo Grove Environmen- 
tal Control Committee, which invited 
Clark to the meeting, Clark is manager 
of the surveillance section, Division of 
Land Pollution of the Environmental 
Protection Agency. He spoke to ArHng- 
ton Heights residents about the same 
subject Monday night. 


Clark told the committee and about 25 


citizens who attended that he could an- 
swer questions about landfills and solid 
waste disposal, but another division of 
EPA handles air pollution. 


Buffalo Grove residents did learn, how- 


ever, that there apparently is no way 
they can learn in advance if a permit to 


build an incinerator will be granted to 
Arlington Heights, Clark also told them 
the EPA is under no obligation to listen 
to citizen complaints in advance. He said 
there are no public hearings in advance, 
and the only recourse citizens have is to 
file a petition with the EPA after a per- 
mit is allowed. 


Clark added the EPA has an obligation 


only to investigate the complaint. 


IN ANSWER to several questions 


about the quality of landfills compared 
with incinerators, Clark said either one 
can be good. "If both are built and oper- 
ated in accordance with our (EPA) re- 
quirements, neither one will pollute." 


Although Clark admitted he wasn't 


qualified to discuss air pollution, he did 
say that most incinerators in operation 
today do not meet EPA standards, or 
they would have cost a lot more. "I don't 
know of any which meet the standards,"

Lana Epstein of the committee asked, 


"If land is available in the northeast por- 
tion of Illinois, can it be condemned as is 
done for parks and schools?" 


Clark said there is considerable land 


suitable for sanitary landfills, but the 
question of availability is a problem. 
"Our trouble is getting zoning approval. 
But a couple court rulings in Rockford 
indicate a city can condemn land." 


Clark did say the existing incinerators 


cost about twice as much to operate per 
cubic yard than sanitary landfills. He 
gave examples of about $4 per cubic 
yard in most landfills compared with $8 
for incinerators. 


Another committee member asked, 


"Over the next 10 years, how modern 
will the incinerator be compared to what 
is, done now and in the future in recycl- 
ing?" 


"You're asking me to guess," Clark 


said, "and I will. I don't see any major 
new recycling methods in the next 10 
years. The best prospect seems to be py- 
rolysis, or burning with insufficient oxy- 
gen. Other methods depend too much on 
salvage market." 


CLARK added that an incinerator 


should draw from a population of 200,000 
to be successful, while a sanitary landfill 
can get by with a smaller population. 


He said an incinerator still requires a 


landfill for the residue, since about 30 
per cent of the bulk remains after burn- 
ing. Maintenance also is high for in- 
cinerators compared to landfills, he said. 


"There are 1% million acres of strip 


mines in Illinois, and many sites are rea- 
sonably suitable for rail-haul. Some rail- 
roads in the country have tried this 
method but have gotten nowhere because 
of lack of demand or apathy, but I'm 
sure it'll come," Clark said, 
1' A r e inter-municipal solid waste 


agreements possible?" asked one com- 
mittee member. 


Clark said a 1969 law allows for solid 


waste disposal districts, but they must 
involve full counties, so none are in exis- 
tence. 


Clark also told the audience that many 


problems have not been resolved by the 
EPA because its proposed new rules and 
regulations have not yet been approved. 
He said many landfills and all in- 
cinerators are operating only with ap- 
proval of the state Department of Public 
Health, although all such operations will 
be required to be licensed by the EPA 
when the new rules are in effect. 


"The new rules and regulations to be 


offered to the Pollution Control Board 
will have specifics on existing sites, but 
I'm not at liberty to tell any of them," 
Clark said. 


He said the EPA is currently operating 


under 1965 laws for solid waste disposal. 
Such laws only require registration of old 
sites and prior approval of new ones. The 
new EPA regulations will require in- 
spections before permits can be granted. 


Clark said the major problem is that if 


a permit request is not denied within 90 
days it is automatically approved, so his 
staff has not been able to tell all landfills 
to submit applications, because they 
couldn't handle that many. With 600-700 
sites, many would be approved by 
default without ever being inspected, he 
said.

Want To Trade Your Old Paperbacks? 


The Wheeling Public Library has in- 


augurated a free paperback book ex- 
change that will start immediately. 


The exchange operates on a "bring

Swanson added, "This is also one way 


we have of providing limited service to 
would-be library patrons who live outside 
the "district.

The fee for out-of-district patrons is 


normally $35 per family, per year. This 
entitles them to all library facilities open 
to the district patrons, 


Swanson said he hopes "the paperback 


exchange will open the doors of the li- 
brary to many more people.

Teacher Salary Proposals 


Teachers' salary and benefit proposals 


for the 1072-73 school year have been re- 
leased by both the High School Dist. 211 
School Board and the teachers, three 
weeks after their first negotiations meet- 
ing. 


This is the first time the negotiating 


teams have publicized the salary-benefit 
proposals in the district's three-year bar- 
gaining history. In the past, information 
on negotiations has been released only at 
the time of settlement. 


The board has proposed holding the 


salary increases at five per cent because 
of "deficit financing." However, the 
teachers want higher and broader salary 
increases along with more voice in dis- 
trict affairs. 


During the coming months the two 


teams will negotiate to bring their pro- 
posals closer together until they reach a 
settlement. If they reach an impasse, 
outside help, such as a mediator or a 
fact finder, will be called in to recom- 
mend solutions. 


IN THEIR FIRST three bargaining 


sessions the two teams have debated 


whether to break their "closed" tradition 
and issue news releases during the nego- 
tiations process. This week the teachers, 
who favor open sessions, presented their 
preliminary negotiations package to the 
Herald. The board's team followed suit 
after they learned of the teachers' ac- 
tion. 


The teachers want to open the sessions 


because they "want the public to know 
we aren't just interested in money," ac- 
cording to Jerry Petersen, head of the 
Dist. 211 Education Association. "Most of 
our demands are designed to improve 
education." 


Board Pres. Robert Creek argues that 


the board's team has agreed to open the 
sessions after April 15. 


"This would have given us 60 days to 


negotiate in good faith. And it gives the 
teachers plenty of time to talk about the 
issues before the school year ends." 


Whether the two teams will publicize 


the negotiation proceedings again before 
April 15 will be discussed at a closed 
meeting Monday night. Creek termed the 
teachers' release of their negotiations 


proposal "totally unethical." 


THE 
OPEN 
SESSION 
issue 
was 


brought up as a "ground rules" proposal. 
The negotiators will discuss neither sala- 
ries nor benefits until the ground rules 
are set. 


The teachers' salary-benefit proposal is 


the product of questionnaires, opinion 
polls and meetings of the teachers. The 
survey process was conducted by the 
Education Association, which represents 
80 per cent of the district's teachers. 


The teachers' package includes more 


than 30 separate proposals. These pro- 
posals call for a greater voice in policy 
decisions, better salary and insurance 
benefits, more leeway for association ac- 
tivities, broader negotiations and im- 
proved teaching conditions. 


The board's package, on the other 


hand, deals primarily with salary issues. 
The teachers have charged that the 
board has refused to negotiate "working 
conditions" in the past. However, accord- 
ing to Creek the board has tried to limit 
the negotiations to working condition

Slow B 
To China' In 1915

The proverbial slow boat to China 


takes 37 days to get there from America. 
At least it did in 1915. 


Transportation has most certainly im- 


proved, taking President Nixon and his 
entourage less than a week to get to Pek- 
ing and including a leisurely stopover in 


Hawaii. 


But Alvah Williford, a 76-year-old re- 


lired Arlington Heights, man who now 
works part-time as a sanitarian for the 
Palatine Health Department, can re- 
member well his trip to China and his 
five-year stay there as an enlisted man 
for the U. S. Army. 


It was a year before the outbreak of 


World War I that Williford first arrived 
in a land he knew almost nothing about. 
He was 19 then, but his years there gave 
him a better education than he thinks he 
could have received most anywhere else. 


"I had 25 years of education in five 


years," he said, explaining that his expe- 
riences were "far more knowledgeable 
than anything Nixon or the other diplo- 
mats could have seen." 


After living and working among the na- 


tive Chinese throughout bis stay, Will- 
iford has a high respect for them, par- 
ticularly a respect for their shrewdness. 


"The Chinese are good teachers and 


you better be a good pupil," Williford 
says, almost as a word of advice to the 
President. "They never let anything go 
to waste," he says, whether it be food, 


materials or knowledge. 


Williford picked up a lot of business 


know-how while stationed in Tientsin, a 
fairly large port city about 70 miles 
southeast of Peking on the Yellow Sea. 


HIS JOB, LIKE the 1,200 other troops 


stationed there, was to guard the Ameri- 
can and British interests in the Peking- 
Mukden Railroad, a line which ran from 
the Chinese capital to Mukden (now 
called Shenyang) several hundred miles 
northeast. 


When not working with the 15th In- 


fantry, to which he had been assigned, 
he traveled extensively and managed to 
become quite an organization man. 


At the age of 20, Williford started and 


operated the 15th Infantry Club, a restau- 
rant and gathering place for the Ameri- 
can GIs stationed there. He also organ- 
ized boxing matches for the entertain- 
ment of the troops, much sooner than 
Bob Hope got the idea. 


Baseball leagues and games between 


the various units stationed in Tientsin, 
Peking, Manila, Japan and the "sailors

He faces opposition in the March 21 


primary from Judge Raymond K. Berg, 
the Democrats' slated candidate, and at- 
torney Donald Page Moore, an indepen- 
dent, 


Hanrahan was slated, then dumped, by 


the Democrats in the midst of his in- 
dictment for allegedly attempting to cov- 
er up a raid in which two Black Panther 
Party leaders were killed. 


HANRAHAN has maintained that he 


could not be guilty of obstructing justice 
because two grand juries have deter- 


mined that no crime was committed dur- 
ing the raid in December, 1969. 


He has accused his main opponent, 


Berg, of falsifying traffic court records 
to indicate more drunken drivers have 
been jailed than actually have. 


Earlier this week, the Chicago Bar As- 


sociation declared it found Berg, Moore 
and Republican candidate C. Bernard 
Carey qualified to hold the state's attor- 
ney position, and Hanrahan unqualified 
because of his temperament and because 


he is under indictment in the Black Pan- 
ther case. 


Hanrahan in return charged that the 


bar association is prejudiced against 
him. 


Neither Hanrahan nor Berg will be 


able to attend a meeting scheduled for 
Tuesday night by the Palatine Township 
Regular Democratic Organization, their 
campaign offices said. However, Moore 
will attend the 8 p.m. meeting at the Pal- 
atine Savings and Loan Association, 100 
W. Palatine Rd. 


Palatine officials favor the creation of 


a regional mass transportation district 
for the Northwest suburbs but are un- 
committed as to whether Chicago should 
be included in the plan. 


Mayor Jack Moodie this week pre- 


sented four alternatives to the Palatine 
Village Board for a statement of position 
to be submitted to the Northwest Munici- 
pal Conference on a proposal for a trans- 
portation district. 


Moodie, who also is president of the 


municipal conference for the current 
year, told the trustees there is a "feeling 
that all the federal money will go to Chi- 
cago (because of the Chicago Transit Au- 
thority) for the next 15 years" if no more 
is made by the suburbs to form another 
district. 


"If the federal government makes the 


money available, it should be spent 
where it is needed," Moodie said. 


He suggested the board could either 


take no action; recommend formation of 
a regional transportation district in- 
cluding Chicago; recommend a similar 
district but excluding Chicago, or recom- 
mend formation of multiple districts in 
smaller areas that would also be able to 
qualify for federal funds to build local 
mass transit facilities. 


Moodie recommended that the board 


approve a broad plan that suggests the 
formation of a regional district but "not 
be specific what form it should take." 


TRUSTEES AGREED with his basic 


proposal, but attitudes among them 
varied on the question of involving Chi- 
cago in the plan. Trustee Tom Ahern 
warned that if the CTA is ignored by the 
suburbs, a suburban transit railroad line 
might be created that stops short and 
won't provide a direct route to Chicago. 


Others 
were concerned 
about the 


strong amount of influence 
Chicago 


might have in a transportation that in- 
cludes the CTA. 


The open recommendation of the board 


still leaves room for a decision on Chi- 
cago after more information on the ef- 
fects of creating a regional district is 
brought out. 


The broad position of the village board 


has been presented to the Northwest Mu- 
nicipal Conference and will be submitted 
Saturday at a meeting of officials from 
several area communities to discuss a 
plan for a mass transit district that ex- 
cludes Chicago. Moodie is expected to at- 
tend. 


This meeting, to be held at the Arling- 


ton Park Towers, was organized by Ar- 
lington Heights Mayor Jack Walsh who 
strongly supports the exclusion of Chi- 
cago from the plan. Walsh suggests that 
Cook, DuPage, Kane, Lake, McHenry and 
Will Counties be involved in a single dis- 
trict, without Chicago. 


HOWEVER, MOUNT Prospect Mayor 


.Kobert Teichert this week said he fa- 
vored a plan to include Chicago, saying 
that participation of the city would be 
necessary for the success of any regional 
plan and would avoid duplication of ser- 
vices. 


Mayor Roland Meyer of Rolling Mead- 


ows says he is still not committed to a 
position regarding a mass transit plan. 
However, he said by Saturday he will 
have conferred with city aldermen and 
will have a consensus of opinion to pre- 
sent to the conference.

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Task Force' To Help Solve Problems Facing Elderly

Nearly 50 churches, civic and social 


agencies have been invited to send repre- 
sentatives to a March 14 meeting to dis- 
cuss the formation of a broadly based 
task force on problems of the elderly. 


Included are village managers from 


Palatine, Buffalo Grove, and Rolling 
Meadows; school board presidents from 
Dist. 25, 23. 21, 5D and 214; supervisors 
from Wheeling, Palatine and Elk Grove 
townships; the executive vice president 


of Northwest Community Hospital and 
the director of the Lutheran Home for 
the Aged, 


The organizational meeting will be led 


by Arlington Heights Trustee Dwight 
Walton who is chairman of the Village 
Board's public relations committee. 


In a cover letter to prospective task 


force members, Walton explained the 
March 14 meeting would explore how the 
task force should be organized and what 
role it might piay in dealing with prob- 


lems of the elderly. 


ALSO ASKED TO attend the meeting 


were the president of the board of 
trustees of Harper College; senior citizen 
clubs in Arlington Heights, Palatine and 
Northbrook; Countryside YMCA; the Ar- 
lington Heights Board of Health, Cham- 
ber of Commerce, Park District and Li- 
brary and the Northwest Opportunity 
Center. 


Nineteen Arlington Heights churches 


have also been invited. 


In his letter, Walton noted the Arling- 


ton Heights Village Board of Trustees 
"and many others feel a more directed 
effort can, and should be expended in or- 
der to make life more viable for this el- 
derly segment of our population. 


Arlington Heights now offers senior 


citizens, 65 years of ^age or older, re- 
duced rates on the purchase of village 
vehicle stickers and reduced garbage 
collection rates. 


The Arlington Heights Park District 


also offers what it calls a "Gold Key" to 


elderly residents which allows them to 
use all park facilities and programs in 
the district without charge. 


Although Arlington Heights is one of 


few Northwest suburbs now making spe- 
cial efforts to meet the needs of its elder- 
ly, the village board has gone on record 
in support of extending special village, 
and when feasible, private services to its 
senior citizens. 


According to the 1970 U.S. Census, 


3,236 people over the age of 65 live in 
Arlington Heights. 


THE IDEA OF a task force on prob- 


lems of the elderly was proposed in a 
r e s o l u t i o n presented by Arlington 
Heights Trustee James T. Ryan at a 
Nov. 15 meeting of the Village Board. 


At that time, the village board referred 


the matter to its public relations com- 
mittee. 
UI don't think for a moment that such 


a task force is going to solve or even 
isolate all of the local problems con- 
fronting the elderly. I do think that it 
could be a step forward and most im- 
portantly, a local step," Ryan said.

"IN PALATINE. Illinois, during 1970 


alone, there were 378 accidents resulting 
in 123 injuries and one death. This record 
eortainly could be improved. To improve 


the habits of today's drivers, the positive 
changes must start before a person can 
legally be licensed to drive an automo- 
bile, when the individual is a teen-ager. 


"My program for improving my com- 


munity's teen-age traffic safety record 
would actually involve only two fields: 
education and recreation. 


"Driver's education, as presented in a 


high school curriculum, has improved, 
and changes are made each year to ac- 
commodate the students and the laws. 
High school driver's education should be 
the last step in a program for driver's 
training, not one and only instruction an 
individual has before he is turned loose 
onto this country's roads. A good driver 


should be familiar with all aspects of 
driving. These aspects include: the me- 
chanical operation of the 
automobile, 


proper driving habits, a thorough knowl- 
edge of the safety laws, and a knowledge 
of the consequences of poor driving — 
this state's law enforcement system. A 
program including these topics should be 
started in the eighth grade, not in the 
second year of high school. 


"Of these four topics, law enforcement 


should be stressed to the utmost in a 
driver's training. More often than not, 
only when a driver receives a ticket, 
does he realize his driving habits are 
poor. After a ticket — and for many, 
only after a ticket — does an individual 


come in contact with the 
community 


court. This is often an unpleasant experi- 
ence. A field trip to a traffic court could 
be a useful and educational experience to 
an interested student. Such field trips 
would be a part of the driver's education 
program. 


"RECREATION, AS far as driving is 


concerned, contains the positive rein- 
forcement a good driver needs. In recre- 
ation, two fields come to mind: school 
clubs and amateur racing clubs. 


"School sponsored driving-and car 


clubs are perhaps the only clubs- my high 
school does not have, yet these clubs 
could be the most popular of activities 
with a wide range of students.

from the gunboats on the Yangtze River" 
were also mapped out by Wiiliford. His 
aggressiveness in organizing all these ac- 
tivities gave him the opportunity to buy 
an official Chinese rickshaw with, coolie 
to get him around the mainland. 


China, as Witlitord saw it, was rela- 


tively untouched by the World War rag- 
ing In Europe. While the troops knew 
what was happening, the Chinese natives 
knew very little, if anything, about the 
outside world. 


There was no resentment then of 


American troops or "imperialist aggres- 
sion** as is heard now in the China of 
today. 


"We got along well and were very 


close to the natives," Wiiliford said. 
"They didn't really know what we were 
and they didn't care. They just knew we 
were foreigners." 


The only resentment Wiiliford said he 


ever felt from any Chinese was from 
some of the foreign-educated natives who 
returned honm 


"THE MOST COMMON question I 


heard from them was why we had Amer- 
ican missionaries in their country," Wiil- 
iford recalled. The strongly Buddhist 
Chinese resented having Christian doc- 
trines from another land pushed on 
them. 


Chinese in and around Tientsin were 


almost completely oriented toward farm- 
ing the land. Either a native worked in 
the fields or he worked as a "coolie la- 
borer" by hauling carts and carrying 
loads for the farmers, Wiiliford said. 


Any military hostilities that erupted 


occurred between the troops themselves 
that were stationed in the area, Wiiliford 
said his 15th Infantry was the "first and 
only American unit to engage in hand-to- 
hand fights in Tientsin/1 and this oc- 
curred out of inner rivalries rather than 
out of war tensions. 


At the outbreak of the war, the Chinese 


severed relations with- the Germans and

took away all German concessions that 
had been allowed to them in Tientsin, 
Wiiliford said. They even went so far as 
to rename a main street through the 
German section of town "Woodrow Wil- 
son Drive." 


Still, the native Chinese in the towns 


and villages remain detached from the 
world feud, although Wiiliford saw "a lot 
of internal strife." 


Land and property owners in China 


battled one another "to gain possession of 
each- other's land, often bringing much 
bloodshed to themselves and those that 
worked for them, he said. 


During his time in China, Wiiliford saw 


two cholera epidemics, although he was 
unaffected by the disease. On his return 
to the United States, he was waylaid in 
Manila two months and placed in quar- 
antine to make sure he could pass noth- 
ing on to other soldiers. 


OF ALL THE many cultural differ- 


ences between Americans and the Chi- 
nese, Wiiliford most strongly remembers 
the Chinese attitudes towards women 
and parental control. 


"The Chinese children had the greatest 


respect and admiration for their par- 
ents," he said, something which he wish- 
es "happened more here," 


Women in China were completely sub- 


servient to men and became "rather a 
cheap commodity" to most men, he said. 
Such female inferiority was carried out 
to extremes in interior lands of China, he 
said, describing such primitive practices 
as killing the third child, if it happened 
to be a girl, and offering the body to 
gods. 


These extremes were not well liked by 


Wiiliford, but he says he did appreciate 
the duty of a woman to serve her man. 


"During 48 years of married life I've 


tried to get my wife to walk three feet 
behind me like the Chinese, but she just 
makes me walk three feet behind her," 
he says. 


Wiiliford, great-grandfather of seven, 


has often thought of returning to China. 


"If I were 25 years younger, I'd like to 


go back and enter the import-export 
business," he says. But he's not, and now 
he's content with his memories of China. 


Besides, as he's quick to tell you, you 


can't get chop suey in China. 


Hospital., Fire Officials 
Weigh Emergency Training 


Officials of Northwest Community Hos- 


pital in Arlington Heights and from area 
fire departments decided Wednesday to 
determine how much training ambulance 
personnel need to provide emergency 
treatment to the injured and the ill. 


That determination then will provide 


the basis for setting up an ongoing train- 
ing course for the ambulance attendants, 
according to Malcolm D. MacCoun, pres- 
ident of the hospital. 


The training question was prompted by 


a proposal to set up a six-community 
mobile heart attack care system, to be 
based at the hospital. 


Doctors at the hospital decided last 


week that the proposal cannot be sepa- 
rated from the whole question of a train- 
ing course for firemen and other ambu- 
lance attendants. 


"We owe it to the public that if we 


extend our services beyond the hospital 
and into the home, it ought to be well 
thought out," MacCoun said. 


Details regarding what the- training 


should encompass and how long the 
training sessions will last are to be ar- 
ranged fallowing the study of what the 
firemen need to know to provide emer- 
gency treatment 


The firemen attending Wednesday's 


meeting agreed to provide MacCoun with 
a breakdown of the types of ambulatory 
calls their departments received last 
year.

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Baby Sitter Much Like Lion Tamer

tt just never occurred to me that ten- 


ding to folks one-third your size, one- 
sixth your nge. and. at least theo- 
retically, a fraction of your mental ca- 
pacity could be such a formidable task. 


The conclusion, however, was forced 


as I. a seml'COnflrmed bachelor of 29, sat 
among some 73 attentive (and occasion- 
ally giggling) adolescent school girls and 
listened to nn expert compare baby sit- 
ting to performing in a circus. 


"You're going to have to be a little bit 


of everything." she cautioned. 


AND SHE WASN'T kidding. Any baby- 


sitter worth her (or his) salt must be a 
combination 
"lion-tamer, 
tight-rope 


walker, 
ballerina, ring master 
and 


clown,'' Mrs. Marlon Dodglon claimed. 


Mrs. Dodgion, director of the Early 


Learners Nursery School in Hoffman Es- 
tates, was a guest lecturer at the third 
session of "You're In Charge." a baby- 
sitter clinic sponsored by the Hoffman 
Estates Jaycee VVives. 


The clinic, featuring talks by local 


nurses and school, police and fire depart- 
ment officials, Is being held at the Vo- 
gelei Recreation Barn in Hoffman Es- 
tates. The clinic, costing $1, continues 
Ihrough March 29. 


My assignment was to attend the ses- 


sion on preschoolers and return with a 
uniquely bachelor's view of riding herd 
(oops, 1 mean baby-sitting) on these leth- 
a I. ever-energetic tots aged 
three 


through five. 


IN THE MAIN. Mrs. Dodgion dealt 


with three basic baby-sitting realities 
which, in order, were; 


—How to convince your temporary 


wards you are essentially a good Joe — 
of Jane — and deserving of their affec- 
tion and respect. "Kids can spot a phony 
right away," Mrs, Dodgion said, 


—How to occupy and entertain the 


tittle ones now that they love, respect 
and trust you. 


—How to "cajole" the children to bed, 
The key to winning the kids over (the 


first step) is demonstrating sincere inter- 
est in them, Mrs, Dodgion told the girls 
and me. This, 1 found out, requires the 
combined talents of the tightrope walker, 
ballerina and clown. 


ONE MUST, according to Mrs. Dod- 


gion. mix a little vinegar with the sugar 
in this popularity quest. "Kids also need 
boundaries and rules," she explained. 
"They will test you." A bit of the lion- 
tamer or the ring-master, perhaps. 


A vital part of entertaining and oc- 


cupying the children is understanding 
them. Mrs. Dodgion said three-year-olds 
have short attention spans and tend to be 
more selfish than magnanimous. Four- 
year-olds think "everything is funny" 
and are finding out there are indeed oth- 
er people in the world. Five-year-olds, 
having acquired n little sophistication by 
attending kindergarten, tend to be less 
selfish nnri more magnanimous than the 
three-year-olds. 


Mrs. Doclgion's advice to us was to 


start 
becoming "scavengers," 
Ever- 


lastingly curious, preschoolers respond 
most quickly to new toys. 


Thus, the child expert said, collect a 


variety of toys and keep them in a 
'"Goody Bag." Moreover, she added, 
"don't put all your eggs in one basket. 


"SURPRISE THE kids with a different 


toy every time you visit." 


Little boys, Mrs. Dodgion claimed, are 


easier to entertain than little girls. The 
boys will often occupy themselves with 
toy trucks and cars and the like. Little 
girls are more demanding. For instance, 
they like to dress up which means one 
should keep a healthy assortment of "old 
fans, jewelry, etc." in the Goody Bag. 


Also, she added, little girls love to 


"comb out" the long hair currently fash- 
ionable with young girls. This, I thought, 
shouldn't put the masculine gender at too 
much of a -disadvantage given today's 
hair styles. 


Okay. Now the tots love and respect 


you and you have succeded in your role 


as ballerina and clown by keeping them 
entertained. It is time for the real test . . 
. bedtime. 


IN A SOMEWHAT understated fashion, 


Mrs. Dodgion informed us preschoolers 
usually "don't want to go to bed." Again 
she suggests mixtures of the ring-mas- 
ter, the lion-tamer and the clown. 


First, she says, "simmer" them down. 


Then, after getting them in their pa- 
jamas and showing them the bathroom, 
tuck them under the covers. 


Then what? Bight . . . tell them a bed- 


time story. "Made-up stories" are the 
best, Mrs. Dodgion said. 


The three and four-year-olds prefer 


picture books. Then, if your lucky, the 
kids, stirred by the pictures, will tell you 
the story, saving considerable mental 
anguish for the unimaginative. 


WHAT HAPPENS IF, even after you 


have followed all the rules, the children 
refuse to sleep and instead fuss and act 
up? 


Mrs. Dodgion did suggest alternative 


solutions. You can "tell them another 
story" or tell them their mother will be 
home soon or, perhaps, leave the hall 
light on. Some children are afraid of the 
dark. 


Be aware, she said, they may still be 


testing you. Sometime firmness (the lion- 
tamer) is in order and other times hu- 
mor (the clown) will suffice. 


Baby-sitting is a responsibility, Mrs. 


Dodgion told the girls. It also can be an 
extremely beneficial and learning experi- 
ence, she added, if approached with sin- 
cerity and understanding. 


My conclusions? Well, I haven't start- 


ed filling a "Goody Bag" and have never 
had a yen to be a circus performer. It 
requires a more versatile performer than 
I.

Finance Panel Says 'No' 
To $41,000 Parks Request

The Rolling Meadows Finance Com- 


mittee has turned back a Park District 
request (or $41,000 to purchase play- 
ground equipment In light of adverse 
public reaction to parts of the proposal 


Aid Kenneth Relzke, committee chair- 


man, recommended that the park board 
reconsider the proposal, schedule public 
hearings and, if the hearings warrant it, 
make changes m the proposal, before 
bringing It back to the city committee 


The action was taken at a recent com- 


mittee meeting attended by about 20 
people who objected to parts of the pro- 
posal, and by a majority of the city's 
aldermen 


Residents from the Waverly Park area 


and the Rolling Meadows Sports Com- 
plex area were vocal in their criticism of 
parts of the proposal that would affect 
their neighborhoods 


T h e park proposal, 
revealed 
in 


January, called for major purchases of 
playground equipment to be Installed at 
three locations near Klmball Hill school, 
behind the sports complex and near Car- 
dinal Drive School 


The proposal was accompanied by an 


announcement that the park district 
would seek $41 000 from the city to pur- 
chase and Install the playground equip- 
ment 


THE WAVERLY Park residents ob- 


jected that no playground equipment for 
Waverly Park was Included in the pro- 
posal, even though the park district in- 
dicated months ago that they were con- 
sidering the purchase of $10,000 north of 
equipment for that park 


Residents from the sports complex 


area expressed opposition to plans to put 
playground equipment there They told 


the committee their objections were 
based on their feelings that the Sports 
Complex area is over congested non with 
people using the existing facilities, and 
additional equipment would only aggra- 
vate the problem 


The sports complex has generated a 


number of complaints from residents in 
recent months Most have been about 
vandalism in the neighborhood or about 
teen-agers using a gravel road behind 
the complex for a drag racing strip The 
park district closed the road several 
months ago 


Retzke told the park representatives 


that they should consider the reactions of 
the aldermen and the people and get 
more opinions fiom residents in the af- 
fected areas before bringing the proposal 


back to the finance committee 


Bill Billings, paik board president, 


said yesterday that the district's building 
and grounds committee was meeting last 
night to discuss the course of action to be 
taken 


Billings said there is a possibility that 


the park board may scrap their fund 
request proposal, but he said that is not 
likely 


He also said the park district has plans 


on the board to complete improvements 
at Waverly Park out of its own budget 
He said the Waverly Park improvements 
are included in a "matching" $41,000 
park renovation proposal that is being 
budgeted by the park district This pio- 
posal is separate from the one seeking 
$41,000 from the city

Individualized education took on a new 


perspective at Jonas Salk School in Roll- 
ing Meadows last week with the opening 
of a learning resource center 


Designed 
to centralize instructional 


materials for all grade levels in one 
area, the center makes many different 
types of material easily accessible to stu- 
dents to work with independently It also 
creates an atmosphere for self-motivated 
and sell-directed learning activities 


Gerald Scholl, principal, said that 


while most of the equipment is not new, 
it is hoped it will receive gi eater utili- 
zation by concentrating it in one area 
rather than dividing it among many 
classrooms He said a 20 to 40 per cent 
increase in utilization of the material is 
anticipated 


At the present time the center is only 


open for three hours on Monday, Wednes- 
day and Friday mornings As many as 60 
students have used the room in a single 
morning 


TO USE THE resource center a stu- 


dent is given a resource centei study 
contract by his teacher specifying what 
he is to do in the center The librarian 
helps the student find the equipment he 
needs and shows him how to opeiate it 
The student then does the prescribed 
work, has it recorded and scored, and 
returns it to his teacher 


"The librarian's role is changing fiom 


one who checks books out to one who 
coordinates the use of many different 
types of instiuction materials," Scholl 
said 


"Hopefully the students will reach a 


point where they will be able to match 
their skills with the equipment avail- 
able," he continued 


The moving force behind forming a re- 


source center at Salk, according to 
Scholl, has been Mis Kathy Ryan, the 
teacher supervisor at the school Mrs 
Ryan suggested several means the teach- 
ers could use to individualize instruction 
at the beginning of the year and the cen- 


tei was one means the teachers felt 
would be valuable in "breaking the tradi- 
tional bonds " 


The staff spent its winter institute day 


touring five schools outside the district 
and seeing resource centers in operation 
From the tours, the teachers got a better 
perspective of what they wanted at Salk 
School Consultants were also bi ought in 
from Northern Illinois University to dis- 
cuss formation of a resource center with 
the staff, and how to evaluate the sue 
cess of the center 


GOALS ESTABLISHED for the centei 


include creating a desire to learn, closer 
teacher-pupil interaction, more effective 
utilization of msti uctional materials, de- 
veloping aesthetic interests, improving 
attitudes to reading, and helping students 
develop into independent and creative 
leainers 


Expansion plans have already been 


proposed for the resource center In ad- 
dition to expanding the instructional ma- 
terials available, the staff would like to 
physically expand the facility 


An instructional improvement grant 


application prepared by Mrs Ryan and 
submitted to the Department of Instruc- 
tion, seeks funds for the expansion Pro 
posed is the removal of a wall to double 
the size of the center, more electrical 
outlets for audio-visual equipment in the 
room, furniture such as tables, barrels, 
poi table bookshelves, and chaiis, carpet- 
nig, and movement of the present li- 
brary into the expanded area 


Salk School is also seeking nomination 


fiom the superintendent for a $5,000 Title 
II grant from the state to expand the 
lesouice center Two other schools in the 
district, Virginia Lake School and Gray 
M Sanborn School both in Palatine, are 
also seeking to be nominated for the 
grant 


As to combining the library and re- 


source center, Scholl said, "We would 
like to make the facility as open as pos- 
sible, as soon as possible, but also as 
cautiously as possible "

In a cover letter to prospective task

Palatine officials favor the creation of 


a regional mass transportation district 
for the Northwest suburbs but are un- 
committed as to whether Chicago should 
be included in the plan. 


Mayor Jack Moodie this week pre- 


sented four alternatives to the Palatine 
Village Board for a statement of position 
to be submitted to the Northwest Munici- 
pal Conference on a proposal for a trans- 
portation district. 


Moodie, who also is president of the 


municipal conference for the current 
year, told the trustees there is a "feeling 
that all the federal money will go to Chi- 
cago (because of the Chicago Transit Au- 
thority) for the next 15 years" if no more 
is made by the suburbs to form another 
district. 


"If the federal government makes the 


money available, it should be spent 
where it is needed," Moodie said. 


He suggested the board could either 


take no action; recommend formation of 
a regional transportation district in- 
cluding Chicago; recommend a similar 
district but excluding Chicago, or recom- 
mend formation'of multiple districts in 
smaller areas that would also be able to 
qualify for federal funds to build local 
mass transit facilities. 


Moodie recommended that the board 


approve a broad plan that suggests the 
formation of a regional district but "not 
be specific what form it should take." 


TRUSTEES AGREED with his basic 


proposal, but attitudes among them 
varied on the question of involving Chi- 
cago in the plan. Trustee Tom Ahern 
warned that if the CTA is ignored by the 
suburbs, a suburban transit railroad line 
might be created that stops short and 
won't provide a direct route to Chicago.

The open recommendation of the board 


still leaves room for a decision on Chi- 
cago after more information on the ef- 
fects of creating a regional district is 
brought out.

Saturday at a meeting of officials from 
several area communities to discuss a 
plan for a mass transit district that ex- 
cludes Chicago. Moodie is expected to at- 
tend. 


This meeting, to be held at the Arling- 


ton Park Towers, was organized by Ar- 
lington Heights Mayor Jack Walsh who 
strongly supports the exclusion of Chi- 
cago from the plan. Walsh suggests that 
Cook, DuPage, Kane, Lake, McHenry and 
Will Counties be involved in a single dis- 
trict, without Chicago.

Palatine Man Took 'Slow Boat To China' In 1915

The proverbial slow boat to China 


takes 37 dnys to get there from America. 
At least it did in 1915. 


Transportation has most certainly im- 


proved, tilting President Nixon and his 
entourage less than a week to get to Pek- 
ing and including a leisurely stopover in 
Hawaii, 


But Alvah Williford. a 76-year-old re- 


tired Arlington Heights man who now 
works part-time as a sanitarian for the 
Palatine Health Department, can re- 
member well his trip to China and his 
five-year stay there as an enlisted man 
for the U. S. Army. 


It was a year before the outbreak of 


World War I thDt Williford first arrived 
in a land he knew almost nothing about. 
Pie was 19 then, but his years there gave 
him a better education than he thinks he 
could have received most anywhere else. 


"I had 25 years of education in five 


years," he said, explaining that his expe- 
riences were "far more knowledgeable 
than anything Nixon or the other diplo- 
mats could have seen.1' 


After living and working among the na- 


tive Chinese throughout his stay, Will- 
iford has a high respect for them, par- 
ticularly a respect for their shrewdness. 


"The Chinese are good teachers and 


you better be a good pupil." Williford 
says, almost as a word of advice to the 
President. "They never let anything go 
to waste." he says, whether it be food, 
materials or knowledge. 


Williford picked up a lot of business 


know-how while stationed in Tientsin, a 
fairly large port city about 70 miles 
southeast of Peking on the Yellow Sea. 


IHS JOB, LIKE the 1,200 other troops 


stationed there, was to guard the Ameri- 
can and British interests in the Peking- 
Mukden Railroad, a line which ran from 
the Chinese capital to Mukden (now 
.called Shenyang) several hundred miles 
northeast. 


When not working with the lath In- 


fantry, to which he had been assigned, 
he traveled extensively and managed to 
become quite an organization man. 


At the age of 20. Williford started and 


operated the loth Infantry Club, a restau- 
rant and gathering place for the Ameri- 
'can GIs stationed there. He also organ- 
.ized boxing matches for the entertain- 
ment of tiie troops, much sooner than 
Bob Hope got the idea. 


Baseball leagues and games between 


the various units stationed in Tientsin, 
Peking. Manila, Japan and the "sailors 
from the gunboats on the Yangtze River" 
were also mapped out by Williford. His 
aggressiveness in organizing all these ac- 
tivities gave him the opportunity to buy 
an official Chinese rickshaw with coolie 
lo get him around the mainland. 


China, as Williford saw it, was rela- 


tively untouched by the World War rag- 
ing in Europe. While the troops knew 
what was happening, the Chinese natives 
knew very little, if anything, about the 
outside world. 


There was no resentment then of 


American troops or "imperialist aggres- 
sion" as is heard now in the China of 
today. 


"We got along well and were very 


close to the natives," Williford said. 
"They didn't really know what we were 
and they didn't care. They just knew we 
were foreigners." 


The only resentment Williford said he 


ever felt from any Chinese was from 
some of the foreign-educated natives who 
returned home. 


"THE MOST COMMON question I 


heard from them was why we had Amer- 
ican missionaries in their country," Will- 
iford recalled. The strongly Buddhist 
Chinese resented having Christian doc- 
trines from another land pushed on 
them. 


Chinese in and around Tientsin were 


almost completely oriented toward farm- 
ing the land. Either a native worked in 
the fields or he worked as a "coolie la- 
borer" by hauling carts and carrying 
loads for the farmers, Williford said. 


Any military hostilities that erupted 


occurred between the troops themselves 
that were stationed in the area. Williford 
said his 15th Infantry was the "first and 
only American unit to engage in hand-to- 
hand fights in Tientsin," and this oc- 
curred out of inner rivalries rather than 
out of war tensions. 


At the outbreak of the war, the Chinese 


severed relations with the Germans and 
took away all German concessions that 
had been allowed to them in Tientsin, 
Williford said. They even went so far as 
to rename a main street through the 


German section of town "Woodrow Wil- 
son Drive." 


Still, the native Chinese in the towns 


and villages remain detached from the 
world feud, although Williford saw "a lot 
of internal strife." 


Land and property owners in China 


battled one another to gain possession of 
each other's land, often bringing much 
bloodshed to themselves and those that 
worked for them, he said. 


During his time in China, Williford saw 


two cholera epidemics, although he was 
unaffected by the disease. On his return 
to the United States, he was waylaid in 
Manila two months and placed in quar- 
antine to make sure he could pass noth- 
ing on to other soldiers. 


OF ALL THE many cultural differ- 


ences between Americans and the Chi- 
nese, Williford most strongly remembers 
the Chinese attitudes towards women 
and parental control. 


"The Chinese children had the greatest 


respect and admiration for their par- 
ents," he said, something which he wish- 
es "happened more here." 


Women in China were completely sub- 


servient to men and became "rather a 
cheap commodity" to most men, he said. 
Such female inferiority was carried out 
to extremes in interior lands of China, he 
said, describing such primitive practices

as killing the third child, if it happened 
to be a girl, and offering the body to 
gods. 


These extremes were not well liked by 


Williford, but he says he did appreciate 
the duty of a woman to serve her man. 


"During 48 years of married life I've 


tried to get my wife to walk three feet 
behind me like the Chinese, but she just 
makes me walk three feet behind her," 
he says. 


Williford, great-grandfather of seven, 


has often thought of returning to China. 


"If I were 25 years younger, I'd like to 


go back and enter the import-export 
business," he says. But he's not, and now 
he's content with his memories of China. 


Besides, as he's quick to tell you, you 


can't get chop suey in China. 
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Robert Teichert this week said he fa- 
vored a plan to include Chicago, saying 
that participation of the city would be 
necessary for the success of any regional 
plan and would avoid duplication of ser- 
vices.

nounce he does not favor the proposed 
hike.

Maple St.: Michael Ward, 400 S, Main 
St.: and Peter Olesen, 126 Bobby Ln. 


When he appeared for caucus endorse- 


ment, which he did not receive, Moeser 
indicated he supported the referendum. 
He said yesterday he changed his mind 
after "listening to my supporters and 
paying more attention to the school board 
and administration," 


"AT FIRST I was convinced the referen- 


dum was required to keep our schools 
functioning," he said. "Since becoming 
more involved, and after making my own 
investigation, I feel in my own mind that 
the referendum is not in the best interest 
of all. It is only a stopgap measure at 
best and will only postpone the crisis." 


Moeser indicated he did not feel the 


referendum would bring in enough mon- 
ey to prevent another financial crisis 
next year, He blamed the current crisis 
on mismanagement of funds by the 


board and administration. Better man- 
agement and long-range planning, he 
said, could have prevented it. 


If elected, Moeser said he will recom- 


mend evaluation of the administration to 
see if cutbacks can be made in that area. 


UNLIKE HIS OPPONENT, Olesen, 


a caucus candidate, said he is "100 per 
cent for the referendum. I consider that 
more important than my election. I in- 
tend to work for the referendum, not 
part of any group, but as an individual." 


Casper said he will also actively work 


for passage of the hike. 


"Although I don't anticipate going 


around in the community, I will attend 
coffees and speak for the referendum 
when I am asked, I am thoroughly in 
favor of it." 


Ward, an independent, favors the 


proposed hike, but not future referen- 
tlums, 


"I favor a one-time referendum to 


maintain quality education," he said. 
"But better management and planning is 
needed, This one is necessary because of 
poor management by the board." 


Holloway, a caucus candidate, could 


not be reached for comment. However, 
when he appeared before the caucus he 
indicated he was in support of the refer- 
endum.

23, 23, 21, 59 and 214; supervisors 
from Wheeling, Palatine and Elk Grove 
townships; the executive vice president 
of Northwest Community Hospital and 
the director of the Lutheran Home for 
the Aged. 


The organizational meeting will be led

In a cover letter to prospective task 


force members, Walton explained the 
March 14 meeting would explore how the 
task force should be organized and what 
role it might play in dealing with prob- 
lems of the elderly.

The finance committee of the Mount 


Prospect Village Board is taking a look 
at the village's business license fees. It's 
about time.

He got his building permit and let out 


the construction work for bids. But then 
things began to happen behind the 
scenes, and the permit was rescinded 
two weeks later. 


The village. Bartmann said, contended 


his golf course would have a great nui- 
sance value and become a hangout for 
school children, especially since it was 
going to be built so close to Prospect 
High School. 


Bartmann took the village to court. 


The judge said a permit had been issued, 
so it remained issued. And the course 
was put In — with a $10 a day business 
license fee, 


"I knew what the fee was when I 


planned the course, but I thought it was 
open for negotiation." Bartmann said. 
After all, he only operates from April is 
to Mov. i each year.

The village thought negotiation was a 


bad idea. They said his business came 
tinder the "amusement" category, along 
with bowling alleys, theaters, trampo- 
lines and all others. 


THE CATCH-ALL phrasing had caught 


Bartmann and he paid the $10 a day fee 
for 22 days. "Then I let them take me to 
court," he said. 


It was a smart move because it meant 


the village had to pay the court costs — 
especially when once again a judge ruled 
in Bartmann's favor. 


The village then set a fee of $150 a 


year, which was much higher than the 
large department stores that were in the 
village were paying. 


The wily Bartmann waited. He paid 


the $150 for five years then asked the 
village to lower the fee. 


"If I had fought them in court again to 


get say a $50 reduction it would have 
taken me about 10 years to break even 
with the court costs," he said. "By this 
time too I had established a history be- 
hind the business." 


That history showed the course required 


very little in police and fire protection 
and the fee was reduced to $100 a year, 
where it now stands. 


But what's to prevent the Bartmann 


case from repeating itself over and over 
again. The village really has no schedule 
of business license fees. Nothing is stan- 
dard and many businesses don't even 
pay. 


This is why the current review of the 


business license system is so important. 
Efforts are being made to find an equi- 
table system with fees based on the ac- 
tual costs of issuance tmderwrited by the 
village. 


This is a necessary step and a com- 


mendable one. It is to be hoped that a 
new schedule can be in operation by May 
1, the start of the next fiscal year. The 
wait has been too long already.

The Chicago Metropolitan Area Trans- 


portation System (CMATS) bill would 
create a single metropolitan mass transit 
district including the Chicago Transit Au- 
thority. 


The bill, which has had the strong 


backing of the Chicago and North West- 
ern Ry., proposes a three-member gov- 
erning panel. One member would be ap- 
pointed by the governor, a second named 
by the mayor of Chicago, and a third by 
the governor from a list of nominees sug- 
gested by the county boards of the six 
counties. 


Walsh has said the mayors Saturday 


may decide to do nothing about creating 
the new transit district or may agree to 
pursue sub-regional mass transit author- 
ities if they do not think a single, six- 
county district is feasible. 


Intergovernmental Ties 
Between Villages Rise 


Over the past 14 months, the Village of 


Mount Prospect has been active in set- 
ting up increased intergovernmental co- 
operation with neighboring communities. 


Cooperative ties have or will soon be 


knotted in the areas of fire protection, 
police communications and computer bil- 
ling. 


Yet none of this means political unity, 


according to Mount Prospect Mayor Rob- 
ert D. Teichert. "This is no forerunner of 
political merger. This is a means of sur- 
vival," he recently told a gathering of 
trustees and commission members. 


One of the earliest cooperative efforts 


that involved Mount Prospect is still in 
operation today. This is the DAMP (Des 
Plaines, Arlington Heights, Mount Prcs- 
pect and Palatine) Water Commission. 
Formed about 1955, DAMP's big push 
has been to get the member communities 
to go to Lake Michigan for water, in- 
stead of relying on wells. The commis- 
sion has conducted studies that show the 
supply of well water in the Northwest 
suburban area will soon be depleted. 


LAST JANUARY, a mutual aid pro- 


gram was instituted among 15 area fire 
departments, including Mount Prospect. 


Under this program, the exact amount of 
men and equipment to meet a particular 
fire or disaster is predetermined. 


This summer, after many months of 


talks and an application for $314,561 in 
state funds, a central dispatching com- 
munications center will be set up in Ar- 
lington Heights. The trial project, de- 
signed to provide a financial savings to 
using fewer radio operators and more 
sophisticated 
equipment, 
will 
serve 


Mount Prospect, Arlington Heights and 
Elk Grove Village. 


Contracts are now in the hands of the 


four communities that are planning to 
s h a r e a computer facility. Mount 
Prospect, Arlington Heights, Des Plaines 
and Park Ridge will share the cost of a 
centralized computer and personnel. The 
computer will be used for water billing, 
payrolling, compiling police information 
and other operations. 


There are also two groups, COG (Coun- 


cil of Governments) and Northwest Mu- 
nicipal League Conference, that attempt 
to deal with problem areas that affect all 
communities in the area. Mount Pros- 
pect officials participate in both groups.

Meeting March 14 To Form 
Task Force To Assist Aged 


Nearly 50 churches, civic and social 


agencies have been invited to send repre- 
sentatives to a March 14 meeting to dis- 
cuss the formation of a broadly based 
task force on problems of the elderly. 


Included are village managers from 


Palatine, Buffalo Grove, and Rolling 
Meadows; school board presidents from 
Dist. 25. 23, 21, 59 and 214; supervisors 
from Wheeling, Palatine and Elk Grove 
townships; the executive vice president 
of Northwest Community Hospital and 
the director of the Lutheran Home for 
the Aged. 


The organizational meeting will be led 


by Arlington Heights Trustee Dwight 
Walton who is chairman of the Village 
Board's public relations committee. 


In a cover letter to prospective task 


force members, Walton explained the 
March 14 meeting would explore how the 
task force should be organized and what 
role it might play in dealing with prob- 
lems of the elderly. 


ALSO ASKED TO attend the meeting 


were the president of the board of 
trustees of Harper College; senior citizen 
clubs in Arlington Heights, Palatine and 
Northbrook; Countryside YMCA; the Ar- 
lington Heights Board of Health, Cham- 
ber of Commerce, Park District and Li- 
brary and the Northwest Opportunity 
Center, 


Nineteen Arlington Heights churches 


have also been invited. 


In his letter, Walton noted the Arling- 


ton Heights Village Board of Trustees 
"and many others feel a more directed 
effort can, and should be expended in or- 
der to make life more viable for this el- 
derly segment of our population. 


Arlington Heights now offers senior 


citizens, 65 years of age or older, re- 
duced rates on the purchase of village 
vehicle stickers and reduced garbage 
collection rates. 


The Arlington Heights Park District 


also offers what it calls a "Gold Key" to 
elderly residents which allows them to 
use all park facilities and programs in 


the district without charge. 


Although Arlington Heights is one of 


few Northwest suburbs now making spe- 
cial efforts to meet the needs of its elder- 
ly, the village board has gone on record 
in support of extending special village, 
and when feasible, private services to its 
senior citizens. 


According to the 1970 U.S. Census, 


3,236 people over the age of 65 live in 
Arlington Heights. 


THE IDEA OF a task force on prob- 


lems of the elderly was proposed in a 
r e s o l u t i o n presented by Arlington 
Heights Trustee James T. Ryan at a 
Nov. 15 meeting of the Village Board: 


At that time, the village board referred 


the matter to its public relations com- 
mittee. 


"I don't think for a moment that such 


a task force is going to solve or even 
isolate all of the local problems con- 
fronting the elderly. I do think that it 
could be a step forward and most im- 
portantly, a local step," Ryan said.

Approximately 30 Arlington Heights 


municipal officials appear to fall under 
new state income disclosure laws, ac- 
cording to a summary of those statutes 
prepared by Arlington Heights Village 
Atty. Jack Slegel. 


The village president, members of the 


board of trustees, plan commission and 
zoning bosrd, the village clerk and any 
municipal employe with a salary over 
$20.000 a year are now required to file 
statements of economic interest with the 
county clerk by July 1. 


An amendment to the state ethics law 


requires 
these 
officials 
to 
identify 


sources of income in 11 different cate- 
gories, according to Siegel. 


Disclosure of the exact dollar amount 


of income derived from these sources, 
however, is not required by law. 


THE DISCLOSURE statements are to 


be filed with the County Clerk and are 
available to the public for examination 
and copying. 


A person wishing to examine a dis- 


closure statement will be required to fill 
out a form at the county clerk's office 
identifying himself and the reason for in- 
specting the disclosure statement. 


The county clerk then sends the person 


whose statement Is being examined a du- 
plicate of the identification form. 


Siegel outlined the following 11 points 


where statements of economic interest 
are required: 


— The name, address and type of pro- 


fessional practice or organization in 
which the person was an officer, direc- 
tor, associate, partner or proprietor, or 
served in any advisory capacity for 
which he derived income in excess of 
$1,200 during the preceding year. 


— The nature of professional services, 


other than to government, and the nature 
of the entity to which they were rendered 
if the person received fees exceeding 


$5,000 for those services. 


— Identification of any capitol asset 


from which a capitol gain of more than 
$5,000 was realized. 
. 


— The name of any other unit of gov- 


ernment other than the principal unit 
which has employed the person during 
the year. 


— THE NAME OF any entity from 


which a gift or gifts were received with a 
value, singularly or combined, over $500. 


— The name of any stocks, bonds, or 


interest in partnerships or land trusts 
having a market value over $5,000 owned 
by the person or from which dividens 
in excess of $1,200 per year were de- 
rived. This does not include bank ac- 
counts. 


— The name and position in any entity, 


except for professional service, from 


which income over $1,200 was received. 


— The identity of any lobbyist with 


whom the person maintains a close eco- 
nomic association. 


— The name of any entity doing busi- 


ness with the local unit of government in 
which the person owns over $5,000 inter- 
est or receives $1,200 in dividends. 


— The names of any entities which do 


business with the unit of local govern- 
ment in which the person holds a position 
from which over $1,200 in income was 
derived during the year. 


— The name of any entity that has ap- 


plied to the village for a license, fran- 
chise, annexation, zoning or rezoning, if 
the ownership interest of the person fil- 
ing is greater than $5,000 or if income or 
dividends exceeding $1,200 were received 
by the person.

Many 'Early Grads' Didn 't Plan It That Way

"I just wanted to get out of there." 


T h a t was the opinion of Nancy 
Brousseau, an Arlington High School se- 
nior who took extra credits each semes- 
ter to graduate a semester early. 


"I'm taking advanced courses so that I 


can be better prepared for college," said 
Margaret Heller, an Arlington High 
School "super senior" who had enough 
credit in January to graduate a semester 
early, but decided to stay. 


Because of the new eight-period day at 


Arlington High School and many schools 
in Dist, 214, students can take an extra 
credit each term and have the option of 
graduating a semester, or even a year 
early. 


Of the 556 seniors at Arlington High, 


246 were eligible to graduate early. Only 
36 did so. 


"I DON'T THINK the small number of 


early graduates is surprising, 
even 


though they're only a small percentage 
of those who could have graduated," said 
W. John Rowe, assistant principal. "I 
. know many of the families around here, 
and most of the parents are well-edu- 
cated and want their children to take full 
advantage of high school. Most students 
probably don't even think of leaving ear- 
ly." 


Miss Heller, who plans to major in 


biochemistry at the University of Illinois, 
confirmed Howe's feelings that few stu- 
dents think of leaving early. 


"If I graduated ahead of time, I'd have 


to take all the college entrance tests ear- 
ly and apply to colleges in my soph- 
omore year, and V wasn't thinking about 
applying back then," Margaret said. 


Graduating early also means missing 


out on spring club and athletic activities. 
Scott Barnett, a "super senior," didn't 
leave because he would miss out on the 
track team, for which he runs the one 
and two-mile events. 


"In a way, I'm anxious to be on my 


own," Scott said. "But I'd miss out on 
too much by leaving early." 


BEVERLY BURCH didn't graduate in 


January because she can now take ad- 
vanced classes, and may be able to pass 
higher placement tests in college. 


"Besides, I'd miss the Coronet Drill 


Team and Color Guard's spring activi- 


ties," Beverly said. 


"Super seniors" seem to fit into high 


school classes and activities, though 
they're officially finished with their 16 
credits needed for graduation. 


"We have a lot of specialized courses 


that students can take," said Jerry Zi- 
liak, English teacher. "You can't even 
tell juniors and seniors apart these days 
anyway." 


Students who do decide to make an 


early break with school and the related 
activities seem to be tired of school, 
want to work for college money, or want 
to hurry on to college or a career, ac- 
cording to Rowe. 


PETER TITRE, assistant principal at 


Hersey High School, where 62 out of 340 
eligible seniors graduated early, feels 


that each student who decides to leave 
early or stay in school longer is a 
separate case. 


"I think they're going on specific 


needs," Titre said. "There's no pattern 
yet, because we haven't had many early 
graduates until now." 


Of nine of the 36 Arlington High early 


graduates, two have gone to college, six 
are working and one is taking a vaca- 
tion. Of the working six, two will go to 
college in the fall. 


"Though many just wanted to be done 


with school, the early graduates are 
hardly dropouts," Ziliak said. "They 
have to pass extra courses each term to 
doit." 


Of the 36 early graduates, 14 are honor 


roll students.

The proverbial slow boat to China 


takes 37 days to get there from America. 
At least it did in 1015. 


Transportation has most certainly im- 


proved, taking President Nixon and his 
entourage less than a week to get to Pek- 
ing and including a leisurely stopover in 
Hawaii. 


But Alvah Williford, a 76-year-old re- 


tired Arlington Heights man who now 
works part-time as a sanitarian for the 
Palatine Health Department, can re- 
member well his trip to China and his 
five-year stay there as an enlisted man 
for the If. S. Army. 


It was a year before the outbreak of 


World War I that Williford first arrived 
In a land he knew almost nothing about. 
He was 10 then, but his years there gave 
him a better education tban he thinks he 
could have received most anywhere else. 


"I had 25 years of education in five 


years." he said, explaining that his expe- 
riences were "far more knowledgeable 
than anything Nixon or the other diplo- 
mats could have seen," 


After living and working among the na- 


tive Chinese throughout his stay, Will- 
iford has a high respect for them, par- 
ticularly a respect for their shrewdness. 


"The Chinese are good teachers and 


you better be a good pupil," Williford 
says, almost as a word of advice to the 
President. "They never let anything go 
to waste," he says, whether it be food, 
materials or knowledge. 


Williford picked up a lot of business 


know-how while stationed in Tientsin, a 
fairly large port city about 70 miles 
southeast of Peking on the Yellow Sea. 


HIS JOB, LIKE the 1,200 other troops 


stationed there, was to guard the Ameri- 
can and British interests in the Peking- 
Mukden Railroad, a line which ran from 
the Chinese capital to Mukden (now 
called Shenyang) several hundred miles 
northeast. 


When not working with the 15th In- 


fantry, to which he had been assigned, 
he traveled extensively and managed to 
become quite an organization man, 


At the age of 20, Williford started and 


operated the 15th Infantry Club, a restau- 


rant and gathering place for the Ameri- 
can GIs stationed there. He also organ- 
ized boxing matches for the entertain- 
ment of the troops, much sooner than 
Bob Hope got the idea. 


Baseball leagues and games between 


the various units stationed in Tientsin, 
Peking, Manila, Japan and the "sailors 
from the gunboats on the Yangtze River" 
were also mapped out by Williford. His 
aggressiveness in organizing all these ac- 
tivities gave him the opportunity to'buy 
an official Chinese rickshaw with coolie 
to get him around the mainland. 


China, as Williford saw it, was rela- 


tively untouched by the World War rag- 
ing in Europe. While the troops knew 
what was happening, the Chinese natives 
knew very little, if anything, about the 
outside world. 


There was no resentment then of 


American troops or "imperialist aggres- 
sion" as is heard now in the China of 
today. 


"We got along well and were very 


close to the natives," Williford said, 
"They didn't really know what we were

and they didn't care. They just knew we 
were foreigners." 


The only resentment Williford said he 


ever felt from any Chinese was from 
some of the foreign-educated natives who 
returned home. 


"THE 
MOST COMMON question I 


heard from them was why we had Amer- 
ican missionaries in their country," Will- 
iford recalled. The strongly Buddhist 
Chinese resented having Christian doc- 
trines from another land pushed on 
them. 


Chinese in and around Tientsin were 


almost completely oriented toward farm- 
ing the land. Either a native worked in 
the fields or he worked as a "coolie la- 
borer" by hauling carts and carrying 
loads for the farmers, Williford said. 


Any military hostilities that erupted 


occurred between the troops themselves 
that were stationed in the area. Williford 
said his 15th Infantry was the "first and 
only American unit to engage in hand-to- 
hand fights in Tientsin," and this oc- 
curred out of inner rivalries rather than 
out of war tensions. 


At the outbreak of the war, the Chinese 


severed relations with the Germans and 
took away all German concessions that 
had been allowed to them in Tientsin, 
Williford said. They even went so far as 
to rename a main street through the 
German section of town "Woodrow Wil- 
son Drive." 


Still, the native Chinese in the towns 


and villages remain detached from the 
world feud, although Williford saw "a lot 
of internal strife." 


Land and property owners in China 


battled one another to gain possession of 
each other's land, often bringing much 
bloodshed to themselves and those that 
worked for them, he said. 


During his time in China, Williford saw 


two cholera epidemics, although he was 
unaffected by the disease. On his return 
to the United States, he was waylaid in 
Manila two months and placed in quar- 
antine to make sure he could pass noth- 
ing on to other soldiers. 


OF ALL THE many cultural differ- 


ences between Americans and the Chi- 
nese, Williford most strongly remembers 
the Chinese attitudes towards women 
and parental control. 


"The Chinese children had the greatest 


respect and admiration for their par- 
ents," he said, something which he wish- 
es "happened more here." 


Women in China were completely sub- 


servient to men and became "rather a 
cheap commodity" to most men, he said. 
Such female inferiority was carried out 
to extremes in interior lands of China, he 
said, describing such primitive practices 
as killing the third child, if it happened 
to be a girl, and offering the body to 
gods. 


These extremes were not well liked by 


Williford, but he says he did appreciate 
the duty of a woman to serve her man. 


"During 48 years of married life I've 


tried to get my wife to walk three feet 
behind me like the Chinese, but she just 
makes me walk three feet behind her," 
he says. 


Williford, great-grandfather of seven, 


has often thought of returning to China. 


"If I were 25 years younger, I'd like to 


go back and enter the import-export 
business," he says. But he's not, and now 
he's content with his memories of China. 


Besides, as he's quick to tell you, you 


can't get chop suey in China.

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Expert Compares Landfill And Incinerator Problems 


Buffalo Grove residents threw a bar- 


rage of questions at land pollution expert 
Charles Clark Tuesday but he was 
unable to answer many of them since 
they dealt with air pollution. 


Most of the questions came from the 


six-member Buffalo Grove Environmen- 
tal Control Committee, which invited 
Clark to the meeting. Clark is manager 
of the surveillance section, Division of 
Land Pollution of the Environmental 
Protection Agency. He spoke to Arling- 
ton Heights residents about the sams 
subject Monday night. 


Clark told the committee and about 25 


citizens who attended that he could an- 
swer questions about landfills and solid 
waste disposal, but another division of 
EPA handles air pollution. 


Buffalo Grove residents did learn, how-

ever, that there apparently is no way 
they can learn in advance if a permit to 
build an incinerator will be granted to 
Arlington Heights. Clark also told them 
the EPA is under no obligation to listen 
to citizen complaints in advance. He saiil 
there are no public hearings in advance, 
and the only recourse citizens have is to 
file a petition with the EPA after a per- 
mit is allowed. 


Clark added the EPA has an obligation 


only to investigate the complaint. 


IN 
ANSWER 
to several questions 


about the quality of landfills compared 
with incinerators, Clark said either one 
can be good. "If both are built and oper- 
ated in accordance with our [EPA) re- 
quirements, neither one will pollute." 


Although Clark admitted he wasn't 


qualified to discuss air pollution, he did 
say that most incinerators in operation 
today do not meet EPA standards, or 
they would have cost a lot more. "I don't 


know of any which meet the standards," 
he said. 


Lana Epstein of the committee asked, 


"If land is available in the northeast por- 
tion of Illinois, can it be condemned as is 
done for parks and schools?" 


Clark said there is considerable land 


suitable for sanitary landfills, but the 
question of availability is a problem. 
"Our trouble is getting zoning approval. 
But a couple court rulings in Rockford 
indicate a city can condemn land." 


Clark did say the existing incinerators' 


cost about twice as much to operate per 
cubic yard than sanitary landfills. lie 
gave examples of about $4 per cubic 
yard in most landfills compared with $11 
for incinerators. 


Another committee member asked, 


"Over the next 10 years, how modern 
will the incinerator be compared to whul 
is done now and in the future in recycl- 
ing?" 


"You're asking me to guess," Clark 


said, "and I will. I don't see any major 
new recycling methods in the next 10 
years. The best prospect seems to be py- 
rolysis, or burning with insufficient oxy- 
gen. Other methods depend too much on 
salvage market." 


CLARK added that an incinerator 


should draw from a population of 200,000 
to be successful, while a sanitary landfill 
can get by with a smaller population 


He said an incinerator still requires a 


landfill for the residue, since about 30 
per cent of the bulk remains after burn- 
ing 
Maintenance also is high for in- 


cinerators compared to landfills, he said. 


"There are I'/i million acres of strip 


mines in Illinois, and many sites are rea- 
sonably suitable for rail-haul. Some rail- 
roads in the country have tried this 


method but have gotten nowhere because 
of lack of demand or apathy, but I'm 
sure it'll come," Clark said. 


' ' A r e inter-municipal solid waste 


agreements possible?" asked one com- 
mittee member. 


Clark said a 1969 law allows for solid 


waste disposal districts, but they must 
involve full counties, so none are in exis- 
tence 


Clark also told the audience that many 


problems have not been resolved by the 
EPA because its proposed new rules and 
regulations have not yet been approved. 
He said many landfills and all in- 
cinerators are operating only with ap- 
proval of the state Department of Public 
Health, although all such operations will 
be required to be licensed by the EPA 
when the new rules are in effect. 


"The new rules and regulations to be 


offered to the Pollution Control Board 
will have specifics on existing sites, but 
I'm not at liberty to tell any of them,'' 
Clark said. 


He said the EPA is currently operating 


under 1965 laws for solid waste disposal 
Such laws only require registration of old 
sites and prior approval of new ones. The 
new EPA regulations will require in- 
spections before permits can be granted. 


Clark said the major problem is that if 


a permit request is not denied within 90 
days it is automatically approved, so his 
staff has not been able to tell all landfills 
to submit applications, because they 
couldn't handle that many. With 600-700 
sites, many would be approved by 
default without ever being inspected, he 
said.

the worst," said Geiger. 


He said the American Legion "firmly 


believes that giving any wholesale am- 
nesty, whether conditional or uncon- 
ditional, would make a mockery of the 
sacrifice of those men who did their 
duty, assumed their responsibilities in 
time of conflict and in many cases were 
killed or wounded or now lie in a prison 
camp somewhere in Indochina." 


His testimony before the subcom- 


mittee, which is holding hearings on am- 
nesty proposals, came during the Ameri- 
can Legion's annual Washington confer- 
ence. 


GEIGER SAID his statement of the Le- 


gion's position was based on a resolution 
adopted at the organization's veterans 
1971 national convention. 


He said legion is against granting am- 


nesty to draft evaders "as a class" but is 
not totally opposed to amnesty in all 
cases. 


"Our resolution asks that all draft evad- 


ers be prosecuted, which means that we 
would like each case to be heard in court 
and tried on its merits," he said. 


"The courts can deal with the particu- 


lars of each case and exercise leniency 
or sternness based on the actual facts 
brought out in the hearings about each 
particular draft evader," Geiger said. 


"Surely, the courts will find those who 


are innocent and should be excused with- 
out any further conditions," he said.

'Oakton Decision Final,' Says State Board Chief

The chairman of the Illinois Junior Col- 


lege Board yesterday said his board will 
not meet with Oakton Community Col- 
lege to discuss its decision withdrawing 
approval of Oakton's choice for a per- 
manent campus site. 


"Any meeting might cause Oakton's 


board of trustees to delay seeking a new 
site," Rey Brune, the chairman told the 
Herald. 


Officials of the Illinois Community Col- 


lege Trustees Association have been try- 
ing to schedule a meeting of the two 


boards to discuss the state board's with- 
drawal of its earlier approval of a 105- 
acre site adjacent to Maryhill Cemetery 
in Niles for Oakton's campus. 


"It would be most unfortunate if sched- 


uling a get-together would lead the Oak- 
ton board to believe that the Maryhill 
site is still under consideration," Brune 
said. 


"OUR BOARD MADE a unanimous de- 


cision Feb. 11 against the Maryhill site in 
what we believed to be the best interests 
of the junior college system. Our decision 
is final," he added. 


John Lewis, a trustee from Carl Sand- 


burg Community College in Galesburg 
and president of the trustees association, 
has said he hopes to schedule a meeting 
of the two boards before the state 
board's next meeting March 10 in Chi- 
cago. Lewis was unavailable for com- 
ment yesterday. 


L. H. Horton, executive secretary of 


the trustees association, said yesterday 
he has not talked "directly" to both 
boards, but is "quite sure" they will 
agree to a meeting. 


"We're working on a meeting and 


we're pretty far along. We're trying to 
keep this thing low key. It will be infor- 
mal . . . just to discuss some differences 
of opinion. It will be held shortly, before 
March 10," Horton said. 


In withdrawing its approval of the 


Maryhill site, the state board accused 
Oakton of misinforming them about op- 
position that could be expected from the 
Chicago Catholic Archdiocese, the site's 
owner, and area residents to use of the 
cemetery land for a college campus. 


Oakton's trustees have denied the 


charge and have maintained that the 


Maryhill site, centrally located and not 
scheduled for burials for more than 75 
years, is the best site for a campus out 
of 23 sites in the district considered. 


The Oakton trustees voted unanimously 


Feb. 15 to challenge the legality of the 
state decision and postpone a scheduled 
March 4 referendum that had been set to 
raise campus funds. 


The presidents of 36 Illinois junior col- 


leges, meeting last month in Champaign, 
unanimously passed a resolution support- 
ing Oakton in its fight against the state

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Cily May Hire Consultant 
Bus Firm Purchase Advice Sought? 


The Des Plaines City Council Monday 


may consider hiring a Chicago-based 
consulting firm to recommend whether 
the city should purchase the financially 
troubled United Motor Coach Co. 


At the city's request, Ernst and 


Ernst, a large accounting and consultant 
firm that has conducted several surveys 
for state transportation agencies, has 
submitted 
statements declaring that 


"preliminary recommendations" 
could 


be created after about .six weeks of 
study, at a cost to the city of "between 
$3,500 and $4,000." 


In a letter sent this week to city alder- 


men. Mayor Herbert Behrel recommend- 
ed "serious and full consideration" of the 
Ernst and Ernst proposal. The council 
is expected to assign study of the propos- 
als to the council's finance committee. 


According to the Ernst and Ernst letter 


to the city, three alternatives have been 
suggested by city officials and members 
of the city's mass transit district. 


These include district subsidy grants to 


the present, privately owned company 


based in Des Plaines; purchase of the 
company and renting of buses to a man- 
agement firm; or district purchase of the 
company and its operation by district 
employes. 


The study would include a survey of all 


possible revenue sources available to the 
district from other suburbs, the state or 
federal governments. It would determine 
what 
financial 
advantages and dis- 


advantages would be created under vari- 
ous means of ownership or control. 


THE STUDY WOULD include exam- 


inations of the services now provided for 
by the bus company, the proposal states. 


Preliminary recommendations will in- 


clude "the most feasible alternatives 
(which) would . . . assist in determining 
the most economical method for provid- 
ing continuous, dependable, timely bus 
service to the citizens of Des Plaines and 
the surrounding communities at the low- 
est cost. 


"We believe we are uniquely qualified 


to undertake this assignment because of 
our experience in assisting companies in 


the transit industry and in working with 
governmental agencies on related trans- 
portation projects." 


Ernst and Ernst are now assisting the 


state Office of Mass Transportation in a 
financial study of bus companies and 
Chicago commuter railroad to help eval- 
uate the eligibility of these companies for 
state grants. 


During the project, Ernst and Ernsl 


representatives have visited the United 
Motor coach offices and are familiar 
"with many of its financial problems and 
have tyid an opportunity to work with 
some of its key personnel." 


The consulting firm "realizing the ur- 


gency" could begin the study within two 
weeks of its authorization by the council, 
and could compete the study in four to 


six weeks, the proposal states. 


A feasibility study had been proposed 


by Behrel and aldermen soon after bus 
company officials offered to sell the com- 
pany last January. 


Behrel luis said the city is seeking fac- 


tual, documented information on whether 
it should or shouldn't take over the com- 
pany. 


He has said that parl, of the funds for 


the study may be provided by federal 
and slate transportation agencies.

groups as part of a budget cut, but re- 
versed the action after more funds be- 
came available to the district. 


Adolph Danta, director of building and 


grounds for the district, said the building 
closings might have been one reason for 
the decline in use. "The only thing I can 
think of is that people went out and found 
other facilities, and now, since the first 
of the year, they have been coming back 
to us." 


The decrease in the amount of building 


use is reflected in marked differences be- 
tween amounts budgeted as revenue 
from building use fees and as expenses 
due to custodial overtime, and the dis- 
trict's actual revenue and expense this 
year. 


In this year's budget, the district an- 


ticipated $28,000 in fees from building 
use. A projection by Arthur Perry, as- 
s i s t a n t superintendent for adminis- 
tration, on what actual fees will.be col- 
lected is $7,800.

for custodial overtime and the salary of 
the secretary who schedules the build- 
ings. A projection of actual expenditures 
for this year is $14,000. 


Perry said he is budgeting for next 


year on the same basis as he budgeted 
this year, on the assumption building use 
will return to its former level. "We have 
no way of really accounting for the rea- 
son for the drop-off," he said. "We also 
don't know what will happen between 
now and the end of school."

developed. After two years, the city will 
have the option to renew the contract at 
the end of each year, she said. 


The program should begin by April 10, 


when city services start stressing spring 
clean-up projects, according to Mrs. 
Rohrbach. She hopes to present contracts 
at the March 20 city council meeting for 
approval. 


MRS. ROHRBACH had suggested con- 


tracting with the Evanston firm after 
conducting a study of the city's 10-month 
experimental glass recycling program 
and examining recycling programs in 
other suburbs. 


During the 10-month program, 91,800 


pounds of glass were collected and trans- 
ported by the city to a recycling com- 
pany at a loss of $2,500 to the city, she 
has said. 


The new program, which would be op- 


erated at no cost to the city, will provide 
a central depository for materials that 
can be reprocessed and reused, as a way 
of preventing unnecessary depletion of 
natural resources, she said. At present, 
residents must go to various depositories 
for glass, cans and newspapers, accord- 
ing to Mrs. Rohrbach.

A smalt frustration of working (or a 


newspaper is not being able to write let- 
ters to the editor and blow off steam 
about something that's bothering you or 
answer someone else's letter about 
what's bothering them. 


At times 1 even look forward to writing 


this column because it offers me the 
chance to be as opinionated as anyone 
else in print. Letters to the editor are 
actually open letters to the people — oth- 
erwise the editors of this world would file 
them away instead of printing them. 


Rather than let my steam build about 


an opplnion that was expressed by a 
Herald reader: 


Dear People, 
I'd like to take exception to an opinion 


expressed recently in a letter that ap- 
peared In the Fence Post column of this 
newspaper. The writer stated she was 
against day care centers, saying that if 
there were no such thing more women 
would stay at home with their children 
where they belong. 


1 won't even go into the Women's Lib 


angle that emphasizes women have as 
much right to a fulfilling job as men do. 
To argue this point would be useless and 
I'm sure It wouldn't change this woman's 
opinion, 


I'd like to point out, however, that sta- 


tistics have shown (and thses are national 
statistics taken by the U.S. Department 
of Labor. Woman's Bureau) that the vast 
majority of women who are In the full- 
time labor force with children under 5 
years of age are working because they 
have to, They are either the head of the 
household (separated, divorced or wid- 
owed), wives of disabled men or they are 
working to supplement poverty-level in- 
comes brought in by their husbands. 


TO THESE WOMEN working is not a 


luxury. It is not going to give them the 
European cruise or diamond necklaces. 
If they are lucky enough to have a well- 
paying job it may provide them with 
good meals, good clothes and decent liv- 
ing conditions, plus a few of the extras 
that makes life livable. 


As It Is, there are not nearly enough 


day care centers to take care of the pre- 
schoolers with working mothers. In the 
Northwest suburbs there are licensed fa- 
cilities for 400 full-time children. Licens- 
ed homes house some, relatives take 
care of another group and a great many 
children are cared for in unlicensed 
homes. Nationally there arc only 640,000 
day care openings in licensed facilities 
for the 4.5 million pre-school children 
who need them. 


If these mothers who have to work had 


no day care available to them, our wel- 
fare and ADC roles would grow. Rather 
than downgrade them, you should re- 
spect their attempts to provide for their 
families without accepting relief. 


The minimum standards that must be 


met in Illinois in order to license a day 
care center or home are surprisingly 
low. The staff of the Illinois Department 
of Children and Family Services who 
give licenses and check on facilities only 
have time to visit a center about once a 
year — unless they know it does not 
meet state standards or that other prob- 
lems exist. 


RATHER THAN calling for the elimi- 


nation of day careicenters, we should de- 
mand that there be more and that they 
be better. We should insist that the feder- 
al or state government provide subsidies 
to existing centers and especially those 
which are built in low-income areas. We 
should applaud the new tax break for 
those who are paying for day care. 


Keep in mind that in most cases it is 


costly to keep a child in a licensed cen- 
ter. Those that own for-profit centers 
have a very low profit margin. Good day 
care is expensive to provide and ex- 
pensive to take advantage of. Non-profit 
centers are run by people who do so be- 
cause they love and care about the wel- 
fare of children. 


Whatever a woman's reason for work- 


ing. I believe that she should have the 
opportunity to place her child in a safe, 
high quality center or home. Abolishing 
day care would not solve any problem, 
but it would create an enormous one.

An Overdue Book 
Will Cost You More 


The Des Plaines Public Library Board 


has voted to increase fines on overdue 
books from the adult section beginning 
March :. Fines for books, phonograph 
records and framed art prints will be 
five cents a day. For overdue magazines 
and pamphlets, the fines will be three 
cents a day, 


Fines on overdue books and art prints 


from the children's section will remain 
at three cents a day, Penalties for over- 
due children's magazines and pamphlets 
will be one cent a day. 


"The 18-year-old vote can be signifi- 


cant, but only if you want it to be," 
Floyd Fulle, candidate for the Republi- 
can nomination in the 10th District con- 
gressional primary, told Maine West 
High School students yesterday. 


Speaking at the Des Plaines school as 


part of a social science lecture series on 
contemporary issues, Fulle, currently 
serving his 'second term as a member of 
the Cook County Board of Commission- 
ers, urged students to "register to vote 
and then take part." He added, "Let 
your voices be heard." 


Fulle of 666 Laurel Ave., Des Plaines, 


said it's "not right that some youths are 
so completely involved in politics while 
others don't even give a darn. There 
should be a large in-between group that 
is really interested in what our govern- 
ment is doing." 


For years, Fulle said, "youths have 


been crying out" for changes in the coun- 
try. "With your vote, eventually we will 
h a v e changes within 
the system. 


Changes have got to come, they're going 
to come." 


The candidate, whose opponent for the 


Republican nomination in the 10th dis- 
trict congressional primary is Samuel 
Young of Glen view, added, "However, as 
bad as we might be, there has never 
been a better form of government than 
democracy." 


Fulle told Maine West students he feels 


"right at home" in Maine Township. The 
commissioner explained t hat he is a 
graduate of the former Maine Township 
High School, now Maine East High 
School in Park Ridge. He added that one 
of his sons graduated from Maine West 
in 1965, another graduated from Maine 
West in 1967 and another is currently a 
student at the school. 


"THE 10TH DISTRICT has the highest 


level of education in the country," Fulle 
said, He added that the district has more 
corporate and business leaders than any 
other district in the country and that its 
residents are in the upper five per cent 
of the nation's annual income bracket. 


"It's also the only district with a gov- 


ernor, a senator and an attorney general 
residing in it," Fulle added. 


"What all of this means is that we're a 


special district, a district we can all be 
proud to vote in," he said. "I plan to 
campaign fully throughout this district to 
apprise the voters as to how I feel about 
the issues." 


Those issues he said include the econo- 


my, the war in Vietnam, national de- 
fense, welfare and the United Nations. 


Fulle praised President Nixon for the 


nation's "drastic reduction in Vietnam 
involvement." He said he does not favor 
setting a date for complete withdrawal of 
U.S. troops. "There are too many Ameri- 
cans who are prisoners of war who might 
never be released. I wouldn't trust the 
Communists any more than I could lift 
this building." 


Fulle also praised President Nixon for 


his new economic policies. "The Vietnam 
was has had such an impact on our econ- 
omy . . . the President has had no choice 
but to do the things he's done," he said. 


When asked by a Maine West student if 


he would favor world trade with Red 
China, Fulle replied, "Yes, but I hope 
that it would be in non-strategic goods. 
I'm just the opposite of a pro-Red China 
person, but I do realize that we must 
face the reality of world politics." 


Fulle said he was opposed to the in- 
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duction of Red China into the United Na- 
tions at the expense of Taiwan. 


He told a Maine West questioner he is 


also opposed to granting amnesty to 
draft dodgers. "To offer amnesty across 
the board would make it difficult to 
speak to families who followed the call of 
arms," Fulle said. 


WHEN ASKED WHETHER he would 


favor 
the legalization of marijuana, 


Fulle replied, "No, but I do favor reduc- 
ing penalties for persons caught with 
marijuana." 


Fulle said he thinks the issues of abor- 


tion and a legal drinking age should be 
legislated at the state level, not the fed- 
eral level. 


When asked by a Maine West student if 


he would vote his conscience even if the 
majority of the residents of his district 
did not agree with him, Fulle said he 


would "come to the district first to try to 
convince the people that I was right." If 
they couldn't be swayed, he added, "I 
would return to Washington and vote 
their opinion." 


"I would also hope that many of the 


voters I would be dealing with would be 
youths. You know, if you don't agree 
with what your congressman is doing, 
vote against him. But when you take pot- 
shots at us oldsters, remember we're the 
ones who finally gave you the vote," he 
said.

The Chicago Metropolitan Area Trans- 


portation System (CMATS) bill would 
create a single metropolitan mass transit 
district including the Chicago Transit Au- 
thority. 


The bill, which has had the strong 


backing of the Chicago and North West- 
ern Ry , proposes a three-member gov- 
erning panel One member would be ap- 
pointed by the governor, a second named 
by the mayor of Chicago, and a third by 
the governor from a list of nominees sug- 
gested by the county boards of the six 
counties. 


Walsh has said the mayors Saturday 


may decide to do nothing about creating 
the new transit district or may agree to 
pursue sub-regional mass transit author- 
ities if they do not think a single, six- 
county district is feasible. 


Attorneys for the archdiocese this

signs. A cylinder In the form of blocks 
separated by a series of sparkling white 
plastic shade openings offers a unique 
contemporary look. 


A SPANISH DESIGN that has a square 


wooden frame is 36 inches tall and four 
metal 
scrollwork panels 
covering 
a 


round white plastic shade measuring at 
least 34 inches of the lamp's three-foot 
height was also created by Jacobs. 


The Jacobs transitional style has an 


unusual open weave shade covering both 
a white plastic material with a series of 
four graceful, oval cut-outs and an inner 
plastic shade holding the three-way light- 
ing. This particular design is carried out 
in a table lamp, a floor lamp and a swag 
model. 


Haywood's designs are spectacularly 


modern. A "C" shaped table lamp of 
formed wood holds a white globe that 
stands out against the four "wet-look" 
finishes available on the frame.

A new two-foot track has been added in 


white vinyl or chrome to the magnetic 
lighting system Kovacs has named the 
"Zonking Place." This new home light- 
ing system made its debut last summer. 


The original "Zonking Place" tracks 
were 48 inches and 67 inches by 
4M> 


inches wide. Although the width remains 
constant, a new 24-inch length has been 
added to the line in response to store 
requests, 


Four new Zonkers (modules containing 


the bulb) that plug into the "Zonking 
Place" tracks have been added to the 
line. One is a 3 by 6-inch down cylinder 
for the ceiling track; there are two sizes 
of chrome balls that swivel within a yoke 
and have dowel-like projections that re- 
semble Martian men's ears. The fourth 
Zonker is a slender chrome tube with ex- 
posed bulb.

little like shopping in a Michigan Avenue 
store You would like everything you see, 
but usually settle for "peanuts " 


Seed browsing is half the fun of gar- 


dening, and a little looking helps you 
stumble over lots of new-to-you plants 


Each year I plant at least a few things 


that I have never before tried. It keeps a 
gardener on his toes, I think. This year it 
will be edelweiss, tidy tips, horseradish, 
garlic, peanuts and luffa sponges among 
others 


GROWING YELLOW beets, for in- 


stance, doesn't make you any better than 
the gardener who grows plain old red 
beets, but somehow it makes a differ- 
ence Visitors will rave over a purple 
green bean while they give your limas a 
"so what" glance 


For offbeat ideas consider- red okra*, 


yellow watermelon *' (Inside is yellow 
instead of red), husk tomato (you have 
to take off the outer covering)""', yellow 
raspberries **", blue potatoes ***, pink, 
black beets """*, purple kohlrabi ***, 
purple green beans'1""', yellow and white 
checker-board corn1""* 


(The code for the above is ''available 


from Park Seed Co, Greenwood, S C, 
29646, "" R H. Shumway Seedsman, 
Rockford, 111 61101, and **' Gurney Seed 
Co, Yankton, S D 57078. As you can see, 
the Gurney people have the widest selec- 
tion of offbeat offenngs.) 


W Atlee Burpee, Philadelphia, Pa. 


19132, is still trying to give away $10,000 
for a white marigold, and if you order 
Whitemost (near white) from them, you 
just might get lucky. 


CHECK OUT SOME of the complete 


seed mixtures, such as the old-fashioned 
garden mixtures, to save money if you 
aren't too fussy about your flowers but 
want a big show (Most companies have 
such offers) The special vegetable 
packs which everybody carries offer 
the gardener enough seed to supply the 
family with fresh vegetables all season 
for about $3 and saves the average lar- 
der between $300 and $500 a year 


Kids' one-cent specials are often avail- 


able when an adult sends in an order, 
and sometimes can start a child on the 
lifetime hobby (That's how I got started, 
thanks to my Aunt Bunny ) 


If you like Paul Bunyon-type crops, 


Gurney's Guinea beans are reported to 
reach 10 pounds apiece, Burpee's Royal 
squash is said to hit 300 pounds and Big 
Max pumpkins (Gurney) have been 
known to tip the scales at 100 pounds. 


This variety was grown by one of the 
local farm stand operators last year and 
the results were caught by the Paddock 
photographer. 


PRAYING MANTIS and lady bugs are 


available again this year from the Mont- 
gomery Ward Lawn, Garden and Farm 
catalog (not the big catalog), although 
gardeners can get them cheaper from 
other sources too (available on request). 


Best of all, I always get a laugh from 


all of the older photo cuts which haven't 
been changed since women wore snoods 
and loafers Gurney's has a photo of a '56 
Mercury parked next to the tall hedge 
fencing. Shumway's catalog has included 
some antique etchings which probably 
date back to 1870 when the company was 
founded.

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Your State Tax Questions Answered 


Q. 1 receive a railroad retirement pen- 


sion, Will this be subject to Illinois In- 
come lax? 


A No, amounts received on railroad 


retirement benefits are not subject to Il- 
linois income tax, It is particularly im- 
portant to note that supplemental bene- 
fits which are subject to federal income 
tax are not subject to Illinois income tax. 


Q. What Is Ihe rule on the filing of joint 


returns for Illinois Income tax purposes? 


A Generally, If a husband and wife file 


a Joint federal income tax return, they 
must file a joint Illinois return, or, if the 
federal tax liability of either is deter- 
mined on a separate return, sepaiate Illi- 
nois returns are required 
If neither 


spouse is required to file a federal return 
and cither or both must file an Illinois 
return, they may elect to file separately 
or jointly. If one spouse is a resident and 
the olh&r a nonresident, they may file 
separate returns, or they may file jointly 
as if both were residents.

The words are those of Demon wres- 


tling coach George Jurlnek. Surely, he 
speaks for the entire school when talking 
about Marc Grant and Jim Sylverne. 


"I honestly feel that both of them were 


good enough to win the state champion- 
ship," Jurinek said. "Given a couple of 
breaks, they could have been state cham- 
pions." 


Grant finished third In the lG7-ponn<l 


division and Sylvenic look fourth In the 
112-pound class. 


"It was a real classy tournament, 


probably the best there has ever been," 
the Demons coach added, "and Marc and 
Jim certainly belonged with that caliber 
of competition," 


Grant opened his tournament action 


with a 7-0 victory over John Skoullos of 
Chicago Senn. "Marc completely domi- 
nated the bout," Jurinek said. "He had 
control right from the start." 


Grant scored a takedown in the first 


period, had an escape and a takedown in 
the second and scored a predicament in 
the third. 


In his second bout, Grant lost a heart- 


breaking 1-0 decision to Mel Canons of 
Jollet tVcsl, who went on to win the 167- 
pound championship. 


Carons scored his winning point, an es- 


cape, with three seconds remaining in 
the match. 


"Both boys were nearing the edge of 


the mat and. perhaps, Marc was waiting 
for the referee to blow his whistle," Juri- 
nek said. "Maybe, at that point, he let up 
just a little bit and that gave Carsons a 
chance to escape. I looked up at the 
clock, saw there were only three seconds 
left, and I knew there was nothing Marc 
could do.

Late in the second period, Brandt 
escaped to mnkc it 4-2. Grant scored an 
escape in the third period to ice the win. 


An escape, takedown and near-fall in 


the second period sparked Grant to a 6-3 
victory over John D'Avalos of Chicago 
Fenger to gain third place in the tourna- 
ment. 


Grant finished the 1971-72 season with 


a 24-5-1 overall record, but he was 11-1 
against 167-pound competition. Against 
185-pound foes, he was 13-4-1. At the state 
tournament, Grant boosted his school 
record for escapes in a single season to 
31. The old record was set by Gary Ek- 
lund three years ago, 16. 


Sylverne opened with a 12-1. victory 


over Ken Woodward of Chicago Washing- 
ton. "The bout was never in doubt," 
Jurinek said. "Jimmy had it all the 
way." 


Sylverne scored a takedown in the first 


period, two predicaments and a near-fall 
in the second and an escape and a take- 
down In the third. 


In the second-round of competition, 


Sylverne lost to Proviso East's Bill Hard- 
nett, a grappler whom Sylverne had 
lost to by one point earlier in the season, 
3-2. 


The Demon grappler was awarded a 


penalty point early in the second period, 
but Hardnett came back to score an es- 
cape and a takedown to take a 3-1 lead, 
Sylverne scored an escape in the third 
period, but that single point was not 
enough to overtake Hardnett's lead. 


In the first round of wrestle backs, Syl- 


verne pinned Harry Miller of Granite 
City in 3:48. "Jimmy outclassed his boy 
all the way and led 9-1 when he pinned 
him," Jurinek said. 


Sylverne posted a pin in 3:59 over Jo- 


liet West's Ellis Betts in the second 
round of wrestle backs. The Maine East 
wrestler was winning 2-0 at the time of 
the pin. 


In the match for third place, Sylverne 


was edged by Bloomington's Dana Ma- 
riani 5-4. Mariani scored a reversal late 
in the'third period for the points to post 
the win. 


Sylverne finished the 1971-72 season 


with a 24-5 record. 


Fremd's Jeff Alvis won the 112-pound 


championship. Sylverne had beaten Alvis 
twice earlier in the season, once at the 
Glenbrook South Invitational and once at 
the West Leyden Sectional. 


"Both of our boys are juniors and both 


have a great wrestling future ahead of 
them," Jurinek said. "I think that both 
of them have the ability and the determi- 
nation to do well in next year's tourna- 
ment.

concerned. When you work with the type 
of boys I have, it certainly is a pleasure 
to be a coach."

A suburban policeman who patrols the 


winding Palatine Road expressway calls 
it "an engineer's nightmare." But the 
families of nine persons killed in auto 
accidents on that thoroughfare in less 
than a year will live with the nightmare 
for the rest of their lives. 


A Florida man died at the congested 


Palatine and Rand Road intersection in 
June. Four months later, an Arlington 
Heights resident lost his life on the road- 
way near Rte. 53 followed by the death of 
a Rolling Meadows man at the same lo- 
cation in a separate accident. 


One of the worst accidents in North- 


west suburban history occurred on a 
rain-slick Palatine Road overpass at Rte. 
83 in Prospect Heights in December. 
Five persons were killed. 


The latest Palatine Road fatality was a 


19-year-old youth last week whose car 
jumped the median strip into oncoming 
traffic at the Soo Line R.R. tracks in 
Wheeling. 


Local officials, police officers, and the 


state highway department agree the 
east-west roadway is a problem. The sev- 
en mile expanse from the Village of Pal- 
atine to the Tri-State Tollway is often 
flooded with vehicles, many of them ex- 
ceeding the maximum speed limits. 


The driver must cope with a complex 


of confusing lights and direction signs, 
periodic stops and fellow drivers at- 
"tempting to merge into the fast-moving 
flow of cars. 


WHO IS TO blame for the "hazard- 


ous" condition of the express route is un- 
certain. But motorists, municipal repre- 
sentatives and county and state highway 
officials all should accept a fair share of 
the road's present condition. 


It all began in 1958 as a unique county 


highway department road construction 
plan to link the outlying Northwest sub- 
urbs to Chicago by "a junior ex- 
pressway." Thus, Palatine Road, Cook 
County's first suburban expressway proj- 
ect. 


Original plans showed few entrances 


and exits at Palatine Road, but soon af- 


ter construction plans were unveiled, the 
concept changed. 


Much of the land around the new road- 


way was purchased by speculators who 
turned the land into housing subdivisions, 
shopping centers and stores. 


Each special interest group wanted it's 


special interest to be catered to. 


Arlington Heights officials urged inter- 


sections be built. They said a road with- 
out intersections would cut off the north- 
ern sector of the village from further de- 
velopment. 


Village officials got the intersections 


and later traffic control signals. 


Stop signs were erected at Arlington 


Heights Road and frontage roads were 
spawned for eastern Palatine subdivi- 
sions. 


THE ORIGINAL concept of a junior 


expressway was defeated and it became 
little more than a local route for many. 


The Schoenbeck Road intersection was 


called "death corner" by parents of 
school children who attended a school 
there and parents threatened to block the 
roadway. 


Some of the original Palatine Road 


plans of 1958 are still not completed, in- 
cluding an overpass at Rand Road. 


State highway officials, who took over 


jurisdiction of the road from the county a 
few years ago, said yesterday a study is 
being made for an overpass or underpass 
at the Palatine-Arlington Heights Road 
intersection, where cars daily inch their 
way across two stop-signs located less 
than 50 yards apart. 


However, the study won't be completed 


for at least four or five years, state offi- 
cials say, and funding for a major Pala- 
tine Road underpass from Rand Road to 
Arlington Heights Road will come later. 


After the five persons were killed at 


the Rte. 83 overpass, a Cook County 
Sheriff's 
policeman recommended 
a 


guard rail between the four lanes of traf- 
fic to "prevent future deaths" there. But 
there is still no guard rail at the median 
strip today. 


"THE GUARD RAIL is being consid- 


ered along with a thousand others . . . 
but we don't have the money this year," 
said Carl Kowalski, north area operating 
engineer for the Illinois Highway Depart- 
ment. "We don't anticipate funds in 1973 
either," he said. 


The state calls road improvements 


such as a guard railing an "operational 
improvement" which must be funded en- 
tirely by the state without federal aid. 
"This is the most serious category for us 
right now," Kowalski said.

it," he said, "then we would be glad to 
assist. There are thousands of projects 
like this for us to consider."

At one intersection, the county has 
jurisdiction on one side, and-Arlington 
Heights on the other.
